NOTES

“T \HE public are not to be blamed 
_ B for taking little interest in that 
which they do not understand. Al-

I am al- 
a lergic to program notes. So few 
»f them are actually helpful toward 
jt greater enjoyment of the music 
shey annotate. So many of them 
beem to be written more to assert 
he writer’s proficiency than to 
hssuage the amateur’s perplexity. 
50 many of them deal in technical 
information, telling us that the 
coring of a particular work calls 
or three flutes, two piccolos, an 
yboe, etc., or that “the composer 
ises the binary form,” details which 


might be helpful to the student but 
are useless to the casual concert- 
goer at any time and particularly 
a few minutes before the music 
starts. In no aspect of our musical 
life is the snobbishness of the tech- 
nician more apparent. 

That is not to say that there 
arent any good program notes. 
Though the essence of music and 
its true nature cannot be analyzed, 
though a symphony cannot be de- 
scribed in words (any more than 
a novel can be “painted”). it is 
possible to make a few helpful re- 
marks, remarks which may break 
the ice. Like anything else, a pro- 
gram note can be done either badly 
or well. An example of good notes 
can be found in the programs of 
the Boston Symphony. which car- 
ries the tradition of its excellence 
even into its booklets. These, by 
the way, are mailed to subscribers 
in advance of the concerts. For 
many years the Boston Symphony 
program notes were written by 
Philip Hale. Today they are written 
by his disciple. John N. Burk. 
author of a good book on Beethoven 
and a man of few clichés. 

Good program notes seem to me 
to be those which set the stage 
for what is to follow, leaving us 
then to enjoy ourselves in our own 
way. They don’t tell us what to think 
or feel, but they do tell us some- 
thing of what the composer in- 
tended to express, so that we are 
not likely to be confused by ex- 
pecting the work to be what it is 
not. Good program notes fix the 
particular composition within the 
framework of the composer’s total

Nes are looking at an especially fine example of a 
new species of kitchen—a type that is springing up all 
over America, in old and new houses. Call it a “living 
kitchen” and you would be just about right. It’s a 
kitchen that invites you to spend time in it, a kitchen 
that lets the cook be a member of the family. Further- 
more, it’s a kitchen that encourages the family and the 
guests to take an interest in the food, whether they 
actually help or not. 

This living kitchen does not necessarily replace the 
living room in the old sense of the word. The owners 
of this kitchen, the Ben Gages (she’s Esther Williams 
the movie star), have another, more formal living 
room equipped with a refectory table big enough for 
10 or 12 people at a sit-down dinner. But this is the 
room where Mr. and Mrs. Gage and their two small 
children eat when there are no guests. 

This kitchen could not have happened 20 years ago, 
when we had no automatic dishwashers, ventilating fans. 
and garbage disposers. For dirt, heat, and unattractive 
odors prevented the kitchen of that era from having 
social ambitions. 

The passing of a servant class is another reason the 
kitchen is turning into a living room.

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THE STAGGERING TRUTH 
ABOUT THE FREEZER 


Millions of words have been written about the 
home freezer. But the really important 


thing it gives—freedom in time and space— 





has never been stated before until right here 


By Jean Harris 


, JANUARY 1952 


Ae freezer does many things. But its greatest gift is the 
least understood of its assets. Its greatest contribution is 
not that it frees you from work, but that it gives you the 
freedom to decide when that work will be done. For the 
first time in history the cook is freed from the tyranny of 
time. It permits a different rhythm to your work period, your 
shopping, and consequently to your life. The implications 
of this are staggering. 

Because the freezer allows you to prepare food inde- 
pendently of the time when it is to be eaten, it frees you 
from that bondage of the “three-a-day” schedule. Women’s 
bondage to housekeeping has been not so much the amount 
of work to be done as the inescapable requirement of being 
in the kitchen for 30 to 90 minutes before mealtime, day 
after day, year after year. 

It is the inflexibility of this schedule—not the cooking 
itsel{—that makes cooking drudgery. What makes it worse 
is that time in the late afternoon, just before dinner, when 
you wish so often to be somewhere else than in the kitchen. 


The freezer frees you from this mechanical regularity ot 











meal production. By doing quantity cooking and long-range 
shopping, the freezer permits you to make a fundamental 
change in your work schedule without disturbing the orderly 
procession of three meals a day which is the foundation of 
a well-run house. 

If you use the freezer properly, and in combination with 


the other modern kitchen appliances, you can whisk a din- 


ner for 2 or 20 out of the freezer, then pop the dishes into 


the dishwasher-dryer. The whole operation can be as pain- 
less as “eating out,” and a lot more pleasurable. For the 
low state to which public feeding has fallen since 1918 has 
spoiled the pleasures of dining out. Once you could order 
fine food and have a look at the world of wealth and fashion 
at the same time. But now you generally get institutional- 
type food, served by untrained help in an overcrowded room, 

If you manage a freezer right and stock it with your best 
cooked meats, vegetables, pies, cakes, breads, sauces, and 
rarest delicacies, you can set up a new pattern for your life— 
both in your work life and in your social life. 

Just what do you have to do in freezer management to 
achieve this new freedom in time and space? 

It requires quite a different point of view—in fact just 
the opposite from that taught any of us who are now 


housekeeping. 


1. You have to cook large quantities of a recipe in order 
to freeze a supply for one. two, five, or more future meals. 
Because most cooked food freezes perfectly this is entirely 
feasible. It may be hard for you to do this at first, because 
you undoubtedly associate that extra quantity with the nega- 
tive idea of leftovers. 

Some women like to cook up large quantities of food in 
intense periods of work other than at meal-getting times. 
Some cook steadily for a day and then take the rest of the 
week off. Others make a practice of having two or three 
full-fledged parties ready and waiting in the freezer for un- 
expected guests. (I’ve noticed there are never any emergen- 


cies in the house with the well-stocked freezer. )

Others like to follow the usual pattern of meal-getting, 
but always making an extra meal’s supply of one or more 
dishes out of that meal’s menu, thus building up their reserve 
of ready-cooked food against the day they won’t feel like 
cooking, or the day they are out in the afternoon. It is just 
as easy to make extra quantities as you go along, cooking 


enough for eight instead of four. 


2. This same principle applies to week ends. If you want 
to “take the week end off”—just as your husband and the 
children do—do the hard part of food preparation during 
the week. Or if you go to your week-end house, make up 
the meals for the week end in advance and open them up 


as they are needed. 


3. Or if you want to go away on a trip, you can leave 
the family their favorite meals all prepared with suitable 
instructions how to get them heated and on to the table. 

Another variation of this is freezing up school lunches 
in quantities. Doing up a big batch of sandwiches and 
cookies for a ten-day period is a lot easier than making 
them every blessed day. (It is the repetitiousness of women’s 
work that is so boring. And anything which cuts the number 
of times you have to repeat the same act or the same move- 


ment should be greeted with joy.) 


4. Using a freezer properly frees you in space. It extends 
your shopping range, for you can afford the time to go 
to out-of-the-way places to buy rare and interesting foods 
because you can buy enough to last you for a while. When 
you go over to the other side of town to that little woman 
who makes the divine fudge cake, you can buy four or five 
on the trip, because you will freeze all but one. If you had 
to make the trip every time you wanted one of her cakes, 
you would not bother—not very often. Or if the best sea- 
food dealer is not in your town at all, but a fifteen-mile 
drive away, you would simply not have those soft-shell crabs 


or fresh lobsters. (Continued on page 96)

as: laundry equipment is so good- 
looking, so easy and speedy to operate, and 
so neat in operation, that it has acquired 
first-floor prestige. Now that doing the wash 
does not involve dripping floors, steamy at- 
mosphere, or wet smells, the laundry merits 
the same social standing as the kitchen, and 
often is part of it. Necessarily, this means a 
kitchen larger than it used to be. When you 
add a washer, dryer, and ironer, and usually 
a washtub, sorting counter, and storage for 
laundry supplies, you need more space than 
when the kitchen is used exclusively for cook- 


ing. But you gain more counter work space. 


as enlarged the kitchen 


In the Paul Moore house in Coral Gables, 
Florida. two U-shaped areas, each complete 
in itself, are put together in an open ar- 
rangement to make a big kitchen-laundry. 
The plan has much merit, for you can put 
a load of clothes in the washer or iron a 
few things while the meal is cooking, with- 
out leaving the room. By concentrating 
these different chores in one place and in 
one period of time, you save time and en- 
ergy. In addition, the big room gives you 
a feeling of spaciousness and permits bet- 
ter daylight and ventilation than would be 
possible in two small separate cubicles.

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Just as the kitchen has come out of obscurity and into focus as the 
center of family living, so has the laundry come upstairs—often in 
combination with the kitchen. This one big room has two notable 
advantages. It is big enough for several members of the family to 
work in at the same time, at different tasks—important with the 
gradual disappearance of domestic servants which makes family co- 
operation natural and logical. Also, the laundry area, when not in 
use as such, provides spill-over space for party preparations, between- 
meal snacks, or even such activities as sewing and homework. Equip-

Your fingers delight in its hardness, smooth but 
unpolished. You look for ridges but you find none— 
only the candid relief of its backbone, the gentle curl 
of its edges. There is no handle. But you know without 
being told that the end to hold is the higher one where 
the wood is thickest. So perfectly balanced is it, you 
can rest it on a teacup. 

Here is a marriage between ancient craftsmanship 
and modern engineering. Here is something lovely as 
a work of art, as handy as a kitchen stool. Here is 
simplicity, the eloquence of understatement, the art 
that knows when to stop. We find the happy blend of 
beauty with utility, of motion with poise. We see the 
miultiplicity of parts resolved into the unity of the 
whole. In a larger sense we read how man, the designer 
and the buitder, can work in agreement with the world

If you are really as fussy as a gourmet about the taste of what you eat, 
you will have'to grow your own vegetables. The best-tasting kinds are 


little-known varieties that you can't find in any market because they 


don't look big enough to sell at a profit. Plant the kinds described here 




















































ile only reason for growing your 
own vegetables is to get better flavor than 
you can buy. Stores carry vegetables that 
look well and sell well but don’t taste worth 
a darn—at least by gourmet standards. 
That’s all because the farmer is concerned 
with size not flavor. He’s out for whop- 
ping bigness, so he lets his crop fully 
mature. It’s not only more salable, but 
is tough enough to withstand rough han- 
dling en route to market. Trouble is once 
vegetables reach this stage of maturity 
their real flavor is gone. So if you have 
a discriminating palate, grow your own. 

Flavor in vegetables is an inherited qual- 
ity. It is at its best in some obscure half- 
forgotten varieties that farmers find un- 
profitable to grow. So you must discover 
these kinds for your garden. 

Inheritance isn’t the whole story, of 
course. You'll need a sunny place, for sun- 
shine fills your vegetables with sweetness. 
You'll have to harvest correctly, usually 
daily, to catch your crop vegetables at the 
peak of their flavor. (Farmers grow kinds 
that ripen evenly because they want to cut 
the whole field in one swoop. ) 

You'll probably want to pick most things 
when they are still in the baby size, an ex- 


travagance farmers cannot indulge in be- 


cause this cuts the size of the crop drasti- 


cally—a limitation of little importance to 
you because you can just plant a few more 
rows of each vegetable than specified on 
the yield charts. The best chefs, inciden- 
tally, wouldn’t think of using the big, over- 
grown vegetables featured by most markets. 

Farmers know that what they sell is 
rather tasteless. They don’t eat this stuff 
themselves: they grow an entirely different 
set of varieties for their own table. Here 
they ignore looks and size of vegetables 
and pick them when they’re young and tasty. 

You have to look in the seed catalogs of 

the specialists to find many of these most 
flavorsome vegetables. So send now for new 
catalogs, look for the following: 
Beans: Virginia Stanton says, “Make them 
stringless, if you please—and good for 
freezing so I can cook an extra amount.” 
(She does two frying pans full each time 
and freezes those left over for winter din- 
ners.) She grows Burpee’s Stringless for 
tenderness and taste and Kidney Wax (the 
latter for color variation). 

Dr. Carleton conducted extensive trials 
on beans last summer from France, Sweden, 
Germany, and England. “I’m full of beans,” 
he says. His pets remain the two oldtimers, 
both pole beans—Blue Coco and Lazy Wife. 
Blue Coco is a_ brilliant purple-podded

ins March, House BEAUTIFUL began an editorial pro- 
gram to develop more understanding of the daily arts of 
good living. We did so because we feel that homemaking 
can be a more pleasurable and meaningful pursuit if we 
are equipped with heightened awarenesses, more kinds 
of appreciations, and above all, the courage to be creative 
about our daily necessities. 

We hold that if creativity and sensitive appreciation 
do not enter into homemaking (for both wives and hus- 
bands), then housekeeping is repetitious, boring, and 
plain drudgery. We think—and know—that as home- 
making becomes more creative it becomes more pleasur- 
_ able. (The first 10 months of this program have dealt 

only with creative cookery, which is a continuing series.) 

One of woman’s greatest opportunities for personal 
creativity in homemaking lies in needlework. But in 
America, during the last 50 years, the art of using the 
needle has fallen to a very low state.

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Guest Needlework Editor Mariska Karasz gave 10 
lessons to a class of average women.

them creatively to make useful, charming things 


M cking stitches with a needle is one of the easiest of 
all things to do. Women have been doing it for centuries, 
in every country in the world, in both primitive and civil- 
ized cultures. 

Making pretty and useful things, by combining varieties 
oftstitches in interesting ways is also easy, although most 
modern women are completely unaware of this fact. 

We lost sight of this simple truth sometime during 
Grandmother’s time, when the quality of needlework be- 
gan to be measured by the smallness of the stitches and the 
length of time spent on execution. Such impossible values 
caused needlework to fall into disrepute as a pastime. As a 
result, most women who have grown up within the last 
20 or 30 years know nothing of the pleasures and benefits 
of using a needle for personal expression and as a way to 
give individuality to their furnishings. 

Because House BEAUTIFUL is always studying the prob- 
lem of how people can achieve beautiful, satisfying homes 
for the least money, it was inevitable that we should arrive 
at creative needlework as a necessity. For if a woman 
knows 15 or 20 basic stitches, and knows how to vary 
them, play with them, and manipulate them, she can con- 
vert prosaic home furnishings into exciting ones. To prove 
that the lost art of needlework is really an easy art, 
and that it takes no special talent or abilities, we asked 
Mariska Karasz, the most famous needlewoman of our 
times, to give some lessons to a class of our own choos-

Pes ee to do the stitches is the easiest part of creative 
embroidery. Of course, the more you practise any stitch, 
the freer you will become. But you will soon be able to 
forget the mechanics of the needle and center your atten- 
tion instead on the effect you are creating, just as a dancer 
forgets the exact footwork of each step and thinks instead 
of the rhythmical movement of his whole body. or as the 
writer is unconscious of shaping his letters because his 
mind is on the words and how well they express his thoughts. 
You will have to begin by learning the mechanics, but 
don’t forget that it is not the precision with which you 
execute each stitch, but the total effect that counts. 

You'll see the effect more quickly and feel more re- 
laxed about your new adventure if you begin with the 
simplest, least expensive materials. Start with a plain, 
coarse, basket-weave fabric so that the weave of the 
material will automatically guide your stitches without 
your having to bother very much about whether they are 
all the same size or follow a straight line. If you don’t 
happen to have anything of this sort around the house, 


buy a half yard of burlap. (Continued on page 85) 
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See what a dramatic effect a few simple 
stitches can make! The principal

Tt will cost you less than a dollar, and, if its natural 
shade doesn’t inspire you, there is a wide range of both 
deep and pastel colors to choose from. 

Surely you have some plain white cotton string, the 
soft medium-weight that comes around the laundry pack- 
age or the small parcels from the drugstore. Or you can 
buy a ball of it at the corner stationery store or the five- 
and-ten. No need to get fancy twine, extra fine or extra 
heavy. These are excellent to use if you have them, but 
the cheapest kind of string will do very well for a start. 
If you think a color would be more fun and you feel like 
taking a trip to a needlework department. ask them for a 
single-strand, soft twist embroidery cotton, the dull kind 
without a sheen. 

You will need a needle with a very large eye and 
preferably a blunt point. A blunt tapestry needle, size 17, 
will be easy to thread with common string or any yarn of 
similar thickness. 

The process of learning a stitch usually consists of 
three stages, though there’s no rule to say when one stage 
is finished and the next begins. The first stage is to learn 
the mechanics. Follow the diagrams, taking each step il- 
lustrated, until you can see for yourself exactly what your 
needle is doing. By the time most people have repeated 
this process no more than a dozen times, it has become 
perfectly clear to them just how the new stitch is made. 

During the second stage you simply practice the stitch 
until you can forget the mechanics and begin to feel the 
rhythm. You discover the manner of doing the stitch 


which is easiest for you. You may describe what you are

doing in terms different from mine, but the result will be 
the same. At this stage, it is most important not to worry 
about how neat your stitches look. Think only of the 
rhythm. Once you get it, your stitches will automatically 
become as regular as they need to be. You can spend as 
long as you like on this stage, but after about 20 minutes 
of practicing a new stitch you should at least begin to get 
the feel of it. 

The third stage is the stage of experiment. Now you 
will taste the real fun of creative embroidery because you 
will see the many different effects you can create with 
your new stitch. lirst, double the size of your stitch. See 
what it looks like when you make it twice as big. Then 
change its proportions. Make it twice the width and twice 
as deep. Go back to the proportions of your practice 
stitch and work several rows of it. short rows but very 
close together. You will be surprised to see how its char- 
acter changes when worked in a block rather than a single 
row. Lastly, try it in as many different kinds of thread or 
yarn as you can lay your hands on—thick, thin, soft, 
wiry, smooth, rough, round, flat—anything that you can 
thread into a needle and pull through your fabric. 

When you have learned the rhythm of a stitch and seen 
all its variations you will have acquired a new tool with 
which you can create dozens of different effects. The stitch 
itself will inspire you with ideas for designs. You will not 
have to follow anybody’s pattern. 

Let us consider below the three stitches I used to make 
the embroideries on pages 83 and 84, how they are made 


and what you can do with them. 


The Running Stitch

try it also as a filler stitch. When you work it in rows, 
evenly spaced but not too close, you will discover that 
it creates a new texture because it produces a half-and- 
half mixture of fabric and stitching thread. Don’t worry 
about whether your stitches are all the same size. Even 
if they look like a scenic railway you will be creating 
a new texture. If your fabric and thread are in contrast- 
ing colors, the running stitch also tends to create a new 


color by the same half-and-half mixture. 


~The Outline Stitch 





This stitch is worked from left to right. The needle 
carries the thread to the right across the fabric and back 
toward the left, under the fabric (1). Each stitch over- 
laps the previous one by a consistent amount, whatever 
amount you choose (2). In the classic version, the stitches 
form a continuous line and on the wrong side of the 
fabric they will resemble the back stitch you probably 
learned as a child. If you slant your needle slightly as 
it passes under the fabric, your line will be composed 
of overlapping dashes (3). If you slant it considerably, 
the result will be the same as what is commonly called 
the satin stitch (4). It does not matter whether you let 
your slack thread fall below the needle or keep it above 
the needle, as long as you do it the same way each 


time you take a stitch (5).

Because of its flexibility you can fill outlines 
of many different shapes with single rows of the stitch. 
Try making a solid triangle, for instance, by starting your 
stitches rather close to the center line and gradually 
lengthening the distance until you have a broad base. Or 
you could fill a circle by gradually increasing the dis- 


tance from the center line and then decreasing it again.

The Bissell kitchen didn’t al- 
ways look like the pictures on 
pages 44 to 47. Far from it. Up 
until recently it looked like the 
picture below. It’s hard to believe 
they are one and the same room. 

As a matter of fact, this isn’t 
literally true. For to have all the 
space they wanted in their new 
kitchen. the Bissells pushed out 
the far wall of the original kitchen 
several feet, and re-located windows 
and doors. 

There was no professional archi- 
tect or kitchen planner on this job. 
Mrs. Bissell did it all herself. And 
she does not profess to be an ex- 
pert by any manner of means. She 
did have the great and essential 
advantage. however. of knowing 
what she wanted. Armed with yard- 
stick, chalk to mark out spacing on 
floor and walls, and an analysis 
of the length of her own step 
and reach, she worked with her 
carpenter and arrived at the ar- 
rangement and spacing most com- 
fortable for herself. 

Because she is tall (5’9” to be 
exact. as are all the members of 
her family), heights are somewhat 
greater than those generally ac- 
cepted as standard. The top of the 
sink is 38” high, the top of the 
breakfast bar 45” high, 18” wide 
with an overhang of 9” on the 
stool side. Stools are 36” high— 
she would have liked them 2” 
higher, but none could be found. 

Great care was taken in determin- 


ing the width of all storage shelves. 
and their spacing. Mrs. Bissell had 
no desire to have to hunt for 
dishes and seasonings or cans be- 
hind other dishes or seasonings or 
cans. So she ordered her shelves 
shallower than is customary. Top 
shelves are 10” deep. Bottom ones 
are 12” deep (for one stack of 
plates, only). Cup are 
5” deep (one-cup-plus-handles). 
Shelves for the small packages in 


shelves 


which seasonings usually come are 
7” deep. Incidentally, cabinets were 
not run up to the ceiling, for then 
the top shelves would have been 
out of reach, even for a tall woman. 
With dimensions like these. nothing 
gets lost, everything can be seen 
at a glance. 

One of the thoughtful features 
which makes this kitchen so easy 
to work in are magnetic catches on 
all cabinet doors. You need never 
bang them to get them closed— 
magnetism does the job for you. 
Another convenience is a milk box, 
opening on the outside of the 
house and inside the kitchen. The 
milk man can leave bottles and 
remove empties even if no one is 
at home. 

Mrs. Bissell selected for her new 
kitchen the following equipment:

In planning a new or remodeled 
kitchen, large enough to take laun- 


dry equipment, there are many 
factors to consider. 
First, don’t forget that laun- 


dry equipment is not like furniture 
to be moved from one spot to an- 
other if fancy dictates. It has to 
be connected to plumbing lines and 
to the system. 
With this permanent kind of in- 


electrical wiring 
stallation, it is well to make a care- 
ful plan of arrangement that is go- 
ing to be entirely satisfactory. 

Catalogs and specification sheets 
of laundry equipment can be a 
great help in informing you of 
the needed wiring and plumbing 
for whatever brand you are con- 
sidering. Also, they will give you 
exact dimensions of each piece of 
equipment so you will know how 
much space must be allowed. 

In this planning be sure you 
have the right kind of ventilation. 
This means care in placement of 


windows for cross ventilation, and 


probably in the use of an auxiliary 
electric ventilator for those seasons 
are closed. Have 
good lighting, too, and plenty of 


when windows 
storage space for soap, starch, blu- 
ing. bleach, stain remover. A sort- 
ing counter where you can sort 
white from colored wash and 
separate one type of fabric from 
another will be endlessly con- 
venient as you set the timing for 
either washing or drying.

Getting flowers from seed really 
is simple. It’s mainly a matter of 
getting started early. So you should 
send for the new seed catalogs 
right away.

Beets: Long Dark Blood, some- 
times called Winter Keeper, far 
outclasses the usual round beet.

None excel Asgrow Canner, a se- 
lection from Detroit Dark Red (a 
name now used for several different 
kinds of beets).

Broccoli: The quicker it grows, 
the more tender it is. DeCicco is 
ready to eat a week before the 
older Green-sprouting, so it’s pre- 
ferred. Incidentally, second-growth 
side shoots on DeCicco (after the 
main head is cut) are just as good 
as the first crop. 

| When serving broccoli, try add- 
ing a few florets of cauliflower to 
supply color interest. All broccoli 
is dificult to grow to best quality 


except by experienced gardeners, 
so don’t tackle this until you’ve 
shad a garden of your own for a

Cabbage: The old-time Winnig- 
stadt, a small, pointed variety, still 
is tops for quality, but seeds aren’t 
generally available any more. Some 
of the small-headed British varie- 
ties like St. John’s Day, Express, 
and Lightning are delicious, but 
again seeds are hard to find. 

Your best bet is to grow Jersey 
Queen and pick smaller than usual, 
or you may prefer to buy your 
head cabbage and devote its gar- 
den space to Savoy cabbage, an 
epicurean treat seldom available 
in the market. It can be used any 
way you use the hard, smooth cab- 
bages. Chieftain Savoy is excellent, 
also exceptionally handsome. 


Chinese Cabbage: The original 
Wong Bok or Paoting, short and 
stubby, with thick, crisp leaves, is 
far superior to the long, pointed 
type farmers grow (it packs so 
well for them). If you like exotic 
foods, don’t miss growing Wong 
Bok. 

Dr. Carleton tried six new Japa- 
nese types of Chinese cabbage last 
summer. Two were superior even 
to Wong Bok. One was Spring 
Giant, which will head if planted 
in the spring (won’t shoot to seed). 
The other was Shanghai, which he 
calls “the most beautiful vegetable 
I have ever seen.” It is heavily 
savoyed, looking like a bright yel- 
low Savoy cabbage when ready for 
the table. 


Carrots: Keep them slim and vir- 
ginal. The coreless types are best 
because they have less fiber. Grow 
Sweetheart, Touchon, and Red 
Heart. Nantes, Tendersweet, and 
Delicia are also good. French 
Forcing is an interesting round 
carrot. Actually, home-grown car- 
rots are better than commercial 
only if you pull them when real 
small. (You can’t buy baby car- 
rots). But you can always find 
some carrots with interesting shapes 
to decorate your salad. So grow 
Oxheart and Large Yellow Belgian 
for this purpose. 

Cauliflower: Save your energy: 
too much trouble to grow. Nor- 
mally you can buy as good quality 
as you grow. Snowball is the best 
variety, but pick it when small. 
Any cauliflower gets very strong 
after it passes the 6-inch size. 


Celery: Summer Pascal is by far 

the best for flavor. If you insist 

upon bleached celery, a good strain

Companion-cropping is the easiest 
way to improve your garden’s pro- 
ductiveness and as a “space-saver” 
it is without a horticultural peer. 
It means, simply, placing smaller 
vegetables between plants of a 
larger crop in the same row, or 
planting rapidly maturing vege- 
tables among those that mature 
more slowly. Here’s an example: 
tomatoes or cauliflower, when first 
transplanted into the garden, are 
small and don’t take up much room 
in the row. You'll plant them from 
twenty inches to three feet apart. 
That’s a lot of

No one can tell you as much 
sbout texture as your own fingers 
san.

Everything has texture of 
‘ome kind, just as everything has 
color or tone. But some are more 
leasant than others, have more 
haracter. That’s why you can learn 
much just by playing with 
reads and fabrics.

What fabrics to use 


Free stitching may be done on 
Imost any kind of fabric which is 
ot too closely woven, and has a 
ertain amount of give. You may 
e most inspired by a highly luxu- 
ious hand weave of silk or wool. 
Jr you may get a greater sense of 
ccomplishment from salvaging. a 
umble flour bag or a fishnet and 
nriching it with your stitches. 
ractically all kinds of linen are 
‘ood, from handkerchief linen to 
usky upholstery weaves. Cottons 
re good too, especially in plain 
veaves such as Indian Head, 
nonk’s cloth, and light-weight can- 
vas. Terry cloth has a texture all 
s own that’s fun to mate with a 
ariety of threads. Some of the new 
emi-sheer curtain fabrics have 
vonderful possibilities as well as 
1ets like marquisette. Then there 
ire all the open-mesh stiffeners like 
; uckram, crinoline, and hair cloth. 
And be sure not to overlook humble 
scraps like bags and _ cleaning 
sloths with interesting weaves. 

_ For greater luxury you can turn 
o woolens and silks, especially 
-aw silks. Let the weave determine 
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your choice. Fabrics which you will 
not find satisfactory to work on 
are the very close weaves like sheet- 
ing, ticking, or satin; those woven 
of very fine threads like organdy; 
or those like felt which are not 
woven at all. 

Where to find the kind you want? 
Look in both dress goods depart- 
ments and decorating fabrics de- 
partments and also “domestics” 
departments, housewares depart- 
ments, upholstery shops, grocery 
stores, anybody’s rag bag. 


How to select threads 


Learn to pick your threads as 
well as your fabrics for their tex- 
tures. And remember that a variety 
of threads combined with a fabric 
creates still another texture. Most 
designs look richer when they are 
worked out in three or more dif- 
ferent kinds of thread. 

When you think about “threads,” 
think about anything you can draw 
through the eye of a big needle and 
pull through a fabric. Later you 
will discover that even very thick 
cords and lacings which could not 
be pulled through any fabric may 
be applied to the surface and held 
in place with finer threads. Almost 
any kind of thread or yarn sold in 
a needlework department may be 
used in some manner—embroidery 
cottons, knitting and tapestry wools, 
crochet thread. But if you confine 
yourself to these, you must be re- 
signed to monotony. Look for more 
unconventional threads to give your 
work really positive character and 
excitement. 

Here are some ideas: butcher’s 
string and twine of all kinds, espe- 
cially gift-wrapping twine; all kinds 
of cord including heavy express 
cord; upholstery cording; carpet 
thread; rug worsted; straw for 
crocheting; plain flat Lurex as well 
as the many varieties of metal- 
wrapped yarn; darning wool; plas- 
tic cord; nylon casting line; cello- 
phane. 

Some threads—such as the vari- 
ous types of bouclé or chenille— 
are difficult to use for certain 
stitches or on certain fabrics. But 
almost all threads, string or cord, 
are good for some stitch. You'll find 
the answer by experimenting. As 
a rule, the coarser, humbler threads 
have a closer affinity for humble 
fabrics, but occasionally a small 
bit of glitter or luxurious fluff can 
be teamed with them for dramatic 
accent. By the same token, heavy 
wool yarns are better for heavy

The main threads to 
avoid are those that break or come 
untwisted too easily. 

It takes no more than a yard or 
so of a thread that is particularly 
pleasing to create an exciting spot 
of design. So no piece is too small 
to save. 


Collect needles 


As you grow more adventurous 
in your choice of threads, you will 
need a parallel variety of needles. 
The most important thing is to 
have a needle with a big enough 
eye to take thread easily. 
Since many types of thread are 
quite unmanageable when they are 


your 


long. but behave beautifully when 
short. you may be threading your 
needle frequently. And your fun 
will turn to early sorrow if you 
have to wrestle each time with a 
too-small eye. Blunt needles are 
more comfortable to use than sharp 
ones, as a rule. except with certain 
stiff or more closely woven fabrics. 
And the length of your needle 
doesn’t matter especially. unless 
you are working on something very 
large and plan to take really col- 
ossal stitches. 

You can buy a packaged assort- 
ment of blunt needles, sizes 18 to 





22, which will take care of a varie 
of finer threads and fabrics. B 
you will probably want to augme 
this with one or two larger size 
such as 17 or 15, to carry heavyi 
yarns and string. 

(In case you’ve forgotten, t 
lower the size number, the larg 
the needle.) If you want a need 
to carry a very fat yarn, ask f 
a couching needle, size 13.

n this country orchestral music 
li. the public’s general favorite.

THE AMERICAN SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA

the symphony orchestra won the 
priority in status accorded it in 
the United States.” Come to think 
of it, that is a very obvious fact, 
though no one has expressed it 
quite so clearly. It is also a very 
heartening fact. Mr. Mueller shows 
us that in the musical nineteenth- 
century Europe, even in Germany, 
the ancestral home of the modern 
symphony orchestra, the symphony 
has played, so to speak, second 
fiddle to opera. With a few notable 
exceptions, German and Austrian 
orchestras were servants of the 
opera house, orchestral concerts 
being secondary to performances 
in the pits. 
As for 
claim to having the oldest orchestra 
in existence, “The venerable ‘Phil,’ 
whose history is studded with the 
most brilliant composers and con-

ductors, never played more than 
six to ten concerts a season until 
the 1930’s.” The symphony orches-

VEN in our country the purely 

orchestral program developed 
timidly. Here also the orchestra was 
allied to opera in the beginning. 
Our musical tastes were influenced 
by our admiration for singing, both 
by the kind of stellar singing which 
made us adore Jenny Lind and by 
the more homely performances of 
the Liederkranz Chorus. In the 
early days the “heavy” symphonic 
fare, consisting often of but one 
movement of a symphony, had to 
be spiced by lighter pieces. “Even 
such organizations as the New 
York Philharmonic Society, founded 
in 1842 for the express purpose 
of cultivating the neglected  in- 
strumental field, garnished its pro- 
grams liberally with vocal solos.” 
And indeed the first concert of 
the New York 


brought us, immediately following 


Philharmonic 


Beethoven’s Fifth, an aria from 
Weber’s Oberon sung by a Mme. 
Otto, and this was followed in the 
second part of the program by 
three additional vocal selections. 
Only slowly did the purely or- 
chestral concert gain its ascen- 
dency. Even today a solo attraction 
continues to add luster to an or- 
chestral evening. though that at- 
traction is no longer a Mme. Otto 
but a Heifetz. Rubinstein, or Horo- 
witz. The famous soloist is de- 
sirable as much from the financial 
as from the musical point of view. 


The added 


customers that the 


virtuoso draws more than pay his 
fee. Still. a concerto is music that 
belongs as much to the orchestra 
as it belongs to the piano or the 
violin. And in any case symphonic 
repertoire. and specifically the 
symphony itself. has become the 
mainstay of our musical life. “That 
the symphony. which is only one 
of the many instrumental forms. 
should have won this position of 
honor and be sanctified as the ulti- 
mate fulfillment of musical expres- 
sion is unquestionably owing to 
the influence of the nine symphon- 
ies of Beethoven.” 

In the second part of the book, 
Mr. Mueller gives us short histories 
of the major American orchestras, 
and then examines the music that 
they play. He does not. like the 
critic, measure the worth of the 
repertoire. He records and classi- 
fies it as a historian. He finds, in 
spite of some local deviations, a 
defined pattern. He finds that there 
are six composers who make up 
the bulk of the repertoire (about 
40 per cent of it), and that there 
comparatively _ little 
change in the long-term trend of 


has been 


their eminence. Beethoven stands 
way above all others. He is the 
Colossus who bestrides our sym- 
phonic world. He is the beloved 
giant, secure in. our affection. If 
Beethoven’s share of the total or- 
chestral repertoire is not quite as 
large today as it was 50 years ago. 
that is not because of waning of 
his popularity, but merely because 
of the expansion of the repertoire. 


ES. our orchestral repertoire is 

expanding, though at a fairly slow 
rate. The author shows a graph 
of the repertoire of a whole century 
of the Philharmonic Symphony 
Society of New York. In the 
initial period examined by Mr. 
Mueller (1842-1850), 


accounts for almost a third of the 


Beethoven 
total compositions played. with 
Mendelssohn being second and with 
quite a number of composers fol- 
lowing who are now forgotten, men 
such as Spohr, Lindpaintner, Hum- 
mel, Kalliwoda. In the second 
period (1895-1900), Beethoven is 
first with Wagner second; and in 
the most recent (1945- 
1950), Beethoven is still first with 
Brahms second. As to the other five 


period 


of the six over-all, eminent com,- 

posers, these are Brahms, Wagner, 

Tchaikovsky, Mozart, and Bach.

Many people will say, for instance, that they want their 
house “to look just like Mount Vernon.” The question is: 
which Mount Vernon do they mean? The one George 
Washington inherited (1757), the one he prepared for his 
bride (1759), or the one he left behind him (1799) ? 
Washington was an innovator—in gardening and archi- 
tecture quite as much as in war or government. He contin- 
ually modified his home to meet the then current standards 
of comfort and amenity. American life, then as now, was 
rapidly changing; and he was too wise to think he could 
solve his problems by copying his grandfather. That’s 
what makes him great today. 


If you are happy in an eighteenth-century house, hold 





on to it! But if your life demands a new kitchen or play- 
room, don't turn to the 1700's for guidance. You won't 
find it. If your dining-room chairs are authentic Chippen- 
dale, you are lucky. But if you need television seating, 
Chippendale can't help you. 

The moral of all this is clear. You cannot copy the past. 
All you can do is learn from it. And the first thing you can 
learn from American history is this: Contemporary prob- 
lems always demand contemporary solutions. If your solu- 
tions are as sound for your day as Washington’s were for 
his, you'll have no difficulty integrating your possessions. 
Good design is ageless.

structure was first erected. You will not have been 
the first to remodel it. And you can be equally sure 
each of your predecessors did his best to “modernize” 
it, to add the latest comforts and conveniences avail- 
able in his time. So take your cue from them and 
add the better things of our times—things they most 
certainly would have added if they could—as Mr. 
and Mrs. McCammond did recently when they re- 
modeled “Two Mile Farm.” 

When the time comes to furnish an old house, 
don’t confuse yourself with Mr. Rockefeller and 
struggle to achieve the historical authenticity of an 
antiquarian restoration. You are planning to live in 
it, not to run it as a museum. If you think in terms 
of line, color, comfort, and simplicity—rather than 
period—you'll discover that many livable contem- 


porary designs will quickly make friends with old

Above all, think in terms of upkeep. Even when thoroughly 
modernized, an old house is likely to have definite housekeep- 
ing problems. But you can lighten the work load by choosing 
maintenance-free furnishings and materials. The McCam- 
monds, for instance, made extensive use of synthetic products 
developed by the Monsanto Chemical Company. 

The McCammonds’ first step toward making their old house 
livable followed a precedent already established by previous 
remodelers. They installed a modern kitchen in a new loca- 
tion—the third for the kitchen since the house was built. 
The former kitchen they turned into a dining room, opening 
up it and two other rooms with large areas of glass to take 
advantage of views of the river valley to the north and 
west. For these changes too there was a precedent, since 
some enterprising 19th-century remodeler had already in- 
stalled an 6-foot, awning-type window in the west wall of

This Michigan farmhouse was built 130 years 
ago. It was modern when the farmer built it and 
it is modern today, as remodeled by its owner, 
the Detroit architect, Minoru Yamasaki. There 
is nothing conservative about the alterations. To 
make his new living room, he turned several 
small rooms into one big one and replaced an 
entire clapboard wall with glass. 

The farmer would never have built such a 
room, if for no other reason than that he 
couldn’t get the glass and couldn’t heat the room. 
But were he to return today, he would see his 
own design principles at work. The white plaster 
walls, the open fire, the zinnias and apples— 
wouldn’t these be familiar? A sunny bay win- 
dow was always a farm-wife’s dream—what is 
the new wall but a bay window, house-wide and 
story-high? The furniture is new, making a wide 
use of laminated plywood, foam rubber, and 
iron. But are its lines not strangely reminiscent 
of Early American folk furniture? 

What Mr. Yamasaki has done here is to re- 
state, with rare skill and restraint, those prin- 
ciples which have always illuminated good de- 
sign. Instead of trying to copy the mere forms 


of the past, he has caught their true spirit. 


Except for the melon-shaped lantern, this room is 
entirely lit by recessed fixtures. Independently 
operated, they are located so as to light principal 


furniture groups, the fireplace, and the piano.

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HOW TO GET SPACE

Dies might have been a time when it was cheaper to build than 
to remodel. But high costs have changed all that. Today, many 


a sound structure in a good location has the makings of a resi- 


dential bargain. And it doesn’t necessarily have to be a dwelling 
to start with. The Leo Lionnis’ residence, shown here. started life 
as a big carriage house for a typical estate of the 1890's. It 
had several good points when they found it—good neighborhood, 
privacy from street and neighbors, southern exposure, old trees. 
But its chief asset was a sound shell enclosing a whale of a lot 
of raw space. 

It took hard work and plenty of imagination to convert the old 
stable into the spacious, airy house you see here. But when you 
realize that the architect obtained this space for the Lionnis at a 
total cost of $1 a cubic foot (when new construction in the area 
was around $1.50). you'll see how the effort paid off. 

Fortunately, the stable had been some distance from the big 
house. Thus, when it was sold, there was adequate space between 
it and the new property line to the south. (See plan below.) This 
enabled the architect to open up the living room in that direction 


and to place the new drive and carport along the north side.

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How to get space continued 


The picture at the upper right hand corner of this page 
gives a fairly vivid idea of the sort of space the Lionnis 
had to start with. Most laymen would have thought it 
hopeless. Yet relatively little construction was required to 
convert it into a first-class living area—relative, that is, 
to what such space would cost if they had had to build it 
new. This is the basic argument in favor of remodeling 
today—it's likely to give you more space for less money. 

Of course, how you and your architect use that space 
is another matter. You can easily chop it up with a bad 
plan. Or you can adopt a scheme which fails to exploit the 
good points of the original structure or to correct its bad 
ones. And. unless you’re careful, you can lose your shirt 
on fancy finishes. intricate carpentry, complicated plumb- 
ing and heating systems. The Lionnis avoided most of 
these pitfalls, thanks to good architectural guidance. 

For example. one of the nicest features of this stable 


was its location far back from the street. its long dimen-

sion running east to west. This meant that, in the new 
design, major rooms could have southern exposure, while 
the studio (above) which needed north light, could have it. 
This south outlook had big trees and handsome ledge rock. 
A woven-wood fence, installed along the lot line, gave it 
privacy. Thus the living room could have a glass wall 
framing a pleasant little landscape (béttom, facing page), 
all obtained with minimum effort and expense. 

Except for new windows and a new carport, the exterior 
is substantially unchanged. The broad, blunt gable is not 
necessarily what either owner or architect would have pre- 
ferred. But they wisely chose to concentrate available 
funds on the interior. Here, much of the work is new 
(shown in color on plans on opposite page). Wherever 
possible, existing features like stairs, chimney, and 
load-bearing walls were left intact. Though the archi- 
tect has ingeniously used existing materials where pos- 


sible, as for example, the old (Continued on page 114)

dee “before” photograph, opposite, states the problem very clearly. 
This living room, in the New York apartment of the Burris Jenkinses, 
was drab and uninviting. Dark walls in a room with a north-facing win- 
dow accentuate the sombre atmosphere. Structural beams cut ugly 
monolithic ridges in the ceiling, and any semblance of a color scheme was 
purely accidental. To cope with all these ailments without a major over- 


haul looked like a tall order, but see how neatly it was contrived. 


Paint did a special job. It was used. not as the obvious means to hide 
worn surfaces, but more subtly to blend one area with another, and to 
provide a warm background for new fabrics. Also, by playing varying 


shades of the same color against each other—on the walls, the bookcase, 





and insides of the bookcase—paint created a perspective that leads the 
eye on and makes the room appear more spacious. All paints were by 


the O’Brien Corporation. 


Wallpaper did tricks with unsightly architectural details that apartment 
dwellers can’t cope with structurally. Here, for example, the Jenkinses 
“remodeled” their ceiling by papering it with Imperial’s “Bamboo 
Shade.” It has the kind of pattern that seems to level off the beams and 
make them quite unobtrusive. So, if you’re faced with ugly, immovable 
projections, take a leaf from the Jenkinses’ book and hide them with 


eye-fooling wallpaper. 


New fabrics changed the scene by making existing furniture look younger. 
There’s no secret to it. You simply look ahead, instead of backward. 
You cover an old tufted-back chair, as the Jenkinses did, in a modern 


fabric with a metallic sheen, instead of renewing the formal—but faded 





—plush. On the wing chair is the nubby green and black texture you see 
opposite. The draperies and sofa are in a fresh nature print. All of these 
new fabrics are by Goodall. On the refinished table is Warren Kessler’s 
tortoise-shell lamp and accessories by Mottahedah. Handsome new 


hardware on bookcase storage shelves is by Charles McCarthy.

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LI: you think that only Switzerland has an Alpine climate, 
you're mightily mistaken. Most high mountainous country in 
the U.S., including that of New England and the Far West, 
have typical Alpine climates. Sun Valley, Idaho, where this 
new house of the Huntington Malarkeys is located, is merely 
one of the most famous. Such climates are paradoxical, to put 
it mildly. The winters are cold. Yet because of the intense 
sunshine, you can be very comfortable outdoors. The air is 
clear and very dry. Yet snowfall is heavy and, because of 
the steady cold, accumulates all winter. In summer, nights are 
cool, days are hot. Yet because of the low humidity, it is 
pleasanter than more moderate (but moister) climates. 
Building a comfortable house for such climates is not easy, 
especially if it’s a year-round place like the Malarkeys’. So, 
if this house reminds you of Switzerland, it’s not accidental. 
The owners figured that if anyone knew how to build for 
such conditions, it would be the Swiss, and they turned to 
them for guidance. Yet for all its playful wood detail, this is 
no mere copy of a Swiss chalet. Orientation, fenestration, 
and construction are up-to-date. They yield the comfortable 


open-to-the-view rooms you see on the next two pages.

Big windows, tall ceilings, and spacious 
rooms are possible in Sun Valley—or, for 
that matter, in any other cold climate—only 
because of modern methods of construction, 
insulation, and heating. The Malarkey house 
shows this very clearly. In an area where 
the thermometer stays below freezing for 
weeks on end, and may occasionally drop as 
low as 47 degrees below zero, they are en- 
tirely comfortable in a living room whose 
ceiling is 22 feet high. What is even more to 
the point is their low heating bills. From 
December Ist to May Ist last year their 
monthly fuel cost ran to just over $12. 

But to get such results, you have to know 
your climate and how to build for it. Mr. 
Malarkey obviously does, and is well- 
equipped to tell how he went about it. “Take 
our wall construction, for instance,” he 
writes. “U. S. Forest Products Laboratories 
at Madison, Wis., have definitely proved and 
published the fact that plywood is almost 
exactly three times as strong as lumber and 
has more insulation value. Our inside walls 
are finished in °4” plywood walnut, red- 
wood, and birch. This is equivalent to 


a 11%” plank. (Continued on page 128)

f you consider vegetables a lowly food but a necessary evil— 

something to eat because they are good for you—I d like to 
invite you to try vegetables cooked my way. Then see what you 
think. If vegetables are cooked right, and seasoned with understand- 
ing and imagination, they can be as interesting and successful as 
the meat and the dessert. 

In France, where vegetables are treated with the esteem and 
respect they deserve, they are given a separate place of honor in 
the menu, appearing as a separate course. But | go the French one 
better. My vegetables are so well liked that I often serve them as a 
first course. For if you can get them at the peak of their perfection 
and cook them simply with love and care, in the manner I| will 
describe, they can be important enough to feature as a first course. 

My vegetable cookery is so simple | am amazed that I (and 
everyone else) did not tumble to it long ago. Maybe it is because 
we didn’t realize how important it is not to leach out all their 
flavor and vitamins into the cooking water. 

I can simplify the principles very easily, even though I give you 
exact recipes later on. 

1. It is waterless, or almost waterless cooking. I use very little 
water or none at all. depending on how watery the vegetable itself 
is. If I use no water, | add a few lettuce leaves, for the heat brings 
out the moisture in the lettuce and creates the necessary steam. But 
the object is to end up the cooking period with no water at all in 
the pan. 

2. It is frying-pan cookery—a tightly covered frying pan. For in 
a frying pan your vegetables can all get equally close to the heat. 
(In a taller sauce pan some at the bottom would be cooked before 
the top ones were changed by the heat.) 

3. It uses butter (or olive oil) as a medium of cooking, rather 
than adding it later as a seasoning. This keeps the vegetables from 
sticking or scorching before the steam starts to accumulate. The 
French and the Chinese both know that butter (or oil) is a fine way 
to bring out the natural flavors in vegetables. 

4. My method requires that the vegetables be broken up, or cut 
up, into small equal-size pieces, so every paffcooks equally fast 
with every other part. The big parts, like the thick stems of broccoli 
or the head of a cauliflower, should be broken or cut so they are 
the size of the smallest piece. This is an important key to eliminat- 
ing overcooking, for no part should get done before any other. 
More of this later in the recipes.

“Beneath this we placed a layer 
of %6” rough plywood sheathing. 
It takes the inequalities out of the 
studding, making a smooth base 
for the interior plywood. It also 
adds the insulation equivalent of 
15446” of an inch of lumber. Be- 
tween the studding we put a half 
batt of Fiberglas. 

“To complete the box or dead 
air space in which the Fiberglas 
is contained, we put another 46” 
of rough sheathing on the

“It has been interesting to note 
that though we put snow-melting 
cable on the roof, we have never 
used it. In most ordinary houses, 
the snow melts off the roof out to 
There it 
builds up an ice dam which backs 


the eaves. freezes and 





the water up under the shingles 
or other roof covering. With our 
almost perfect insulation the snow 
just doesn’t melt off the roof any 
quicker than it does off the over- 
hang and we get no freezing or 
backing up. 

“Our floors are 84” plywood, on 
top of which there is a sheet of 
paper, and on top of the paper we 
laid %6” Armstrong cork in all 
but the kitchen, 
heating room. In the kitchen and 


bathrooms, and 
bathrooms we laid Armstrong’s 
rubber tile, in the heating room we 
laid asphalt tile. 

“All of the plywood used in the 
house is made with waterproof 
glue. There is no longer any pre-

A BETTER WAY TO COOK VEGETABLES 


CONTINUED From Pacer 107 


BrvUTIFUL’s own food consultant ) 
have been telling us not to pour 
our cooking water down the drain, 
because we are pouring out many 
water-soluble vitamins. sugars, 
salts, and water dispersible pro- 
teins, which “can be nutritionally 
serious.” With my system there is 
nothing to pour. All the goodness 
is right there still in the vegetables. 
This new method does not require 
the purchase of any new pots and 
pans. Just a frying pan with a tight 
lid and a couple of lettuce leaves 
do the trick in most cases. 

I suppose I should skip the pep 
talk about buying and properly car- 
ing for vegetables once you get 
them home. But so many women 
don’t seem to realize how impor- 
tant this is. Never buy a limp vege- 
table. You can’t revive it; it has lost 
its flavor and some vitamins. After 
selecting fresh vegetables, store 
them in covered containers in your 
cool room or refrigerator. If you 
cannot get top freshness in vege- 
tables, it is far better to get the 
frozen ones, for they are picked 
and packed at their peak. 

I have a few other pet theories 
that I practice all the time. Don't 
be too flabbergasted by them, for 
they really work. I never peel any- 
thing unless it is absolutely neces- 
sary. I never use water unless it 
is absolutely necessary. I never salt 
during cooking, as this dries and 
toughens vegetables. 

For instance, in cooking lima 
beans, I do not shell them until 
after they are cooked. I fling them 
in the frying pan with a cup of 
water and cook 25 minutes. You 
have never eaten a lima bean so 
sweet and delicious and so much 
easier to prepare, for the pods come 
off with ease. Acorn or any small 
winter squash goes into my oven 
whole. True, it takes a little longer, 
but its juiciness and sweetness are 
great rewards. When you open 
them, scrape out the seeds. cut into 
serving portions, add butter, salt, 
freshly little 
grated nutmeg, and you have a treat. 
imparts 


ground pepper, a 


I believe that nature 
goodness to all parts of the vege- 
table and that we should try to 
retain it. I use the little tender 
green leaves of the cauliflower. and 
I always throw in some of the pods 
of peas when cooking them. (I use 
frozen peas, but buy a handful of 
fresh peas to get the added flavor 
of the pods.) 

I consider monosodium  gluta- 
mate (m.s.g.) a “must” seasoning 
for many mild-flavored vegetables, 


and a dash of sugar helps most 
vegetables. You can add your pet 
flavors, shallot, green onion, garlic. 
and Beau Monde seasoning at the 
beginning. And remember it is 
much better to undercook than 
overcook. The Orientals all cook 
their vegetables very lightly and 
their thin slices and crunchiness 
are a delight. Even carrots can be- 
come a sensational vegetable cooked 
in this simple way with a minced 
herb flung over them. 

I think the French must have 
started the lettuce leaf idea, for 
Peas Bonne Femme when cooked 
with lettuce, small onions and sugar 
are an inspiration.

ow no more nor less popular than 
hen they first appeared in the 
spertoire. And finally there are 
1e great number of composers, 
ich as those mentioned above, 
ho once were prominent and are 
ow totally forgotten. 
The charts of our symphonic 
istes, which Mr. Mueller presents, 
re no mere cold blueprint. In 
is final chapter, “Musical Taste 
nd How It is Formed,” he at- 
smpts to show us some of the 
fluences which guide our taste, 


social quite as much as musical 
influences. He shows that the popu- 
larity of even immortal music must 
contract and expand. A work of 
art, though immortal, has not an 
equal meaning to every generation, 
does not speak equally eloquently 
in every period. I am sure, for in- 
stance, that Schubert and Berlioz, 
now in the descending phase, will 
rise again. 

Mr. Mueller also points out an- 
other hitherto little observed fact: 
the law of diminishing returns sets 
in when we over-play a composer. 
It is possible that today, with 
radio and record performances. the 
standard repertoire may burn it- 
self out more quickly than 50 or 
100 years ago. In the old days of 
the New York Philharmonic, even 
a constant concertgoer could hear 
Beethoven’s Fifth no more than 
once every two years. Today, theo- 
retically at least, he could hear 
it once a day. He predicts that 
“life spans of composers will prob- 


ably be shorter.” I do not entirely 
agree with this, because Mr. Muel- 
ler leaves out of this prophecy the 
new audiences who will come along 
—not only young people but people 








who have so far had no interest 

in symphonic music and to whom 

the Fifth will be a new experience.

PRIVACY 


Gore without privacy rob their owners of valuable 
living space. Who wants to sit outdoors, or to dine and 
entertain while the neighbors and the passing world looks 
on? But extra living space is much needed, as is a chance 
for sunshine and fresh air. No garden is truly livable 
unless it insures privacy for its use. 

The William Blackfields built such a garden. It has two 
parts—an inner, completely private, roofless room, and a 
front yard of flowers and lawn whose view is shared with 
the neighbors. 

Look at the garden room in the photographs opposite. 
See how it fits between three walls of the house. See that 
handsome fence for the fourth side (it gets a constant 
play of light and shadow as the sun moves). No matter 
what happens to be built next door (lot is vacant at the 
moment), privacy cannot be lost. But this fence doesn’t 
look forbidding because of its design, plus the handsome 
plantings and the pool. So privacy doesn’t really alienate 
your neighbors. 

Now look at the plot plan again. The front yard plant- 
ing makes an interesting garden, in contrast to the usual 
in-line foundation planting across the front of a house. 
It is so well done that people don’t guess that there is 


another, completely private garden for family living.

Buyers are enthusiastic. But why 
not? They move a rose bush in full 
bloom into their garden. They get 


just as many blooms as if they had 


devoted the space to the plant for | 


four months. Meantime they have 
had the space all spring for other 
flowers. 

The more adventuresome buyers 


disregard the nurseryman’s advice | 


discov- | 
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to plant the roses into the soil at 
once. They keep them in the pots. 
After the bloom peters out, the 
whole plant goes to another part 
of the garden out of sight. 

Once it is tried, the gardener 
will have no other system for his 
rose show. Roses now rate display 
space only when they are in bloom. 
For the rest of the year they are 
in an inconspicuous place. 

But why limit yourself to just 
what varieties may happen to be 
leftovers at the end of the spring 
selling season? These plants may 
have been around in the sales cases 
for weeks, subject to drying and 
rough handling as they were picked 
over and rejected time and again 
as the smallest plants in the lot— 
all before they were potted. 

Instead, order the varieties of 
your choice at the regular time. 
(February orders get the biggest 
plants!) | Remember—floribundas 
make the biggest display. 

Pot your roses upon arrival. Use 
your best garden soil, to which 
you have added peat, 20 per cent 
by volume. This humus is essential 
for good root growth in hot sum- 
mer weather. 

Tamp the soil firmly around the 
roots as you fill the pot. Air pock- 
ets are death to roots, and it’s very 
easy to leave them when potting, 
especially in the tall cylinders, un- 
less you use a small stick to firm 
the soil as you go. It’s not difficult 
to do correctly without imjuring 
the roots. 

Thoroughly soak the soil, cut 
the plant back to three stems, 
each six inches long, then let it 
alone until you can see green buds 
(about three weeks). During this 
time your roses can be stored pot- 
to-pot anywhere that is convenient. 
But once green buds appear, get 
the plants out into the sunshine. 

It’s easiest to take care of them 
during the summer if you put them 
in single rows ‘you're not so likely 
to skip over a plant when water- 
or feeding). Naturally this

Cs away the whiskery twigs and small branches 
and reveal the beautiful main forms of your trees 
and shrubs. Enjoy this great value that stays 
hidden in most gardens. 

No, we arent talking just about wind-swept 
trees or those otherwise contorted fantastically 
by nature. We mean any tree or large shrub. 

You may not have thought of trees as sculp- 
ture. Most people haven’t. So look around this 
month. Branches still are bare on many trees and 
shrubs. Your evergreens are at the thinnest. As 
you look, imagine what pruning could do. 

Pruning to accentuate the strong natural form 
of trunk and branches does your plants no harm. 
The small, weak shoots in the center of the plant 
are actually a burden to it. They have so few 
leaves, and these get so little sunshine, that they 
can’t make enough food to support themselves. 

Pruning for sculpture needn't rob you of the 
privacy afforded by your trees. Clean away only 
the small branches on the side exposed to your 
view. Now you see the main trunk clearly, but 
the privacy screen beyond remains complete. 

Living sculpture exists wherever plants grow, 
so exploit the beauty that lies hidden in your 
garden. You will enjoy it 12 months a year. for 
the bareness of winter only makes the forms more 


startlingly beautiful.

Editor’s Note: This is no airy assumption. Victor d’ Amico has con- 
vinced thousands of ordinary citizens of the fallacy of their notions 
that they “had no artistic ability” or “couldn't draw a line.” At the 
People’s Art Center in New York City he has proved to clerks and 
engineers, young brides and grandmothers that they can variously 
draw, paint, model or design. While none have sold their work to 
museums, the discovery of their creative talents by all who per- 
sisted has opened up for them exciting new realms of enjoyment. 


This same pleasure is yours for the asking. 


S. much publicity in our lifetime has been given to the creator 
of museum-worthy paintings and to the famous designer that most 
people have come to think of these as exceptional personalities. 
They are considered a race apart with whom the rest of us have 
nothing in common. If you do not get your name in lights, you 
assume you have no ability, you are not creative. Women especially 
have been sold on the idea that the capacity to create designs be- 
longs to the gifted few. Stamped patterns for needlework, written 
instructions to be followed to the letter, packaged handicraft proj- 
ects, all imply that even if an ordinary housewife did become a 
competent craftsman she could never hope to express her own 
ideas in an original design. 

As a result of this misfounded notion, many people go through 
life tragically ignorant of a store of hidden treasure which is closer 
to them than the walls of their houses or their own backyards. This 
treasure is the creative power which everyone—yes, even you— 
has within him and with which he was endowed at birth. It is more 
valuable than currency and less subject to inflation. Investment in 
its development will pay off in high dividends of emotional and 
spiritual satisfaction. Many average people have discovered their 
creative power and have found through it a new way of life, or at 
least an escape from boredom. There is perhaps more amateur art 
practiced today than at any time in our history. 

Yet many people deprive themselves of the satisfaction that

Gia embroidery is a new kind of free-wheeling 


with a needle, not a challenge to your technical skill and 
precision. It’s not how you do a stitch, but what you 
do with it that counts. One stitch is like one color in 
the rainbow. If red were exactly the same the world over, 
wed soon find it as tiresome as the muddiest gray. But 
an artist can use red alone, in all its variations from pale 
tints of pink to deepest burgundy, to create a painting 
that never loses its appeal. 

So when you learn a new stitch, don’t stop at the con- 
ventional version of it, even though [T usually explain the 
classic version first because it is often the simplest way 
of demonstrating the mechanics. If you follow the how- 
to-do-it diagrams, starting on page 163, you will catch 
on to the mechanics within a few minutes. The 
next step is to practice it until you have developed your 
own rhythm. Twenty minutes of this practice is enough 
to give most people the feel of it. And don’t worry about 


whether each stitch is exactly like the one that went be- 


Every stitch you learn opens up dozens 
of new designs you can make. 

Once you learn it (which takes 20-30 
minutes). play with it: widening it, 
lengthening it. curving it, condensing it, 
coarsening it with heavier thread, 
refining it with thinner thread. 


Yow ll be amazed at what you can do 


fore it. There’s no more need for precision in free stitch- 
ing than there would be for a painter to measure the 
length and breadth of each brush stroke. 

But once you have finished these setting-up exercises, 
you are ready for the most exciting part of learning a 
new stitch—which is discovering its variations and all 
the different things you can do with them. Make it long; 
make it short. Make it fat and thin. Try it in all the 
different yarns and threads you can lay your hands on. 
You will discover that it has a quite different look every 
time you introduce some slight variation. 

If you were taught to feather-stitch as a child and 
struggled hours on end to turn out a neat row of stitches 
on a blanket binding, it has probably never occurred to 
you that the stitch has any other use. But forget those 
early ordeals and you will soon find out that you can 
work the feather stitch into as many widely different 
forms as the bird in the branches and the geometric

Sie forgotten factor 


in good cooking 


By Adelin Linton 


Hos, would you like a meal of split pea soup, creamed 
chicken, mashed potatoes, creamed spinach, and custard? 

If your stomach doesn’t revolt at contemplating such a 
menu then you should worry about your status as a gour- 
met. For such a meal violates one of the cardinal principles 


of good eating by being monotonous texturally. Every dish, 


‘in what would be a revolting menu to knowledgeable gour- 


mets, is slippery, mushy, wet, and runny. All are fine char- 
acteristics when combined with contrasting textures. But 
they are extremely dull when brought together in one meal. 

But for some unaccountable reason, the crucial part played 
by textures in cooking and eating is ignored in America. 
Only in baking breads, cakes and pastries are textural con- 
siderations rated as important. 

All American cooks are flavor conscious, and good cooks 
are becoming increasingly good as they become more 
acquainted with herb cookery. But even good cooks ignore 
texture, which is equally as important as flavor. 

The most cultivated, fully-developed national cuisines of 
the world, the French and Chinese, have rated textural inter- 
est as high as good flavor. Yet we Americans, with our infi- 
nite variety of foodstuffs and the greatest range of textures 
and consistencies to choose from, fail to be aware of how 
the interplay of textures can add piquancy and appeal to 
our menus. 


Texture-wise cooking involves three things: 


|. Preparation. How things are prepared, texturally, affects 
the length of time they must be cooked. “Frenched” or juli- 
enned string beans cook faster than string beans merely 
broken. Therefore, they lose less of their flavor. Since cook- 
ing is a kind of chemical breakdown which changes the tex- 
ture of the food for better or worse, you can change the taste 


by manipulating the size of the (Continued on page 184)

This new palette of paints and stains gives you totally 
new possibilities.

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NEW TAX RELIEF — 
FOR HOMEOWNERS 


If you're selling your house and buying another, 


there’s good news for you in the tax bill which 


Congress passed at the end of 1951 


By Eugene P. Walsh 


he homeowner sometimes fails to realize how 
Pie he is treated by Uncle Sam, He is allowed 
to deduct mortgage interest from his income tax. He 
is not required to consider the net rental value of 
the house as income. He is not required to deduct 
depreciation when figuring the amount of his profit. 
Now according to the new law passed by Congress, 
he may even avoid paying a capital gains tax on the 
profit from the sale of his house. 

Until recently, a homeowner who sold his house 
for more than he paid for it had a taxable profit. 
It didn’t matter that the harried owner was practically 
forced to sell because, for instance, he was transferred 
to another job or because his family outgrew the 
place. It didn’t matter, either, that the owner really 
suffered a loss for the reason that he had to pay a 
higher price in another location for a second home 
that was less desirable than the old one. A profit was 
subject to income tax even if it was a “paper” profit. 

Since the tax law has always been so particular 
about taxing you on a profit, you might think that 
it would be generous enough to let you take a tax loss 
if you sold your house for less than you paid for it. 
But no, Loss on the sale of a residence never was, 
and still isn’t, deductible. There are plausible reasons 


for this, too complicated to review here. It’s enough 
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to say that the homeowner already gets a number of 
tax breaks not available to the tenant or the landlord 
and that now he gets another important advantage. 

The new tax law lets you delay, and sometimes 
avoid altogether, tax on a “profit” from sale of your 
house, provided that you put the sales proceeds into 
a new house. To see how the new law works, let’s 
take the case of Freddy Friendly. Let’s say he bought 
a home in Mortgageville, N. Y., several years ago for 
$17,000. And let’s say he sold it in 1951 for $20,000. 
For tax purposes he has a profit of $3,000. Under the 
old law, Freddy would have to pay a capital gains 
tax which would amount up to $750 (25% of his 
profit). But under the new law, Freddy will escape 
current tax if he buys a new home costing at least 
$20,000 within one year of the sale. The profit won't 
be taken into account at least until Freddy sells the 
new house. In fact, the profit may escape tax al- 
together, as you will see later. 

The example illustrates the first principle of the 
new law. Gain on a sale is not recognized if the 
owner buys another home within a year of the sale, 
at a price at least equal to the selling price of the 
old one. 

Now let’s just change the facts a little bit. Let’s 


suppose that Freddy paid (Continued on page 177)

Hlere is an easy way to build a 
good flower arrangement around 
scotch broom and laurel leaves: 


1. Stroke scotch broom with 
warm hands or under warm water.

Tuck through piece of 
chicken wire fixed in top of vase. 
Do same with longer sprays for top 
design curve. 


3. Make outline of your design 
first. If tall broom does not hold 
firmly, clamp it to neck of container 
with Scotch tape. 


4. Next insert large leaves such 
as laurel or magnolia. They cover 
base of stems, are background and 
support for the flowers. 





The three chrysanthemums 
(above) are placed to follow the 
swerve of the outline. Stem ends 
are split and scraped with a knife 
to allow greater intake of water. 

Try leaving the broom and leaves 
as a permanent background. Do not 
be afraid if the broom does not get 
sufficient water.

_ This string of rhetorical ques- 
vions is, as you can see, a listing 
f the degrees of interest in flowers, 
yanging from an almost accidental 
hequaintance to a life in which you 
tlutch rake and shovel in your 
hand. Call it a kind of rake’s 
progress. 

The same with music. There are 
vast differences in the way we use 
music in our lives. The differences 
‘an be measured by frequency of 
contact, degree of intimacy, and 
enthusiasm of response. One talks 
of “the music lover,” as opposed 
‘o, | presume, the music non-lover. 
sut to some extent almost every- 
body is a music lover. The witti- 
cism of Samuel Johnson that music 
is of all noises the least disagree- 
able is just a smart crack and noth- 
ing more. All of us like some 
music, more or less. All of us find 
some of it agreeable and are capa- 
ible of being moved by the concord 
of sweet sound. But most of us 
seldom seek out music. We don’t 
live with it. We don’t have any 
real relation with it. We use it only 
bn state occasions. You may go to 
“wo or three concerts a year, en- 
joy them well enough, and feel 
that you have had your fill of 
Pracic. You may occasionally turn 
pn the NBC Symphony with Tos- 
fanini or the New York Philhar- 
monic. You may buy one or two 
record albums, the current fash- 
jionable sellers. 


N THE other hand, you may be 
‘VU a real music lover. The real 
music lover would rather hear music 
than eat or drink. He travels many 
miles in a snowstorm so as to arrive 
in time for a concert which he par- 
ticularly wants to hear. He spends 
hours in a record shop and weighs 
with loving criticism the merits of 
ne interpretation of the Beethoven 
Violin Concerto as against another. 
He can weep tears over and pale 
before music’s onslaught. He may 
be poor and his bills may be un- 
paid, but he will find the money 
necessary to buy himself a ticket 
f admission. He can stand on his 
feet through a_ performance of 
Parsifal. He will seek out friends 
whose chief interest is music. Much 
of his library consists of musical 
biographies, and when he is not 
i}) 


listening to music he talks about 
it. In short, he is like the famous 
preacher of St. Paul’s, Sydney 
Smith, who, a year before his 
death, wrote to a friend, “If I were 
to begin life again, I would devote 
it to music. It is the only cheap 
and unpunished rapture upon 
earth.” 


We ARE not addressing these ar- 
ticles to the confirmed music 
lover. He is already living in a state 
of bliss. Anyway. he knows what’s 
in the articles. We wish to converse 
with those of you who are dissatis- 
fied with a mere nodding acquaint- 
ance with music. Perhaps you have 
vaguely realized that a special joy 
is waiting around the corner, that 
a warm and green spring lies in 
the distant air, and that you could 
find it if you could only turn into 
the right road. I do not hope to 
convert you into a passionate music 
lover. Only music itself can do that. 
How deeply you will want to be- 
come embroiled, time will tell. I do 
hope to succeed in showing where 
music fits into your life, and I am 
assuming that in deepening your 
interest in music you will not 
change your life or forsake any of 
your other interests. 

Please believe that everybody— 
you, your child, your friend, and 
the entire family next door—is a 
potential music lover. The stone 
deaf person who cannot enjoy 
music is such a rarity that for the 
purpose of this discussion he can 
be ignored. It is important to harp 
on the thought that music is every- 
body’s property because so many 
people feel that good music is 
“above my head.” 

However, you do need at the be- 
ginning a certain willing attitude 
toward music. You need a good 
amount of soft receptivity. You 
must be willing to absorb music 
without at first being driven by the 
compulsion to understand it, to ex- 
plain it, to analyze it, to tell your- 
self what it means. How to ac- 
quire this state of willingness we'll 
discuss presently. For the moment 
and before we begin our naviga- 
tion on the sea of music, let us 
take on faith the assertion that 
navigation is possible to everyone.

personal enjoyment, because they 
are afraid to make a start. You do 
not need talent to enjoy art any 
more than you need to be a pro- 
fessional to enjoy golf or tennis. 
Creative endeavor, however, calls 
upon a more personal side of. your 
nature and 


stirs you more pro- 


foundly than spirits. 

EAR is another obstacle and has 

many facets, such as fear of ridi- 
cule by family or friends, or fear 
of not showing up well. The strong- 
est, however, is the fear of failure. 
Do not underestimate failure, be- 
cause it can be the stepping-stone 
to success. Everyone has failures. 
even the experienced artist and 
craftsman. A new idea calls for 
exploring in new directions involv- 
ing a certain amount of trial and 
error. Painters often make numer- 
ous sketches before their final 
work, and architects draw many 
plans before the building is started. 
Trial and error go hand in hand 
with pre-planning in the creation 
of a work of art. If we could fore- 
see every step clearly and with 
sureness, living would become mo- 
notonous. 

It is the searching for one’s own 
particular expression, the poet 
seeking the right word, the artist 
the expressive line, the discovery 
of new interpretations of life, that 
make creative activity a stimulat- 
ing and vital process. Failure can 
be deadly when it paralyzes the 
spirit or when it is so devastating 
it leads to complete frustration. 
One does not have to be a creative 
coward unless his false ego is so 
great that he cannot face the awk- 
ward and naive attempts of his 
creative birth. 

You can, however, invite certain 
and complete failure if you set up 
false and impossible goals for your- 
self. If you are a beginner, do not 
try to compete with professional 
artists, to sell your work or win 
prizes. The true reward for the 
amateur in doing creative work for 
pleasure is in the act of creation: 


form 


exploring and_ articulating 


with various feelings and materials, 
objectifying in paint, wood or with 
needle and thread some idea or 
image inside you, seeing yoursell 
growing, developing the personal- 
ity which is all your own. 

Perhaps the greatest and fullest 
reward of creative experience is 
the insight you will gain into all 
works of art, the masterpieces of 
the present and the past. Matisse 
and El Greco will both become 
comprehensible through a language 
of form more powerful than any 
words can describe. Nature, too. 
will reveal itself to you in a new 
and structural beauty—not the 
prettiness mimicked in picture post- 
cards, but in the texture of leaves 
or sand, the pattern of a spider’s 
web or the shadow of a wrought- 
iron gate cast upon the walk, the 
massiveness of a boulder in the 
starkness of the desert. This is see- 
ing—seeing with the inner eye that 
stimulates through vision your tac- 
tile and kinesthetic impulses or 
some deeper all-over feeling which 
we attribute to the heart. 

It does not matter with what 
medium you choose to create— 
needle and yarn, brush and paint, 
chisel and stone—if you are work- 
ing with the fundamentals of art 
in a sincere and understanding 
way, you will comprehend all art 
through a common language of line 
and form, color and texture. 


REATING is not easy. If ease is 
what you are looking for, then 

you should seek some passive enter- 
tainment. Creating is active and 
vital. You have the potential for 
creative satisfaction inside you; it 
is your hidden treasure but you 
will have to dig for it. 

Above all do not deny its exist- 
ence by copying the work of others. 
Every time you squander your tech- 
nical skill filling in a stamped pat- 
tern, mindlessly executing someone 
else’s design, you are burying your 
own creativeness that much deeper. 
So have faith in your talents; take 
up your needle and let your own 
personality freely emerge.

The feather stitch is only one of the stitches I used to make 
the calla lily on page 98. But you could make similarly 
intricate-looking designs by using the feather stitch alone 
or any one of the other six stitches that I used with it. So 
find yourself a piece of burlap or other inexpensive, coarse 
basket weave, some ordinary string or single-strand, soft- 
twist embroidery cotton, and a blunt tapestry needle with 
a big eye, and let’s get started.

The back of your work will look like 
this. It shows you the stitches your 
needle will make as it goes under the 
fabric. Dot indicates starting point. 


This is the closed feather stiteh— 
a variation you can make by elimin- 
ating the spaces between the stitches. 
Each new stitch begins where the 
previous stitch on the same line ends. 


@n the back of the closed feather, 
your stitches will be close together. 


Another variation is the slanted 
feather stitch, the version which is 
perhaps the most familiar to you. 
You can get this effect by slanting 
the needle toward the center each 
time you make a stitch. In doing this 
stitch, it may be helpful to imagine 
that you are working between four 
parallel lines with equal spaces be- 
tween them. Your upper stitches will 
slant between the two top lines; your 
lower stitches between the two bot- 
tom lines. The space between the 
upper and lower stitches will be 
about the same as the depth of the 
stitches themselves. 


The back of the slanted feather 
stitch will look like this. You can 
also use this as a diagram to show 
the relative spacing of the stitches. 


The double feather stitch is a vari- 
ation of the slanted feather which 
is made in the same basic manner. 
After you have made your first stitch. 
slanting your needle toward the cen- 
ter from the top line, take a second 
stitch, a little above and to the left 
of it, but slanting your needle in the 
same direction. Your needle should 
emerge from the fabric on a line 
with the top of your first stitch.

The Detached Buttonhole Stitch 


Very likely you have learned to do the buttonhole ‘stitch at 
some time in your life. The mechanics of the detached button- 
hole stitch are exactly the same. But instead of stitching into 
the fabric, you insert your needle into the previous row of 
stitches. The result is an effect that looks very much like the 
garter stitch in knitting. Except for the beginning and here 
and there at the sides, it will not be attached to the fabric. 


Hence it is what we call a “surface stitch,” and produces a 


raised effect. 
To start the detached buttonhole 
stitch you make a bar of 2 or 3 long 
horizontal stitches through the fabric. 
Bring your needle out at one end 
of the bar. This diagram shows how 
to start the first row working from 
left to right; but as you will see, 
the direction may be reversed. Draw 
your thread around toward the right 
in a counter-clockwise direction to 
form a loop, and insert your needle 
under the bar of horizontal stitches 
so that it points into the loop. But 
do not take up any of the fabric. 
Hold the loop down with your left 
thumb so that when you pull the 


needle through it will cross the loop. 


Continue along the length of the 
bar, inserting your needle each time 
under the bar stitches but not 
through the fabric, and remembering 
to hold the loop down with your 
left thumb.

NEW TAX RELIEF FOR HOMEOWNERS

$17,000 for the old house and 
sold it for $20.000 (a $3.000 tax 
“profit”). but put only $19.000 of 
the proceeds into the second home. 
The $1,000 of the profit that went 
into Freddy’s pocket instead of into 
the new home would be recognized 
currently for tax; the other $2.000 
of the profit would not be recog- 
nized until after Freddy sells the 
second house. 

The last paragraph illustrates a 
second principle; the gain on the 
sale of a house is recognized cur- 
rently only if the selling price of 
the old house is as high or higher 
than the cost price of the new house. 

Suppose Freddy bought the sec- 
ond house before he sold the first 
one? The same principles would 
apply, 
longer than a year before. In other 
words, 


provided he bought not 
there is a two-year leeway 
—the period runs from cone year 
before the sale to a year afterward. 

Suppose Freddy built a 
home instead of buying one already

built? The same principles would 


apply. However, he would get even 
more leeway. The period allowed 
in such a‘case runs from one year 
before the sale until one and one- 
half years afterward, provided con- 
struction of the new house is begun 
within one year after sale of the 
old one and he begins to use it 
within 18 months after the sale. If, 
in the 18-month period, the amount 
put into acquiring the new house 
(land and building) equals or ex- 
ceeds the sale price of the old 
house, then Freddy will not pay 
current income tax on the profit 
from the old house.

10 FAR, we’ve covered the ele- 
Wee rules that apply when 
the first house is sold. The story 
isn’t complete until you know what 
happens when the second house is 
sold. At this point, a third principle 
comes into play: The law says you 
reduce the cost basis of the second 
house by the profit that was not 
recognized on sale of the first house. 
Since that’s a pretty technical ex- 
planation, let’s get back to Freddy’s 
case. Assume he paid $17,000 for 
the first house and sold it for 
$20,000 (a $3.000 “profit” ) Also 
assume that the cost of the second 
house is $22,000 and that Freddy 
will sell it several years from now 
for $26,000 (a $4,000 “profit” ) 

To find his taxable profit at that 


Freddy will take the cost 
price of the second house ($22,000) 
and reduce it by the profit not 
recognized on the sale of the first 
house ($3,000). The 
($19,000) will be the amount he 


uses—for income tax purposes—as

the cost of the second house. Sub- 
tracting this adjusted cost 
of the 


price 
($19,000) 
from its actual selling price ($26,- 
000) will give Freddy a taxable 
profit of $7,000. Technically, the 
$7,000 profit is considered to arise 
solely from the sale of the second 
house. Actually, it represents a 
$3.000 profit on the sale of the 
first house and a $4,000 profit on 
the sale of the second. (Under the 
principle applied above. you will 
find that Freddy’s profit on the sale 
of the first house will be wiped 
out for tax purposes if Freddy sells 
the second house for $19,000 or 
less. )

Can Freddy delay or avoid the 
tax when he sells the second house? 
The tax on the profit on sale 

of the second house can be delayed 
if Freddy spends an amount equal 
to the sales proceeds on a new

time specified. 
Freddy can thus keep postponing 
the tax until he dies. If he does, 
the entire profits will be frozen 
into the home he owns at death 
and will escape income tax alto- 
eether. 

Do the rules apply to all sales 
of homes? The new rules apply only

But do try 
blanched almonds mixed with fluffy 
rice. They add zest to any dish 
which is served with rice as a base, 
particularly curries. Or roll cold 
cuts of meat in sesame seed. Toast- 
ed almonds are also an excellent 
accompaniment for fish.

Not only is the 
ower to enjoy and appreciate sure 
) appear, but so, too, is the gift 
= discriminating taste. The best 
hings in nature and art, the best 
1 the domestic arts and the fine 
rts really are the best, and a real 
jwareness makes it hard for one 


to escape coming to realize it. 

Bad taste is simply the next 
thing to no taste at all, and to make 
taste keener is inevitably to make 
it better. To be aware of the food 
one is eating, the picture one is 
seeing, or the music one is hearing 
is to come very soon to want the 
best of each. And, of course, the 
converse is true—no dinner or pic- 
ture or concert is better than the 
awareness before which the artist 
has placed it. 


Ay EXT to the mere indolence which 
{¥ resists the supposed effort of be- 
ing aware at all, perhaps the great- 
est impediment to the development 
of the art of life at the present 
moment is what might be called, 
after all, a special kind of puritan- 
ism—namely, the guilty sense that 
in a world where there is perhaps 
more want and_ suffering than 
usual, there is something unworthy 
about any willingness to enjoy 
what we are fortunate enough to 
have.

House BEAUTIFUL’S garden consultant for the 
oO 


Rocky Mountain area tells you what plants to 


grow and howto raise them in this difficult climate 


By George W. Kelly 


he Rocky Mountain area is quite 

new from a landscape stand- 
point, and gardeners are just be- 
ginning to develop lists of suitable 
material. Some of the old stand-by 
plants of the Middle West will 
grow here if given the proper care, 
but many of the familiar things 
like rhododendrons, holly, and box- 
wood, are impossible or too much 
trouble. They winterburn because 
of the great amount of sunshine and 
the clear skies here. Few survive a 
sunny winter because of this. 


There is no reason to forego the pleasures of a modern garden just 
because the climate makes gardening difficult at the high altitudes. 
Rather, confine your planting to a small area protected against the 
high winds and extra-bright sunshine that cause quick drying out. 


















Any plant that needs a moist, 
acid soil is not suitable. We have 





too little rain to supply subsoil 
moisture, to create an acid soil, or 
to supply required humidity in the 
air. Most soil at the lower altitudes, 
where most people live, is alkaline 
or at best neutral. Erratic spring 





and fall weather, caused by the 
nearness to the mountains, also 
eliminates the plants which bloom 
early in spring or late fall and are 
easily fooled by the quickly chang: 
ing weather we have to expect.

Until recently, we grew only 
those plants which would best tol- 
erate our climate conditions. So we 
were limited to such plants as pop- 
lars, willows. honeysuckles, and 
lilacs. Now the best gardeners 
and nurserymen are learning to use 
better. longer-lasting plants. by 
giving them a little extra care. This 
extra care consists in (1) using 
plenty of humus (which is all that 
our irrigated soil lacks) ; (2) pre- 
watering the soil; (3) careful cut- 
ting back, shading, and bracing; 
and (4) thorough rather than fre- 
quent watering. 

For new areas, open to the sun 
and the wind, plant only the hardi- 
er things for the first ten years. 
Then in the protection of these 
hardier plants, many of the nicer, 
but more delicate kinds can be 
grown. 

Mulching is gradually taking the 
place of cultivation because it 
holds the moisture in the soil bet- 
ter, helps to control surface tem- 
perature, and gradually improves 
the physical character of the soil. 


GREAT revolution is taking 

place in the selection of shade 
trees. Until a few years ago we 
planted mainly poplars, willows, 
American elm, soft maple, and Chi- 
nese elm. Now we are gradually 
eliminating these short-lived trees 
and adding slower-growing. better 
kinds like the drought-resisting 
hackberry. honeylocust. ash, catal- 
pa, and black walnut. or the more 
difficult but beautiful hard maple. 
linden, birch, buckeye. sycamore, 
Kentucky coffeetree. and some of 
the red oaks. We are also using 
more of the small-scale trees like 
the hopa or dolga crabapples; the 
downy, Washington, cockspur, and 
native hawthorne; the mountain 
ash, goldenrain tree; Japanese 
scholar tree; Chinese catalpa; the 
very hardy and adaptable Russian- 
olive; and some of the larger, na- 
tive shrub-like things such as alder 
and birch. 

The major adjustments must be 
made in the list of suitable shrubs. 
for it is the woody plants that are 
most affected by our difficult local 
climatic conditions. Many of the 
best plants for use under our 
almost-desert conditions actually 
come from similar areas in Asia. 
Fortunately, there is a rather long 
list of plants from which to choose. 

A list of the most useful shrubs 
would include the Amur, Tartarian, 
English and native maples; all the 
Amorphas or false indigos; the 
barberries; the Buddleias, espe- 
cially the hardy B. alternifolia: the 
Siberian peashrubs; the flowering 
quinces; most of the shrub dog- 


woods, but not the flowering spe- 
cies; the Peking and European 
cotoneasters, the European, winged 
and wahoo euonymus, as well as 
the evergreen vining type, E. radi- 
cans; the forsythias, (though they 
do not bloom here every year) ; the 
beautybush; lespedezia or desmod- 
ium: all the European privets; the 
bush honeysuckles (which are 
very alkali tolerant), the hardier 
mockoranges. the ninebarks. espe- 
cially the dwarf; the purple-leaf 
plums, the double-flowering plum: 
the hoptree or Ptelea; the Rose- 
acacia locust; all the sumacs: the 
yellow shrub roses; the elderber- 
ries: the buffaloberries; false spi- 
reas; snowberries; spireas and li- 
lacs; and most viburnums. 

Native shrubs that have proved 
useful include the thimbleberry, 
bush rockspirea, bush cinquefoil. 
Apache plumes (Fallugia), Fores- 
tiera, wild plum, chokecherry. sand 
cherry, flowering and wax currant, 
and some of the shrub willows. 

Experienced gardeners have 
found that the hybrid tea, flori- 
bunda, and the hardier climbing 
roses grow well if protected a little 
over winter. 

Vines most tolerant of the natu- 
ral conditions include several of 
the popular honeysuckles, most of 
the clematis (except a few of the 
large flowered kind). ivies, trum- 
petvine, silverlace, and the wild 
erapes. 


ERENNIALS and bulbs are less 

difficult because the tops die back 
each fall anyhow and so are not 
much affected by winter conditions. 
The most successful are columbine, 
fall aster. chrysanthemum, Shasta 
daisies, delphinium, daylilies, hol- 
lyhock, iris, Oriental poppy, peony, 
and perennial phlox. 

The chief circumstances that re- 
strict the use of annuals are the 
short growing season, the hot sum- 
mer sun. dry air, and difficulty of 
starting small seeds out-of-doors 
under irrigation. The  stand-bys 
that grow under all conditions in- 
clude petunia, marigold, zinnia, 
cosmos, poppy, snapdragon, and 
Four O’clocks. 

Most of the common rock garden 
plants grow well if planted on a 
north rather than the usually rec- 
ommended south slope. and if a 
suitable soil. well drained but ade- 
quately watered, is furnished. 

The first settlers in the Rocky 
Mountain area decided after a few 
failures that there never would be 
a large variety of ornamental 
plants grown here. Now we know 
that there is as large a variety as 
for the older sections of the coun- 
try, but the list is “different.”

“general divisions of the whole his- 
‘tory of the utilitarian arts in the 
American Colonies and the Early 
Republic.” The definite assigning 
‘of dates to general periods is ad- 
mitted to be almost impossible. 
It adds by way of explanation: 
“Characteristic styles which would 
appear for a short time in one 
_place carry on for years after a 
new influence had begun to have 
‘its effect.” But since lines have to 
be drawn, no matter how lightly, 
the First Period is put at 1630- 
1725; the Second Period, 1725- 
1790; the Third Period, 1790-1825. 
The First is termed one of late 
Gothic tradition in which earlier 
‘forms and types predominated; 
ithe second, characterized by a new 
theory of design which grew out 
tof the quickened activities of the 
Renaissance, constitutes what may 
be termed a_ rococo style; the 
Third in contradistinction to the 
)Second is a classic revival and co- 
incides with the early years of the 
Republic. Furniture, being a prac- 
tical art, responds quickly and 
easily to the changes of taste and 
minor influences, although follow- 
ing certain traditions. Considera- 
‘tions of provinical types cannot be 
included in general histories, but 
for the collector whose field is sec- 
‘tional, a knowledge of differences 
and deviations from the standard 
is invaluable. Persons living in a 
section which has been compre- 
hensively studied and written up 
by a competent and enthusiastic 
‘author are indeed fortunate. The 
‘number of mistakes and blunders 
_made is automatically reduced for 
‘them, and the making of a satis- 
factory collection made _ infinitely 
veasier.

Because it is only in this era that prevention has become 
thoroughly feasible. It is the remarkable materials developed in our times 
which now make it possible for the handsomest furnishings of a house to ward 
off housework by removing the need for it. 

You see the most spectacular results of this concept when it is applied to 
maintenance problems. But to reap the full benefits of this preventive principle, 
you must extend it to all phases of your housekeeping practice, from shopping 
to furniture placement. You may need to overhaul some of your inherited 
housekeeping notions to do it, but it’s the way you must think if you are to 
develop the new technique of carefree housekeeping. It’s your passport to more

o free yourself from housekeeping care, you must 

be a realist. You must know how you and your 
family actually live, and make this the basis of your 
housekeeping practice, whether or not it fits the tradi- 
tional notions you may harbor about the way “nice” 
people should live. Most of those notions originated in 
a past where servants did the dirty work and life was 
far less active and varied than it is today. So you are just 
asking for housekeeping problems if you try, say, to per- 
petuate the idea of the fragile, show-place living room 
when your family is a busy group of dungaree-wearers. 
Once you have analyzed your family’s living habits, 


you can prevent toil and trouble. You know where the 


e would be talking nonsense if we seemed to sug- 
sae that you need never again lift hand to dustcloth, 
Housework will probably be with us to some degree or an- 
other as long as human beings make homes for themselves. 

But we can definitely assure you that you already have 
at your command a wealth of materials and devices which 
practically do away with the tedium, dull effort, and 
anxiety that beset the housekeeper of the past. 

You have probably become so familiar with modern 
synthetic fibers, plastics, and special finishes that you are 
beginning to take them for granted. The same is true of 
mechanical equipment like washers, vacuum cleaners, 


refrigerators, ad infinitum. 


n 1930 there were 2,618,912 private domestic workers 
I in this country. By 1950 their number had dwindled 
to 1,805,000, all subject to a 40-hour work week instead 
of round-the-clock slavery. So, like as not, you are your 
own housekeeper these days, or at least more active in 
the motions of housekeeping than you ever were before. 
If housekeeping is brand new to you, you are lucky be- 
cause you have no bad habits to unlearn. You can start 
out using the methods most likely to prevent housework 
from becoming a gruelling waste of time and energy. 

If you’re an old hand at the game—especially if 
you learned your methods at your mother’s knee—you 
may be blindly going through habitual procedures that 


lightning is likely to strike, and you can be ready for 
it with furnishings and structural materials specifically 
chosen to resist your family’s own particular brand of 
wear and tear. 

It would be time well spent to list all that transpires 
in your menage on an average day. Trace the goings 
and comings of the family, pets, guests. Determine which 
room and which furnishings get the greatest use. Enumer- 
ate the different activities each room must take. How do 
you entertain and how often? What family habits cause 
you the most work? (It’s easier to change the furnishings 
than the habits, so face it.) Be honest about all this. If 


you're not, you won't be fooling anyone but yourself. 


But to exploit these modern labor-savers to the fullest 
you need more than a passing knowledge of them. For 
instance, once you have analyzed your living and know 
what your chief fabric problems are, do you know which 
of the many materials available will work most effectively ? 
Or do you know what improvements have been made in 
ranges since you bought your current model? 

As a practical implement to your own technique of 
carefree housekeeping, you would do well to make a hobby 
of these products of your times, keeping up to date on 
them as new developments and improvements come along. 
For a starter, see page 133 to learn how synthetics can 


solve specific housekeeping problems as of this moment.

ae work-repellent materials of our own times could very 
well make this era a housekeeper’s picnic. Functionally, the 
plastics and test-tube fibers have proved to be wonders in- 
deed, and their future seems even brighter. 

But until lately they have rarely been famous for their 
good looks. Aesthetically they lacked style—that quality of 
design importance which is inherent in fine furnishings. Be- 
sides being generally brash in color, they had an alien, glar- 
ing slickness and a look of obvious practicality that might be 
tolerated in the kitchen but not in the parlor. 

Now, at the very time you are looking for handsome liv- 
ability in all the rooms of the house, it is encouraging to see 
how these rugged materials are starting to show up in fur- 
nishings of notably good design. Color is becoming more 
subtle and interesting; pleasant matte finishes and textured 
effects are replacing the old dazzle; new fibers and new ver- 
sions of earlier fibers are being woven into characterful fab- 
rics; rare woods are being laminated into indestructible fur- 
niture surfacing. And it is no small proof of their increasing 
decorative soundness that they seem to be assimilated grace- 
fully into the same rooms with natural materials and antiques. 

You can see why these materials are beginning to inspire 
top-flight designers, who are just as aware as you are of the 


need for practicality that is also beautiful.

Not so long ago we thought it was pretty wasteful 
to have “good” furniture until the children grew 
old enough to be careful. But see these pictures 
which show the living-dining room shared by two 
busy parents and two normal—and hence busy— 
youngsters, aged seven and four. Nothing in the 
house is used exclusively by either parents or 
children. It-is planned to suit the comforts of 
both. The trick, a very simple one, lies in choos- 
ing materials which are aesthetically satisfying 
to adults but which, at the same time, can take 
juvenile beatings. Vinyl cork floors are quiet and 
comfortable under foot, take rough use, yet can 
be easily cleaned. All furniture surfaces are -of 
hard and handsome Formica Realwood. Rough- 
textured fabrics make upholstered pieces hard to 
soil, and iron frames keep much of the furniture 
immune to assault.

Ne may be wasting time and energy on maintenance 
problems that have already been solved for you by chemists, 
engineers, and manufacturers. That’s one good reason why 
its worth your while to keep informed on the developments 
in synthetic fibers, materials, and finishes. Because in their 
very manufacture these modern, man-made materials can be 


engineered to cope with specific upkeep problems. 


Problems synthetics can lick 


Manmade fibers and plastic materials can settle almost 
any housekeeping problem from sun fading to motk ravage. 
Since most synthetics, either as solids or fibers, have smooth 
surfaces, they tend to repel soil because they provide no 
anchors for dirt. Their chemical structure is indigestible to 
moths. Ultraviolet light (the troublemaker in sun rays) can- 
not easily destroy them. Other properties of the synthetics 
make them adaptable to permanent pleating, resistant to stain- 
ing, easy to wash, stable in shape, and fire-resistant. 

There is no one material that will do all these things equally 
well. You can, though, get nearly all the characteristics you 
need in any one synthetic. What you have to do is figure out 
which problem is most aggravating, then choose the synthetic 
material or materials that handle that problem best. There are 
so many possibilities in the synthetics—and so many varia- 
tions in individual problems—that no hard or fast rule can 


be made as to which material is exactly best for a given job. 


What’s your fabric problem? 


Your chief use of fabric is probably in curtains, draperies, 
furniture coverings. Wherever it is used, its maintenance 
problems may be slightly different. Curtains are exposed to 
heavy sun, wind, rain. So are draperies, but they are also 


subjected to rubbing wear (Continued on next page)

Whatever your upkeep problems 


(abrasion) as they are opened and closed. Furniture 
coverings get constant rubbing wear and most persistent 
soiling, especially on the backs and arms of chairs and 
sofas. But all fabrics are subject to soil and stain. Most 
of them must be regularly washed or cleaned. That brings 
up shrinking, ironing, colorfastness, wear from washing. 

An ideal home fabric, then, would not rot in sun, shrink 
in washing, tear or abrade when rubbed constantly, wrinkle 
when crushed, nor stain easily. 1t would tend to repel dirt, 
moths and mildew. We are near that ideal—but you must 


know which synthetic comes closest for a particular job. 


if your problem is sun 


Unusual resistance to sunlight and consequent sun rot 
—one of the things that can make curtains disintegrate— 
is the outstanding characteristic of Orlon (made from the 
same chemicals as Lucite), one of the newest synthetic 
fibers, which is being woven into a variety of fabrics. In 
its ability to resist the rays of the sun it compares very 
favorably with Fiberglas. It doesn’t soil easily. It is easy 
to clean, requiring little or no ironing. and it drapes well. 
However, it is still not as available in as wide a range of 


color and weave as are some of the other synthetics. 


Is hard wear your problem? 

If your fabric problem isn’t sun rot as much as it is 
rubbing wear (as in upholstery and frequently used draw- 
curtains and draperies on picture windows), or if you want 
a wide selection of color and pattern in wear-resisting 
fabrics, nylon may be your answer. In addition to its phe- 
nomenal wear-resistance, nylon is easy to wash and iron. 
Soil, when removed promptly, does not stain the fabric. 
Nylon is impervious to moths and mildew. 

However, if your wear problem has to do with outdoor 
furniture covering, you would probably do better to choose 
such sun-resistant synthetics as Orlon or Saran. Nylon 
would stand up fairly well. but Orlon and Saran are better 
weather-resisters. 

Saran, which you may also know as Velon or Lumite. is 
an inherently hardy synthetic frequently woven into fabrics 
and strappings which have the semi-stiffness of horsehair. 
By a new development it can also be woven into soft, supple 
upholstery fabrics. too. We mention this point to remind 
you of the many possible forms these synthetics may take. 


With constant research, their usefulness is increasing. 


Are stains and water-spots your headache? 


Most synthetics tend to be inherently water-repellent. So 
watery stains do not seep into them. This is as true of the 
synthetic fibers in woven fabrics as it is of the smooth, 


slick plastic surfaces youre (Continued on page 166)

ou have probably discovered how processed foods 
save you hours of tedious repetitious work in the kitchen. But 
the chances are you have passed over processed baby food 
as mere pap for the high-chair set. Yet, used imaginatively 
or in combination with other foods, it opens up a whole 
realm of cookery that can be not only adult but gourmet in 
caliber. In fact, baby foods are so useful in so many difler- 
ent ways that you'll probably make them “stock” items on 
your staple shelf, once you've experimented with them. 

Because these products are packaged in small containers, 
they are valuable primarily for adding richness and flavor to 
other dishes. Baby foods are also a real blessing for anyone 
living alone, or for the busy young couple who like varied 
and uniquely seasoned food. When the recent bride, who has 
kept that interesting job she had before her marriage, is ob- 
served loading up on baby food at the grocer’s, there is no 
cause for the neighbors to raise speculative eyebrows. She is 
just a smart girl who has discovered a simple way to please a 
_ husband with the quickly prepared dinners that she has to get 
when she comes home from work. 

The blandness of baby foods, which are of course unsea- 
soned, is an advantage in adult cooking, for it permits you 
to add your own favorite seasoning to the natural flavor of 
the meats and vegetables. This is particularly true with soups. 
The soup kettle simmering on the back of the stove is a thing 
of the past in most households, Canned soups are quick and 
satisfactory. Their seasonings are planned by experts after 
considerable research into the preferences of the American 
public. But your tastes are not necessarily average, so this 


/common-denominator flavoring in commercial soups may 


not be your personal idea of the ultimate in seasoning. If you 
like rosemary but hate sage. if you appreciate a whiff of fresh 
garlic but dislike onion, or if you’re just tired of standard- 
ized seasoning and want to experiment, make your soups with 
baby food strained vegetables. 

These foods are, of necessity, made from the best mate- 
rials: the freshest vegetables, lean, high-quality meat, and 
fully ripened fruits. They are puréed or finely chopped to 
save mothers from the wearisome routine of preparation. 
However, anyone who likes to make purées, soufflés, canapé 
tidbits, and other dishes which require fussy preparation 
will find these foods ready-prepared for many of their favor- 
ite recipes. Baby foods are available at any grocery in great 
variety: vegetables, meats, fruits, puddings, soups. 

Almost all the vegetables come in two types of prepara- 
tion: the strained baby vegetables and fruits in jars that are 
usually 4°, or 5 ounces, the chopped junior vegetables in 
7°4-ounce jars. The strained vegetables are best for soups; 
the chopped ones are best for soufflés. 

The jars of peas, carrots, or string beans make excellent 
cream soups. Just empty the contents of the 4°\-ounce jar 
into a sauce pan, fill the jar with milk, add that and any 
favorite seasoning, heat over a low fire and you have a flavor- 
ful, fresh-tasting cup of soup in a jiffy. [f you like onion or 
garlic in your soup, use a drop from a garlic press or a pinch 
of Spice Islands onion or garlic powder. This makes only one 


good serving. You ll need a jar per person with this recipe. 


iS make a quick potage St. Germaine, use one jar of 
strained peas, one jar of strained carrots, one cup of chicken 
bouillon (one cup of hot water and a bouillon cube can be 
substituted in any of these recipes), one cup milk, a pinch of 
rosemary and a pinch of garlic powder, salt and pepper. 
With a minimum of effort you have a savory potage which

W” don't you like music? For a great many people,

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Cae Control is not a crazy idea invented

“local climate control.” Whether it’s a side- 


walk café in Paris or a straw hut in the Congo,

people developed it to increase their comfort. 
We can learn a lot from the buildings of 
the rest of the world. Because, for us, there’s 
no such thing as a foreign climate. Wherever 
you go in the world, you can always say: “This 
is just like the Dakotas, like Florida, like Ari- 
zona. So foreign climate-control ideas always 
make sense for some part of the U.S.A. What’s 
more, these ideas are easy to use. Foreigners 
use less machinery than we do. They can’t do 
what we so often do—doctor up a bad house 
with good machinery. They have to build right 
to begin with. So look around and see what 


you can learn about comfort from foreigners. 


Paris 


The sidewalk cafés are something you want to take 
home. They are Climate Control of a kind we badly 
need. They extend the outdoor sitting season. It’s 
very simple. The café is flanked on each side by a 
windbreak. Usually, this windbreak is made of 
glass. It keeps the wind off, but lets the sun come 
through. That’s all. On a cool day, even a gentle 
breeze has a great chilling effect. By stopping the 
breeze, therefore, the Frenchman makes the day 10° 
warmer, in effect. And if he then has a little sun- 
shine. an overcoat. and a little something to keep 
him warm from inside— 


For American living, the café part of the outdoor 











café is not important. The outdoor-sitting part is. 
Most of us don’t get outdoors enough. We work in 
offices. We ride in cars and suburban trains. The 
human animal mistreats himself. He needs, once in 
: a while, a spell of sun, quiet, blue sky, green. People 
build in the suburbs to get just that sort of thing. 
Then they cheat themselves. They get, perhaps, four 
months of outdoor living a year; they could get eight. 
It’s so simple by the Paris method! Put some 
chairs and a table on the south side of your house, 
where the sun can reach you, and where the house, 
behind you, acts as a sort of reflector. Put small 
glass windbreaks to the right and left of you. Then 
the sun can get at you and the breeze can’t; and you 


can turn December into May. 








Glass houses work in Greenland and theyll 
work in the U.S.A. But because of our hot 


summers, theyll need shading. Here a pipe trellis 


of hardy, deciduous vines does the trick. 


















From the Mediterranean comes this idea of 
shading the whole house with a trellis. It’s 
an ideal way to get a summer-cool roof. Trellis 


would have to be rot-free, vines hardy. 








Take a tip from the sidewalk cafés of Paris. 
Two glass wing-walls flanking a south terrace 


will add months to your outdoor sitting. 


Julianehaab, Greenland 


One look at this town, as you fly over. would change 
your ideas about glass. It’s a little settlement of a few 
dozen houses in a cold climate if there ever was one. 
Hardly a thing grows on this rocky coast. The Green- 
land ice-cap rears up just inland. Right outside the 
harbor, icebergs float in the sca, Yet the one really 
big building in Julianehaab is a glass house. 

It’s only a greenhouse, of course, for growing vila- 
min-rich vegetables. But it proves one point: Con- 
trary to what you may think, glass is above all a 
cold-climate device. The basic fact about glass is 
that it’s a sun-trap. Sun heat, in the form of rays, 


goes through glass as if it were not there. The rays 





hit things inside—floor, furniture—and warm them. 
They, in turn, warm the air and warm air cannot es- 
cape through the glass. So you’ve got a perfect sun- 
trap—and the colder the climate, the more impor- 
tant it becomes. That is why Greenland and Iceland 
are two of the glassiest countries in the world. 
Unlike Greenland, the cold parts of the U.S.A, 
also have hot summers. So a glass house won't be 
of much use in summer unless it’s shaded. One easy 
and pleasant way to do that 
would be to wrap a trellised vine 
; around the outside of the glass 
- ves, house (left, above). Hardy decid- 
=» uous vines like grape or wisteria 
would give you full shade by late spring. Then. with 
the first frost, the leaves will be gone and your 
sun-trap working again. Along the Mediterranean 


they ve used vines as sunshades for centuries.

Zanzibar 


The weather in Zanzibar is much like the summer 
weather of Florida and along the Gulf Coast. Warm 
humid air comes from a warm sea. The sun ‘is al- 
most straight overhead. Frequent showers wet every- 
thing. Nights are warm, often windless. So keeping 
comfortable is just about the same problem in 
both places. 

When Houst BEAUTIFUL was investigating the 
Florida problem, our Consulting Geographer Dr. 
Paul Siple maintained that a Florida house would 
have to have, among other features, a top “deck” — 
an all-open living space with a roof floating 
over it like an umbrella. You can see this 
type of house in Zanzibar. 
The porch is on top of the 
house—up in the breeze, 
away from sun-heated pave- 
ments. A wide-spreading roof 
protects from sun and sudden showers. And even if 
it were never used, such a roof-top porch would 
make the house more comfortable. A double roof, 


with an air-wash between, is ideal tropical insulation. 


Funny-looking? Maybe, if you look at it while 
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If youve got a hot west wall or a porch 


where you want both privacy and breeze, 
try louvers. Here the vertical ones pivot, 


the horizontal ones are fixed. 


all around you is a crisp Wisconsin autumn. But 
if you look at it when you yourself are immersed 
in a hot, moist climate, it looks okay. It looks good. 
A certain climate calls for a certain type of house 
and, sooner or later, that house comes into being. 


It shows one shouldn’t hang back simply because 


the logical thing seems too radical. 










A flat-roof house in hot climate will 


benefit from an old Zanzibar custom—a porch 
on the roof. Even if you never sit up there. 


your house will profit, comfort-wise. 


Dakar, French West Africa 


In places like this, you can learn a lot about lou- 
vers. Here again, you find the warm-weather need 
for admitting lots of air, while keeping out the light 
and heat of a fierce tropical sun. Under such condi- 
tions, the conventional doors and windows do not 
make sense. And in places like Dakar, they've been 
abandoned in favor of the louver. Instead of having 
glass-paned sash, windows are equipped with lou- 
vered shutters. Doors, instead of being solid, are 
louvered. Louvers mark the outside appearance of 
houses, hotels, offices. They use all kinds—fixed or 
movable, big or little, horizontal or vertical. In fact, 
they cover the whole outside wall with louvers. 

Of course, we use louvers in the U.S. A., too. The 
venetian blind is a kind of small-scale louver and, 
of course, the slatted shutters of colonial days were 
louvered too. But New Orleans, Memphis, and Hous- 
ton need louvers just as badly as Dakar. How tim- 
idly we use them compared to the Africans! 

At the left you can see several variations of how 


you can use louvers to unlock sun-breeze-and-pri- 














vacy problems. You can either have vertical louvers 
which pivot in the center so that they rotate through 
a full 180°. Or you can pivot them at one edge so 
that they open only 90°, like a door (see lower 
sketches, opposite page). The big advantage of 
movable louvers over fixed ones is that they give 
you any degree of light or privacy you need. 
You can combine horizontal and vertical lou- 
vers, fixed and rotating louvers, to meet almost any 
condition you can think of. They can be made of 
glass, plywood, metal, or asbestos cement board. 
Living with louvers, as you do in the Tropics, 


you discover they have another valuable use: noise 


The West Indies 


The Caribbean is the place our summer comes from. 
That warm, moist air which is our big summer dis- 
comfort problem in eastern U.S.A. is cooked up here, 
by hot sun shining on warm seas, So it’s reasonable 
to look to the West Indies for summer comfort ideas. 

The big contribution from this region is lattice 
work—small, closely spaced slats of wood. We used 
to see it in this country, on back porches and sum- 
mer houses. But you have to go to the West Indies 
to see what a fine climate-control tool it makes. 
There they use it for walls and ceilings to construct 
a sort of indoor-outdoor space with a doctored clim- 
ate and lots of privacy. 

Lattice work does many interesting things for you: 
I. It gives you a pleasant half-shade. That is why 
nurserymen use “lath houses” for plants which 
would normally grow in the half-shade of the forest. 
2. It gives you half-shade not only against direct 
sunshine but also against sky glare—the indirect 
light and heat which comes from the sky. In hot- 
humid weather this sky glare is sometimes almost 
as hot as direct sunshine. So it’s an important factor 
in summer discomfort throughout the eastern U.S.A. 
3. Lattice-work lets the breeze through. If it is 
used as a ceiling, it lets hot air rise through it so 
that the room stays cooler. 
4. It acts as an eye-stopper. If you enclose a 
porch with lattice and then paint it some 


light color, the eye of the passerby simply can’t 


get through the bright pattern into the porch itself. oo 


®. Lattice-work makes the kind of wall (if you want 
to call it a wall) which does not absorb much heat. 


And it is light, so it cools (Continued on page 219) 
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control. This problem is always more severe in hot 
weather. when you must have your windows open. 
In tropical cities, traffic is especially noisy. At the 
same time, your room is likely to be bare and stony, 
with less sound-absorbing fabric than you’d find in 
an American room. So each noise reverberates more. 
I have found from personal experience how effective 
are the window louvers. Turned one way, you get 
the full blast. Turned another, the noise is reflected 


back into the street. The difference is astonishing. 
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There’s no limit to what you can do with 


lattice. Here it’s used as walls and roof 


to produce an airy, shady sitting area.

I. Weed-free soil is possible now 
because of chemicals you apply to soil 
before you plant a lawn or garden. 
This pre-treatment kills the millions 
of weed seeds already present in 
the soil, the accumulation of years of 
wind-borne sowing of seeds by Nature. 
If you could kill all these hidden seeds 
before planting, only those sprouting 
from the relatively few weed seeds 
blown in during the year could give 


you trouble in such a garden. 


autiFuL, Aprit 1952 


Today there are four chemicals that 
kill nearly 100 per cent of all the weed 
seeds already present in the soil. Your 
choice of which chemical to use de- 
pends mainly upon how much soil you 
want to treat and how soon after treat- 
ment you want to use it. (Caution: 
Soil to be treated must be moist enough 
so that the weed seeds can germinate. 
It is not necessary, however, that the 
seeds actually be sprouted—only that 


they be soft.) 


Calcium cyanamid requires 4 to 6 
weeks to kill weed seeds. Naturally 
you can’t plant anything in the soil 
during this time—chemicals can’t dis- 
tinguish between weeds and what you 
want to grow. But if you can afford 
the waiting time, there is no easier 
way to do your weeding. Simply spread 
the calcium cyanamid, which looks like 
table salt, over the soil, mix in thor- 
oughly, then leave it for the six weeks. 

Chloropicrin (tear gas) is a liquid 
that turns to gas in the soil. It kills 
not only weed seeds but also fungi 
and insects, including the dread nema- 
tode now so prevalent in warm areas. 
(The chemical is irritating to the eyes 
—it makes you cry—unless it is 
handled properly.) 

If you are a fast worker you can 
use one-pound bottles of chloropicrin 
and simply pour the liquid into nar- 
rew furrows, then quickly fill them in, 
but complete safety involves using a 
special gun. Gun costs about $50, so 
people with small gardens usually call 
in a local nurseryman to do the job. 
As with any soil fumigant. the tem- 
perature must be above 50°, preferably 
above 60° for certain kill, and the 
treated ground must be kept covered 
with a gas-tight tarpaulin for 2 to 3 
days. You can now buy light-weight 
plastic tarpaulins. It’s safe to plant 7 
to 10 days after treatment with chloro- 
picrin, as soon as the odor disappears 
from the soil. 

Methyl bromide is a popular soil 
fumigant in some areas. It is primarily 
a killer of buried seeds only, usually 
costs less to use than chloropicrin, but 
involves somewhat more hazard be- 


cause it hasn’t a warning irritation to 





you can be sure about 


remind you of its presence. One brand 
currently does contain two per cent 
chloropicrin as a warning agent. 
Sometimes you have both buried 
weed seeds and sturdy big weeds to 
contend with, as for example when you 
convert abandoned land into a garden 
or lawn. If this is your problem, rely 
on a spray containing Ammate, or 
Sodium TCA plus 2,4-D, to kill the 
weeds. After the weeds die—a slow 
process since absorption is via roots 
rather than through the leaves—plow 
the ground, then treat it with calcium 
cyanamid or one of the soil fumigants 
to kill the seeds. The best plan is to 
spray weeds in midsummer, plow the 
ground and fumigate in the fall. Delay 
planting until the following spring. 
Sodium TCA kills even quack and 
Johnson grass, toughest of all garden 
weeds. It’s also useful to rid paths and 
driveways of all weeds. (Caution: 
Always wear your rubber garden 
gloves. Never apply Sodium TCA 


after you have started your lawn.) 


2. You can spray or dust lawn 
weeds away without injury to good 
grasses. Dandelions, plantain, and simi- 
lar lawn weeds are no problem at all 
now, and actually are seldom seen any 
more in home lawns where 2.4-D is 
used regularly. This chemical is cer- 
tain death to them, but it involves no 
hazards to you or your lawn. The 
weeds twist grotesquely, then die slowly 
and almost unnoticed, rather like a 
tired crowd slipping away one by one. 
You can use 2,4-D any time of year 
you discover any of these weeds sprout- 
ing in your lawn. 


Crabgrass isn’t bothered by 2,4-D, 


but phenyl mercury acetate prepara- 
tions are usually deadly to it. There 
are occasional failures, and nobody 
knows why. Spray or dust at ten-day 
intervals until all crabgrass is gone. 
Don’t expect miracles. Crabgrass is a 
tough weed, and usually your soil is 
loaded with crabgrass seeds which 
continue to germinate all summer if 
your lawn is thin. (Caution: A few 
people are allergic to mercury, so wear 
your rubber gloves when handling it. ) 

Potassium cyanate also kills crab- 
grass. Action is swift and spectacular, 
causing death by chemical “burning.” 
The cost of treatment is less than for 
mercury, but often your lawngrass also 
turns brown for 1 to 3 weeks after 
each treatment. (Caution: Never use 
cn bentgrass, or on any lawn less than 
l-year old, or on any lawn during 
drought.) Potassium cyanate will even 
rid Bermuda grass of crabgrass if ap- 
plied three times at 7- to 10-day inter- 
vals in August. Add a liquid soap each 
time to insure thorough wetting of the 
waxy crabgrass leaves. 

No chemical weed killer is a cure- 
all substitute for good lawn practices. 
You must feed generously, mow regu- 
larly at the 1!% inch height, and aerate 
the soil whenever it is needed (see 
March House BEAuTIFUL, pages 104- 
105). Also, since the weeds now oc- 
cupy space where desirable grasses 
should be, you must reseed the bare 
places after the weeds are killed. Most 
complaints about weed killers occur 
because the lawn owner didn’t realize 
how little lawn grass he had, so he 
blames the weed killer for destroying 


the good grass when he discovers how 


brown his lawn is after chemical treat-., 


ment. The brown look he decries is 


due to the abundance of dead weeds. 


2B. Keep plants green by feeding. 
We now know that much of the yel- 
lowing and browning we observe when 
plants are under the stress of summer 
droughts is really due to temporary 
starvation rather than to excessive 
thirst. A similar mineral shortage 
causes much of the dismal browning 
of lawns and many evergreens in win- 
ter. Feeding the plants corrects both 
conditions. 

Here’s what’s wrong. Excessive heat 
or cold reduces your plant’s ability 
te pull nutrients out of the soil. So 
you must boost the supply in the soil 
to a level that will result in adequate 
absorption. 

Here’s what to do: Split your an- 
nual application of plant food into five 
feedings—February, April. June, Sep- 
tember, and November. Skip the June 
feeding if crabgrass is abundant in 
your lawn. Apply 1 to 2 pounds of a 
complete plant food per 100 square 
feet at each feeding. Then soak soil. 

You may wonder about the value 
of the February and October feedings, 
made when the ground is cold. They 
are important because roots continue 
to absorb and store plant food except 


when the soil is actually frozen. 


M. Try leaf feeding. It’s a quick 
way to pep up your plants. We usually

And meantime it 
is acquiring patina, a peculiarly lovely sheen that use alone 
can give to silver, because it is the creation of a myriad 
infinitesimal wear marks. 

To keep your silver in active circulation, rotate your 
flatware, using a different set of pieces for each meal so 
all your silver gets a good cleaning every few days. 

This labor-saving system works best, of course, only if 
you have a diversity of china, glass, and linen which teams 
up compatibly with your silver pattern, yet suitably fills 
the needs of every meal from breakfast to buffet supper. A 
variety of color, shape, and character in glass, china, and 
place mats gives you the chance to change the mood of 
every setting, although your silver remains the same. On 
the luncheon table opposite, the silver takes on the appro- 
priate simplicity of restrained leaf-patterned china, tumbler- 
like glass, and trimly edged place mats.

AN OLD HOUSE CONTAINING MANY 
VALUABLE ANTIQUES, ostensibly 
worded to catch the eyes of sum- 
mer visitors in the country. Judg- 
ing from the fancy prices paid for 
even cracked washbowls, the bait 
has been effective. A “jolly-good- 
fellow” atmosphere is maintained, 
and the buyer has only his knowl- 
edge and experience to rely on. It 
is apparent that this is now a some- 
what uncertain manner of acquir- 
ing additions to a collection, inas- 
much as those conducting the sale 
are not people of a_ particularly 
high business standing. 


N “antique-hunting” proper (that 
is, definitely starting to scour 
shacks, and _ out-of-the- 
way farm houses) there has been a

house auctions. There was a time, 
however. Most collectors 
started early picked 
sideboards, and chairs for the pro- 
verbial from unsuspecting 
owners. Of course, they depended 
on their judgment, but usually the 
prices paid were so low that little 
was lost if the piece did not turn 
out as expected.

collecting, little if any attention 
should be paid to the information 
volunteered by the owners as to 
age of the furniture in question. 
heard Empire chests of 
drawers quoted as having been “in 
the family” for 200 years, and in 
one instance heard a 
that could not have been over 150 
years old recommended as having 
been in the possession of a certain 
well-known collector’s family for 
300 years! How easy it can be to 
be soundly bilked if you don’t 
know your subject. 

Furniture of the Victorian era is 
constantly being passed off as Co- 
lonial. not only by farmers who ex- 
pect to reap a fortune out of Aunt 
Mary’s old parlor and bedroom 
suites at the expense of some sum-

mer visitor, but even by seemingly 
reliable antique dealers. They have 
almost succeeded in confusing the 
styles of the two periods in the 
minds of novices in the game by 
the claim that Victorian furniture 
as such is just being discovered 
and admitted.

bedsteads during excursions in the 
countryside. It is never safe to 
speculate on the chances of future 
taste in art, but it seems that the 
majority of this will be valueless 
to collectors a hundred or more 
years from now. Antiques must 
have either historic or artistic val- 
ue to add to the beauty of their 
surroundings. Certainly much of 
the stuff that was turned out during 
the 1880’s and 1890’s has neither, 
except that it the stiff 
commercialism of the period. A 
museum that goes in for atrocities 


mirrors 


as a means of educating the public 
to an appreciation of beauty and 
comfort through disgust with some- 
thing that has neither, might want 
a room or two done in representa- 
tive work of the time. The col- 
lector who buys to use and enjoy 
will find no merit in it. 


UST what furniture should be 
J called genuinely antique, after 
the question of age has been settled, 
is not as controversial as it might 
have been before the arbitrary age, 
necessitated by tariff schedules, of 
100 years was set by the govern- 
ment. Richard F. Bach is quoted as 
saying that “An antique is an old 
piece. Only such reconstruction or 
restoration as is absolutely neces- 
sary to keep the object in use or 


suitable for exhibition is admissi- 
ble.” To qualify as 
equipped to pass judgment, it is 
readily seen that, in addition to a 


be able to 


period 
styles, the conscientious collector 


thorough knowledge of 
must know something about con- 
struction methods. An ability to 
identify woods is a prerequisite. 

Even at best, mistakes in judg- 
ment will occur. The present num- 
ber of pieces or so-called antiques 
in use now would far exceed the 
entire stock of furniture in use 150 
years ago. 

Talking about prices seems out 
of place; estimating treasures as 
items in cold cash carries with it 
an almost sacrilegious aspect.

those other qualities, of always get- 
ting fine things, and the poor col- 
lector cannot.” 

It is quite the fashion among a 
certain class of buyers, notably 
those who started collections just 
recently, to decry the cheap prices 
that the “early birds” paid for 
their treasures. The words of an 
eminent author, himself a pioneer 
of note, are satisfactory explana- 
tion of the rise in price. “It (price) 
has followed laws—laws of supply 
and demand, the law of increasing 
wealth, the law of increasing 
knowledge, the law of fashion. 
Antiques have risen no higher and 
no faster than many other classes 
of property.” 


N FURNITURE, values are based 

not entirely on age or artistry. 
Utility is a big asset, especially if 
the furniture is to be used. The 
utility of a full set often makes for 
value. The amateur who makes a 
hobby of collecting often does so 
for joy and recreation. It is grati- 
fying to know how splendidly the 
value of antiques has weathered 
the depression that saw the drop in 
value of so many apparently fool- 
proof investments. A newspaper 
article some years ago used the 
following headline: “WHILE MANY 
GILT-EDGE SECURITIES ARE STILL 
BELOW THEIR 1929 VALUE, GOOD 
ANTIQUES WILL BRING 60 TO 65 PER 
CENT OF THEIR BOOM-TIME COST.” 

As to specific values, it is a com- 
plex subject. One often wishes for 
a magic list of prices applicable to 
all situations. Futile, of course, 
because prices change with each 
locality, with the very name on the 
auction catalog or the name on 
the shingle of the antique shop. 
Rare pieces or those with historic 
associations will always bring good 
prices, far in excess of any materi- 
al value. and often unpredictable. 


But for the run-of-the-mill antiques, 





some predictions can be made upon 


the basis of observations of prices | 
at auctions (all kinds), antiques 
shops (all types) and prices every- | 
where in any medium, private or 
public. It is never advisable to| 


venture generalizations, especially 
with regard to specific prices, but 
it is fairly safe to estimate that 
practical pieces should cost no 
more than modern furniture of | 
equally fine workmanship. | 

There is a great danger in over-|

ly to standardized types being 
used over and over again to illus- 


| trate books and articles in news- 


papers and magazines. Subordina- 
tion and almost total elimination 
of objects that exhibit significant 
departures from the obvious and 
familiar is at once noticeable to 
the research worker looking over 
hundreds of illustrations. When 
study of well-known pieces has 
been supplemented by a knowledge 
of household gear of early Amer- 
ica gained from every possible 
source, the collector will not turn 
down a chair, for example, because 
it is slightly different from a pho- 
tograph of one of the same style 
in a well-known collection. In fact, 
the wise buyer will take advantage 
of such an opportunity because 
usually the price will be more 
reasonable. 

Perhaps the largest sum _ of 
money paid for one piece of furni- 
ture in the past, and one that will 
set a record for all times, made 
public in 1929, was the $44,000 
paid for the highboy known as the 
Van Pelt-Reifsnyder Highboy. 


UT age and value are not to be 

overestimated in the game of 
collecting and decorating. There is 
the matter of BEAUTY itself, in the 
broad meaning of the term. It is 
not to be lost sight of in the ava- 
lanche of discussions of dates and 
figures of cold cash. As one writer 
on furniture has put it: “Through 
the influence of beauty constantly 
before one’s eyes, higher ideals 
are developed, the desire for beau- 
ty is created, and parallel with this 
appreciation of the beautiful a 
hatred of the unbeautiful—wars, 
crimes, dishonesty, the reflections 
of sordid surroundings.” Such a 
quality is intangible, but its pres- 
ence and its influence are to be 
felt quite definitely. 

In the final analysis of any dis- 
cussion about material values of 
antique American furniture, the 
point must be made that the true 
connoisseur’s pride is no mere vul- 
gar wallowing in material posses- 
sion. It is comparable only to the 
pride of the scholar, with the addi- 
tion that the collecting lends itself 
readily to the making of actual 
friendships and allows contacts 
with altogether delightful, 
well-informed people.

What kind of furniture 


belongs in a garden? 





By William Hendricks 








andscape architects Eckbo, Roys- 
L, ton & Williams have found, from 
practical experience, that some 
pieces of outdoor furniture just 
didn’t fit the carefully built-up com- 
position created by the garden de- 
signer. To insure closer harmony 
between the garden living area and 
its furniture, they decided to design 
their own garden furniture accord- 
ing to the following rules which 
can guide you when buying for 
your terrace. 

No piece, unless it is semi-fixed, 
like a dining table, should weigh 
more than 20 pounds, since women 
do most of the furniture moving 
in a garden. If a piece should run 
but not more than 30 
pounds, it should be easily gripped 


heavier, 


and/or placed on wheels. 

Teak is the best outdoor mate- 
rial, followed by mahogany. Eckbo. 
Royston & Williams use redwood 


because, although it is softer and 
bruises easily, it takes the weather 
with minimum care. On the West 
Coast it is in harmony with its 
background. Also, houses and 
fences in that region make frequent 
use of redwood and they feel that 
the repetition of materials is sound 
design practice.

There are actually three types of 
fibers casually styled “rayon” 
which must in the future. by Fed- 
eral ruling. be called viscose rayon, 
cupra rayon (bemberg). and ace- 
tate. They all come from the same 
basic materials. but are converted 
into fibers by different methods. 
The way these fibers perform in a 
fabric depends on this chemical 
processing. Viscose rayon, for ex- 
ample, is attacked by mildew. So 
is cupra. But acetate is not, al- 
though it may discolor. Acetate is 
more resistant to sunfading. All 
three must be ironed carefully. 
Viscose rayon can burn rapidly; 
acetate burns slowly. Acetate holds 
color better under strong sunlight 
(but does not compare with other 
synthetics), resists acids and alka- 
lis better. 

Both viscose and acetate makers 
have made great strides in improy- 
ing the performance of their prod- 
ucts. One viscose development, 
called Fiber E, resists soil because 
the fiber surface is smooth. It can 
also have a predetermined crimp 
that makes it excellent for rugs. 

New dyeing processes for rayons 
and acetate insure longer color re- 
tention, more brilliant color. And

For wear resistance 
nylon comes first, followed by Sa- 
ran, Orlon, and Dynel. 

In all these characteristics, the 
rayons and acetates do not com- 
pare with the other synthetics, yet 
they far outdistance them in vari- 
ety of weave, pattern, and color, as 
well as in reasonable cost. Hf you 
must have permanent pleating, it 
is possible to obtain rayons and 
acetates that are treated to have 
such advantages. So do not assume 
that rayon and acetate might not 
be a good answer to some of your 
particular problems. 

But the millennium isn’t here yet. 
No one material is all things to all 
problems. The synthetics, it is true, 
have many desirable properties as 
compared with their natural rivals. 
But some characteristics are more 
evident in one than another. For 
example, Orlon is almost unsur- 
passed in sun resistance; Fiberglas 
is unsurpassed in fire resistance. 
Nylon stands rubbing wear very 
well. But Fiberglas will not stand 
such wear. No synthetic has the 
soft “hand” of top-quality wool, or 
the all-around usefulnes of cotton. 
But the right material in the right 
application can do wonders in eras- 
ing care in the home. It is possible 
to combine the synthetics with na- 
tural fibers to get additional ad- 
vantages. Orlon, with rayon, gives 
crease and wrinkle resistance to a 
material.

Vinyl plastic is available in tile 
form in various thicknesses or by 
the yard.

Such floors never need waxing: 
They clean easily. And in mottled 
shades they do not show dirt and 
dust.

off quickly in the evening. This makes it ideal for west-facing 
porches and terraces. In most parts of this country, summer 
afternoon breezes come from the same direction as the hottest 
sun—that is, the west. A solid wall will stop the sun, but it 
will also stop the breeze. Besides, it will soak up sun-heat all 
afternoon and re-radiate it back at you half the night. The 
lattice wall keeps out the sun, lets in the breeze, and stays 
cool itself all afternoon. 


Belgian Congo 


A certain climate needs a certain house, and will insist on 
getting it. Here is a story to prove it. 

In the hot, moist lowlands of Africa, the natives have al- 
ways lived in huts made of straw and/or reeds and/or palm 
leaves, thatched with straw. But the Congo has careful laws 
for the protection of the native worker. When the white man 
hires labor for his plantation, he must give each man, among 
other things, a house to live in. And this house must be a 
real house—what a Belgian means by a real house—made of 
brick, with a good solid roof of tile or corrugated iron. What 
happens? The native uses the brick house for his goats and 
chickens. For himself. he builds a lean-to of mud and sticks, 


straw and palm leaves.

He says 
it goes to show: We hand them a 
higher standard of living on a sil- 
ver salver, and they simply don’t 
want it. But the Black Man has got 
something there. His house ideas 
were developed in this climate, and 
he knows a brick house gets hot in 
the* sun, and holds the heat too 
long at night. A straw house stays 
much cooler in the daytime, and 
cools off faster in the evening. A 
solid roof acts like a cap. It keeps 
the hot air trapped in the house. 
A straw roof lets the hot air seep 
right on up and out. 

What concerns us here is, of 
course, not the material, straw, but 
the idea—light construction. If you 
live where the summers are humid 
and hot, you too want to make 
your house as little massive as you 
can. Roughly speaking (other 
things being equal and all that sort 
of thing). the fewer tons of mate- 
rial in the house, the less heat will 
be stored in the walls and roof to 
bother you at night. And this idea 
is even more important in the U.S. 
than in the Congo, because our 
summer days are longer than tropi- 
cal days; our summer nights 
shorter than tropical nights—and 
often hotter, too. 

A summer night in, say, Wash- 
ington, D.C., gives a house little 
time to cool off; and many houses 
start a new summer day not fresh 
and cool, but still warm from the 
previous day’s heat. That’s bad, 
and that’s what you avoid by light 
construction. 


N ROOFS, too, it is the idea that 

counts. We can’t very well use a 
straw roof—perhaps the most com- 
fortable hot-weather roof there is. 
But we can see to it that our roofs 
act like straw roofs in this respect. 
They must let the hot air escape 
freely. through enough ventilation 
openings that are big enough. 

Many of our attics are vicious 
heat-traps. A tight roof sits on top 
of the house like an inverted cup. 
trapping all the hot air that forms 
in the house and holding it in. In 
many attics you would literally die 
if you had to spend much time 
there on a hot summer day. Natur- 
ally, this heat then creeps down 
into the attic floor. The ceilings of 
the rooms below get warm, stay 
warm long after sunset. and radi- 
ate heat at people who are trying 
to sleep. This is perhaps our worst 
source of summer heat discomfort. 
If the ignorant native can avoid it,

Timbuktu 

Here on the southern edge of the 
Sahara, the weather behaves as it 
often behaves in our West. only 
more so. There is a vicious daily 
roller-coaster of temperature. The 
air is dry and clear. The sky is a 
deep blue. The sunshine is fierce, 
and the days are very hot. But as 
soon as the sun sets, it is as if a 
refrigerator had turned itself on.

It is | 
built of sun-baked bricks, with im. |] 
mensely thick, heavy walls and | 
small, slit-like windows. It is in all 
respects just about the exact oppeg 
site of the airy, porous, lightly- 
built hut that is the native house | 
for moist, hot climates, where nights | 





are almost as warm as days. 

Well, same weather, same house. | 
Almost any Timbuktu house would | 
blend easily into Taos or Tucson, | 
There may be historical reasons — 
for this—Arab influence on Spall 
and through Mexico to our South- 
west; Arab influence also in Tim-| 
buktu. But the deeper reason is 
that this type of climate just sim-| 
ply demands this type of house. | 

The idea is the same—in Tuc 
son or Timbuktu. The thick walls” 
absorb the sun-heat all day long. 
But because they are so enormously 
thick. they don’t get really hot— 
just very mildly warm all through, 
And so the inside of the house 
stays cool while outside the day is 
hot. Then at night. the walls begin 
to cool off. But because they are so 
massive and so much mild heat is 





stored in them, the cooling effect 
never reaches the inside of the 
house. Outside, the temperature 
does a_ roller-coaster. Inside, it 
stays practically the same—day and) 
night. In the daytime, the thick 
walls cool you. At night, they warm

The cost of a car abroad 


You’ve probably heard a lot of 
elib talk about the ease of touring 
Europe by motor. It is easy and a 
great way to see things close to. 
But nobody ever mentions the price. 
To give you some idea, for possible 
inclusion in your budget, here are 
some figures from the Victor Brit- 
ain car-hire service, London. If you 
drive yourself in England, in a 4-5 
passenger Morris Oxford. figure a 
pound ($2.80) per day rental. plus 
eight pence (10¢) per mile. For 
a week, the rental charge is six 
pounds ($16.80) plus mileage at 
10¢ per mile. If youre driven in 
style by a chauffeur, figure 18¢ a 
mile or $1.75 per hour, whichever 
is greater, plus the chauffeur’s 
board and lodging. And if your 
trip exceeds four weeks or 1,000 
miles, you’re allowed a 5% dis- 
count. You can arrange to pick up 
your car at airport, dock, or rail- 
way station. — 

There is also an intriguing ar- 
rangement whereby you buy a car, 
use it for as long as you want, 
and resell it. Here’s how this 
Pamosa Guaranteed Re-purchase 
Plan works: Before you leave home 
you buy, either directly from Pacific 
Motor Sales or through your travel 
agent, a European-made car, which 
will be delivered to you when you 
arrive in Paris. All necessary papers 
and certificates are prepared for 
you. Cars are available in several 
makes and sizes, costing from 
$1.100 up, and accommodating 
four, five, or six passengers. After 
your tour you re-sell the car in 
Paris at prevailing re-sale rates. It 
is estimated that depreciation aver- 
ages out so that the motor trip 
has cost each passenger around 
$125. Seems like pretty economical 
going. and a great idea for a group 
of friends who want to go traveling 
together. You can keep the car, 
of course, if you'd like a_ big 
souvenir of your trip abroad. In- 
formation: your travel agent or 
Pacific Motor Sales offices in New 
York, Chicago, or Los Angeles.

stead must be filed in a _ public 
office. 

Take the first way of passing the 
homestead, by a deed. A deed is a 
written instrument, a “convey- 
ance,” by which an owner of land 
transfers title to it. A deed may 
name any number of grantees. For 
simplicity, well consider no more 
than two. A deed in joint tenancy, 
such as the Harlows’, may have ad- 
vantages in some circumstances. 
Too often it has disadvantages that 
make it undesirable, an arrange- 
ment to be approached warily and 
entered into only after full con- 
sideration of possibilities. Of it, 
more presently. 


DEED naming only one grantee 
‘fimay be a wise and expense-say- 
ing resort. It was thought so in this 
situation, for example: 

A and his wife, in their middle 
forties, with their three children 
occupy a homestead, “live in their 
own home.” The deed to it is in 
A’s name as grantee. He wishes to 
arrange his affairs so that his wife 
will own the homestead outright. 
as against a mere “life interest,” if 
he were to die first. He could do 
this by a  joint-tenancy deed 
naming her and himself as grant- 
ees, “co-tenants,” or by a will des- 
ignating that the homestead go to 
her solely, “in fee simple.” 

Above all, A wishes to spare his 
wife the inconvenience, delay, and 
expense of probate, with its execu- 
tor and attorney fees, court costs, 
and the like. Also, he’d like to 
keep down, or avoid entirely, a 
possible federal estate tax in the 
event of his prior death, and maybe 
other death taxes as a state inheri- 
tance or estate tax, gift taxes, etc. 

By the resort to joint tenancy, 
vis wife might have to pay on a 
‘capital gain” in her federal, and 
sven state, income tax in case she 
sold the homestead later.

But there is something more, a 
part of the plan. At the time of the 
exchange of deeds, Mrs. A makes 
a will in which she devises the 
homestead, now hers, back to A. In 
it she makes some such statement 
as, “I have intentionally made no 
provision for my children.” If Mrs. 
A dies first, A will have to probate 
the will, of course. 

It may be in order to note that 
this was not a case of parents’ 
granting a “support deed” of the 
homestead to a son or a daughter 
on the grantee’s promise to care 
for the parents for the rest of their 
Such don’t 
work out well. Too often they re- 


lives. deeds always 
sult in lawsuits. 

A deed in joint tenancy should 
state expressly that the grantees 
have title as joint tenants. An ap- 
proved wording runs that they hold 
“as joint tenants with the right of 
survivorship and not as tenants in 
common.” 

In a tenancy in common there is 
no right of survivorship. Tenants 
do not necessarily hold equal in- 
terests, as they do in a joint ten- 
ancy. On the death of one tenant, 
in a tenancy in common, his in- 
terest will pass to his heirs if he 
leaves no will or to the persons 
named if he leaves one. Nineteen or 
more states recognize a “tenancy 
by the entireties.” in which the 
grantees must be husband and wife 
and in which they have the right of 
survivorship. It is a form of joint 
tenancy. Massachusetts, New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Oregon are 
among states that recognize such 


tenancies. 


IGHT of survivorship and avoid-

attractive. A large trust company 
recently estimated that of all home- 
stead titles coming within its pur- 
view about 50 per cent were in 
joint tenancy.

He hoped to gain as wide a recog- 
nition as possible—and earn as 
much money as possible. These 
were the sane and practical under- 
pinnings of his art. 

On the other hand, it is useless 
to deny that there are difficulties 
in the way of the enjoyment of 
music. To ask you to plunge into 
music without any preparation is 
a little like throwing a man who 
doesn’t know how to swim into the 
lake on the theory that necessity 
will teach him how. 

What are these difficulties? The 
first is 


tradition and history. In the early | 


part of the century, many Amer- 
icans regarded most music as a 
rich man’s property. If you wore 
a top hat without embarrassment 
and summered in Newport, then 
you could afford to give some at-

HOW TO USE MUSIC IN YOUR LIFE 


iar people worshipped at its shrine. 
The word “long-hair” was coined. 

What was the use of music? It 
| had no place in the credo of suc- 
| cess. It could not further a young 
man’s career; he had better learn 
to play a decent game of golf in- 
stead of wasting his time in an 
| overheated concert hall. Perhaps 
the ladies, the very young and the 
very elderly, could use it to keep 
them busy. As for popular music, 
that was stuff for the dance hall 





and not worthy of respectable 
notice. 

I do not mean to say that these 
disdainful conditions prevailed 


throughout. Of course not. Isn’t 
the New York Philharmonic more 
than a century old? Don’t the Bos- 
ton Symphony and the Philadelphia 
Orchestra have a long history? 
There has always been a_ public 
for music in our country. Our mu- 
sical tradition is older and more 
solid than is generally realized. But 
the fear of music existed, and was 
sufficiently permeating to continue 
to exist. Over and over again you 
hear people say, “I like music— 
but I don’t know anything about 
it.” What they mean is, “I’d like 
to like music, but I am scared of 
it. I think I need some special 
knowledge for it.” And they look 
for a road map, the signs and 
reference marks of which they 
then cannot read. 


N SHORT, many of us suffer 

from an inferiority complex about 
music. The remedy for this lies 
first in understanding how this com- 
plex arose in the childhood of our 
century; second, in acquiring the 
conviction which I have already ex- 
pressed, that technical knowledge 
is not what you need. No knowl- 
edge is necessary but feeling—feel- 
ing unforced, honest, and 
learned. 

The second difficulty lies in a 
lack of acquaintance with music at 
an early age. In most public and 
high schools, we do not pay much

We learned to read words, but 
most of us did not learn to read 
notes. Knowledge of note reading} 
is not a prerequisite to the enjoy- 
ment of music. But our ignorance 
of the simplest material out of 
which music is made is indicative 
of our distance from music. Musie 
remains stranger than literature, 
less capable of being opened and 
enjoyed than a book. Our schoo 
days are over, so perhaps there is 
no remedy for this situation. Many 
people, however, have discovere¢ 
that even a little knowledge of note 
reading and even the scantiest ae 
quaintance with an _ instrument 
works wonders. To this aspect of 
the subject we shall return later.

HE THIRD difficulty lies in the 

nature of the art itself. Musie¢ 
seems to be a very indefinite art 
It seems shapeless. Very sweet, b f 
vague. Our intellect tells us thal 
this cannot be so. We know that 
music obeys precise laws. It is nof 
a pot of honey spilled at random 
We do not know, however, wha 
these laws are. So we get lost i 
music, we wander off, we canno} 
follow the thread, cannot carve off 
the continuity. 

To put it in another way, musi 
is the art which is farthest remoye¢ 
from real life. Sculpture and paint 
ings (all but a few) have a con 
nection with an object or a form 
with which we are familiar fron 
real life: a windmill, an apple, 
woman’s back. Like music, paint 
ing is an art that deals with dram 
and emotion; but a painting take 
a slice of life as a starting poi 
for the drama. Similarly, a book 
a play. or a verse tells some kim 
of story related to observable life 
to people or events.

I should add that there are é 
ceptions. Certain music does tell 
story or paint a picture. Debussy)

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La Mer is music that “paints” the 
sea. We are told so by the com- 
poser, and the music itself quite 
makes us believe that we hear and 
see and indeed smell the ocean, 
that we take part in the green and 
white roughhouse of the waves. 
Richard Strauss’s Till Eulen- 
spiegel tells a story, the adventur- 
ous story of a rascal. Once we 
know what these adventures are, 
we easily fit the music to them.

A very fine Danish Port Salut 
cheese is available from Ham- 
macher Schlemmer. Its savor is on 
the assertive side for this variety 
of cheese—rather similar to Brie 
cheese, I'd say. Its texture is simi- 
lar to Brie, too, though firmer. 
Danish Port Salut, you'll find if 
you don’t already know it, is some- 
what like that produced in Italy 
and France, both texture-wise and 
in taste. It’s a cheese that teams up 
with dark bread and a glass of beer 
as if they were made for each other. 
Its price of $1.60 for a 2-pound 
loaf is amazingly low for imported 
cheese of this quality. 


I don’t know how House of Herbs 
happened to go far afield from their 
herb products and add a dehy- 
drated onion-soup base to their line.

How to start plants 


from seed indoors 


By John A. Hayward 


. 


ll] you need is a few ordinary 
A -6-inch clay pots, a sunny window- 
sill, some seed, garden soil, and a 
pencil. For this small outlay you can 
have flowers in bloom sooner this 
summer, have vegetables ready to 
pick weeks before regular ripening 
time. How? You get ahead of the 
game by starting seeds indoors a 
month or six weeks before you 
would normally plant them outside. 





Scatter seed thinly on level surface. Empty seed packet can 
be used for control in covering seeds lightly with soil mixture. 
Tamp final surface with bottom of drinking glass or other 
flat object. Place name stake in pot for later identification. 





Moisten soil over sheet of newspaper. Ordinary clothes 


sprinkler makes good watering device. Leave paper on surface 
until sprouts appear to prevent drying of soil. Place pot in 
shaded spot. Move sprouted seedlings gradually into sunlight.

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Combine equal parts of garden 
soil and sand as your starting mix- 
ture. (You can buy potting soil 
at your florist if it’s difficult to get 
soil outdoors.) Cover bottom half 
inch of pots with bits of pot or 
pebbles for drainage. Fill with soil 
mixture to within an inch of the 
top. You’re ready to sow the seeds.

Indistinct mottled 
or dark areas appear. or the light 
shines too much through the foli- 
age. Moreover a branch, no matter 
how revealing in its form, does not 
present the aspect of the tree as 
a whole. It is like the severed 
arm of a statue apart from the 
body’s voluptuous lines.

The text in Miss Rogers’ book. 
however. is more evenly written 
than that of Miss Cormack. Though 
fewer specific facts are given and 
these are less precise, there is a 
unity and flow which engenders a 
feeling of close acquaintance with 
each tree after a few short para- 
graphs. The book is directed at 
one type of person—the beginner. 
whether child, adolescent, or adult. 

That has undoubtedly been Miss 
Cormack’s intent as well, but where- 
as Miss Rogers writes frankly as 
an amateur talking to friends, Miss 
Cormack is at times the teacher 
(which indeed she is—at Roger 
Williams Park Museum in Provyi- 
dence, Rhode Island) pointing out 
the wonders of plant life to the 
uninformed. The first page 
such elementary sentences 
“Perhaps you had an orange for 
breakfast. That came from a tree.”

Three pages over we find: “Air is 
made of carbon mixed with oxygen. 
Water is made of hydrogen and 
oxygen. To make sugar you need all 
three things: carbon, hydrogen and 
oxygen. The trick is to take air 
and water apart and put them to- 
gether again in the right way to 
make sugar.” Simple 
still, but complicated ideas. There 
seems to be a discrepancy in aim.

Lucy Braun’s comprehensive 
ork is a book to excite admiration 
r the tremendous amount of 
Nean-cut information she has 
massed in her years of field work, 
ading, and research. 

The opening pages of the book, 


escribing the seasonal rhythm in 
eastern American forest, read 
ke a paean. The words could al- 
ost be put to music. But on page 
Lucy Braun, the lover of nature, 
ecomes Dr. E. Lucy Braun, Pro- 
sssor of Plant Ecology. She gets 
own to the business of teaching 
1 a matter-of-fact way. “Deciduous

aragraphs “Three Cen- 


turies of Change”), one is knee- 
deep in terminology. Starting with 
such familiar words as community 
(any unit of vegetation) and for- 
mation (the major vegetational 
unit), one is eventually wading in 
mull and mor (two kinds of hu- 
mus) and in grood soils (which 
are transitional between prairie 
and forest soils). These words are 
not yet 
dictionary. 

Deciduous Forests of Eastern 
North. America is mainly a refer- 
ence volume or text for advanced 
students in botany. It is not a book 
for the gardener to seize upon. The 
author hopes her work will find 
interest for the layman, but it will 
be mainly the one with a profound 
interest in plant life of the forest. 

Geological history, with its broad 
scope of action through the cen- 
turies, makes more dramatic read- 
ing than the Jisting of species of 
plants in each forested area of the 
eastern states. Therefore Part III, 
entitled “The Evolution of the Pres- 
ent Pattern of Forest Distribution,” 
is the section the layman is most 
likely to enjoy—but even 
some scientific background will be 
required. 

To one who is more familiar 
with flowers than trees, the descrip- 
tions of the floral inhabitants of 
the forests create pictures in the 
mind wnich provide a pleasant in- 
terlude. From these the layman 
reader, if he is a gardener, will 
derive some notions of how to treat 
the native plants he cultivates.

Jor 40 years I have been some-

of my garden in perennial ground 
cover—vincea, funkia, sedum, trol- 
ius, and daylilies. All these plants, 
when close enough together, almost 
completely eliminate weeds. Such 
perennials as peonies, phlox, and 
dahlias. because of their shade, 
also retard the growth of weeds. 
For cut flowers without exces- 
sive work I now rely upon petunias. 
zinnias, pansies, and forget-me-nots. 
The ground under them is well 
covered with compost each year. 
Now. what does all this sum up 
to? Just this: In the course of five 
years I have added six inches of 
dark, pliable topsoil to the sur- 
face of my garden. and I have suf- 
ficient annual bloom to justify the 
existence of my garden. | have also 
practically eliminated weeds.

Q. How Important Is Color? 


A. Your choice of color is, perhaps, the most im- 
portant decision you will make when choosing your 
new rug or carpet. If your furniture and furnishings 
are predominantly dark, a light carpet will probably 
set them off to best advantage. If they are light in 
tone, you will more than likely want a dark carpet 
to lend contrast. 


Q. Should I Choose A Pattern Or Solid Color? 
A. This is largely a matter of taste. Generally 
speaking, however, a solid color—or a carpet limited 
to various tones of the same color—will harmonize 
with a wider variety of other furnishings. On the 
other hand, if you wish to express your own 
individual taste very dramatically, you may 
prefer a multi-colored pattern. Patterns, inciden- 
tally, do not show soil as easily as a solid color. 


@ When it comes to deciding on color and pattern, 
the main thing to remember is that you will be 
living with your new carpet for a long time, so you 
should pick one you really like! 


Q. How Do Carpet Color And Pattern Affect The 
Feeling Of Spaciousness In A Room? 


A. Light colors or cool colors make small rooms 
appear larger, while dark colors or warm colors give 
even a large room an intimate, cozy air. Patterns 
tend to make a room seem smaller. So if you want 
to use a pattern in a small room, choose a small 
pattern—or a single color in a sculptured or tone- 
on-tone efféct that creates a muted self-pattern. 





Q. Does The Texture Of A Carpet, In Itself, Have 
Any Decorative Effect? 

A. Definitely. For example, some very exciting 
new effects with beautiful gradations of color and 
shading are being achieved through the use of both 
high and low loops, or tufts, in the same carpet. The 
interplay of light and shadows on the uneven sur- 
face creates a subdued feeling of pattern. 


@ Through your choice of texture, you can key the

Q. Have There Been Any Recent Developments 
In The Materials Used In Carpets? 


A. Yes, a number of them. The most important is 
an amazing new man-made fiber called carpet rayon. 
This revolutionary new fiber was especially 
developed for carpets and has made possible 
new and desirable characteristics never before 
achieved. For example, through special ‘‘blends” 
of wool or other fibers and carpet rayon, manufac- 
turers can now create exceptionally rugged and 
durable carpets in more striking color effects and 
with a more luxurious, more brilliant luster. 


Q. What About Price And Value? 

A. It pays to buy the best grade carpet your budget 
will permit. But remember — price alone is not 
always necessarily a true yardstick of value. Differ- 
ent makes of carpets selling at exactly the same price 
may vary considerably in quality. That is why— 
whether you're planning on a needle-loomed carpet 
at $4.95 a square yard or $35-a-yard custom Chenille 
—it’s so important that you buy a well-known make 
you know you can trust. 


Q. What About Cotton Carpets? 

A. For some purposes, cotton carpets are excel- 
lent. You will find that they soil more easily but 
clean well. They also crush more easily but the 
crushing usually enhances their decorative effect. 
Due to their high-style texture and stunning colors, 
cottons have a definite place in modern decorating. 
If you decide on cotton, remember the better grades 
are loom woven—actually woven on a carpet loom. 


Q. Is Broadloom A Specific Kind Of Carpet? 

A. No. Any seamless carpet or rug over 54 inches 
wide is called broadloom, because it is woven on 
a broad loom,

Q. Should I Choose Wali-To-Wall Carpeting Or 
Room-Sized Rugs? 

A. That depends. Wall-to-wall carpeting is gener- 
ally more desirable if you own your own home or 
plan to remain in your present apartment or rented 
house for some years to come. Wall-to-wall carpet- 
ing gives rooms a more luxurious appearance 
and makes them seem larger. Laid throughout 
several adjoining rooms, it helps tie the rooms 
together, thus making your home appear more 
spacious. Also, wall-to-wall carpeting makes house- 
keeping easier. 


@ Room-sized rugs also have their advantages. 
“Customade” room-sized rugs are made in a num- 
ber of sizes to fit practically any room. They cost 
somewhat less than wall-to-wall carpeting, because 
they are slightly smaller and there is no installation 
cost. They can be easily taken up and can be turned 
from time to time to equalize wear. If you choose 
a room-sized rug, make sure that it is only a few

Grow high-bush 


Blueberries 


for year-round enjoyment 








Have white flowers in spring, bright red foliage 


in fall, and harvest a crop of giant berries 


By John A. Hayward 


ts no trick to grow blueberries 
| if you live in an area with acid 
soil (which means a large portion 
of the country) or have a spot 
you've prepared especially for aza- 
leas or rhododendrons. Besides 
erowing well with these shrubs, 
the branch pattern and _ foliage 
of high-bush blueberries provides 
handsome contrast when grouped 
with texture evergreens and other 
plants needing acid soil. 

In spring blueberry plants are 
covered with masses of white, bell- 
shaped flowers similar to lilies-of- 
the-valley. In summer, you'll har- 
vest loads of berries, and with 
the shortening of daylight in fall, 
blueberries are one of the most 
brilliant and decorative shrubs 
with their bright red foliage. 

Buy plants four or five years 
old, and you'll enjoy a crop the 
first summer. Allow plenty of room, 
at least five feet, between each 
plant. They'll soon fill in the space. 
se sure the soil is porous and well 
drained. Heavy soil can be light- 
ened by adding sawdust or peat 


to top six inches around plants. 


Blueberries are very heavy bear- 
ers. They may even have too many 
berries. You can expect to pick 
20 pints from a mature 10-year-old 
bush that’s well pruned, so don’t 


be afraid to clear away excess 
growth. Remove all weak limbs and 
those that have not produced fruit. 
Then cut back about half the re- 


maining fruiting wood. The plants | 
will sprout vigorous shoots loaded | 
with big, juicy berries. 

Mulches will give you an invalu- 





able assist. By covering the soil 


around the bushes with a mulch of 


sawdust, pine needles or peat, you 
make sure none of the available | 
ground moisture evaporates. It all 
goes into water for the plants. Soil 
under mulch stays crumbly and 
moist, so you eliminate time needed |

To realize completely the luxury of dinner-from-a-tray, 
you have to be able to move everything you need from 
kitchen to eating place in one easy trip.

It represents a complete reversal of nineteenth-century 
ideas of what a house should look like, what a house should do. In 
1890, if you could afford a house like this, much of your money 
and effort would have gone into the “front.” Bay windows, tur- 
rets, big porches, and pretentious front doors would have been 
placed to impress the neighbors, the passers-by, the postmen. 
This house, on the contrary, is hardly visible from the street. 
In 1890, your house would have been formally divided into 


front and back rooms, front and back (Continued on page 142)

| ies is a sense, of course, in which one can only 


say that nobody knows how to define talent. But there 





are helpful things which can be said about it. One of 
them is that talent is commoner than most people 
suppose. that there are ways of discovering as well as 


ways of cultivating it in one’s self as well as in others. 


Moreover, the most important thing is the phrase “in 
one’s self” because talent is not simply something which 
other people have. In any individual it is far more often 
undiscovered than non-existent. 

One of the reasons why this must be true is the sim- 
ple fact that talents for special things have a way of 
appearing plentifully when there is a real demand for 
them. If a great flood of talent for painting was sud- 
denly released during the Italian renaissance and a 
great flood of talent for music in the Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth Centuries, that was because there was a great 
interest in music and painting during those eras. 

But it is not necessary to go so far back into the past. 
Two or three decades ago a whole generation of boys 
revealed a talent for handling the mechanical com- 
plexities of an automobile. More recently another whole 
generation appeared to be suddenly gifted with the 


ability to understand the vast complexities of the radio

One of the most satisfying ways of using creative em- 
broidery is to make all the decorative accents in a room go 
together by repeating a single theme. You can borrow an 
idea from something you particularly like and use that as 
a starting point for creating your motif. Study the design 
of a wallpaper, a rug, or the carving on a piece of antique 
furniture. See if there is any part of it that resembles the 
lines or textures of some of your practice stitches. Please 
notice that I say resembles. The idea is not to copy the 
design in stitches, but to borrow a theme with which you 
will create your own design. You may work it out some- 
what differently on each item but the underlying theme 
will tie them all together. 

Don’t think you have to know every stitch in the book 
in order to develop your borrowed theme into a complete 
design. I used only three stitches to embroider “Alchemy” 
which ‘is reproduced on page 168. And I might have used 
the same three to create another design that would look 
so different you would hardly recognize the stitches until 
you studied them closely. For every stitch has its variation, 
sometimes several. You'll get more creative pleasure from 
discovering all the things you can do with one stitch, than 
from learning only the conventional forms of a dozen. 

It won't take you more than an evening to learn one 
basic stitch plus enough variations to give you the raw 
material of an interesting design. Here’s the way to start: 
Choose any one of the stitches explained in this lesson and 
turn to the diagrams which start on page 216. Follow 
them exactly to complete your first stitch. Then repeat 
until you have made ten to twenty and have grasped the

kL music sets your imagination ambling off on some 
tangent of its own, don’t worry.

George Santayana said that “what most 
people relish is hardly music; it is rather a drowsy 
revery relieved by nervous thrills.” The nervous thrill 
“seems to me all right: it is the drowsy revery that I am 
afraid of. I dislike people who listen to music with closed 


eyes. It is either an affectation or it is a cowardly way 





of catching forty winks. 

Like the sensible passenger on the ship, the indefi- 
nite listener keeps himself flexible, he sways with, he 
does not buck, the pitch and toss and roll of the vessel. 
Music in progress is like the sea. Its storms are fright- 
ening and wonderful, its lulls are sweet and dazzling, 
its color is eternally indeterminate because the very 
essence of its nature is change, mystifying, continuous 
change. 


Neither music nor the sea can be “grasped easily.” 





Or, to put it in blunt words, let’s say honestly that few 
listeners can listen to all of a long composition. Very 
well, let’s then determine to listen to as much of the 
piece as we can. “As much of it” may mean a rather 
disorderly procedure. We may listen wherever the music 
holds us fast, be it at the beginning, the middle, or the 
end. We may dip in and out. 

It is, by the way, extremely difficult, if not impos- 
sible. to force one’s attention.

bert Einstein was praised in a pub- 
lic speech for his self-sacrificing 
devotion to science, he replied that 
he had never in his life done any- 
thing which he did not want to do. 

All those young men who re- 
vealed talents for tinkering with 
automobiles and radios did not be- 
gin by forcing themselves to take 
pains, and neither did they ask 
themselves whether or not they 
had conspicuous talent for that sort 
of thing. They merely set them- 
selves interestedly to work to see 
what they could do. And if Ameri- 
cans seem to have talent for me- 
chanics but are commonly said to 
have less for the arts, that has far 
more to do with the fact that they 
have been more interested in me- 
chanical things than it does with 
any inborn capacity. Where one’s 
heart is, there one is likely to find 
one’s talent. When America _be- 
comes as interested in music or 
art as it has been in machinery, it 
will produce not only great artists 
but a whole population more or 
less talented in that way. 

Fortunately, then, we are most 
likely to be able to do at least 
reasonably well what we should 
like most to do. Whether that is 
because talent is really the prod- 
uct of love and desire, or whether 
it means simply that the desire to 
do something is the first sign of a 
talent for doing it, makes little dif- 
ference so far as the individual is 
concerned. 

Once one has started. there is 
another rule quite as important as 
the first and it might be stated thus: 
In the beginning, at least, compete 
with no one except yourself. You 
know, of course, that you cannot 
expect to do as well as a master. 
But don’t ask yourself whether it 
seems likely that you ever will. In 
the first place, it never can seem 
that you will, and the great mas- 
ters themselves often started out 





much less well than “more promis | 


ing” beginners. No one ever knows 
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how far he may travel along a road 
he has chosen. In the beginning 
don’t compete even with beginners. 
Do the thing because you want to 
do it, not because you think you 
can beat someone else. Talent flour- 
ishes under praise and encourage- 
ment. Give both to yourself in the 
early stages and others may give 
them to you later. 

There is a beautiful legend told 
of one of the first English poets, 
Caedmon. Unlike his fellow monks 
‘he could not entertain the company 
at dinner when the harp was passed 
\to him in his turn. One night he 
fled to hide in the cow barn where 
the saw suddenly an angelic com- 
pany and was at that moment so 
moved by the desire to praise God 
that he composed the first of the 
poems which made him famous. 

_ Thus the old monk discovered his 
‘talent when the desire to do some- 


thing.overcame his conviction that 
he could not do it. That is the way 
talents are often born and the law 
will apply to the greatest as well 
as the simplest, to the domestic 
arts as well as to the “fine.” 
Perhaps this same legendary in- 
cident will also bring us as close 
as we can ever get to our original 
question. According to the diction- 


ary, talent is “a special natural 
ability,” but the dictionary gives 


also as an obsolete meaning, “‘in- 
clination or disposition.” And that 
may come closer to truth, because 
it puts the stress where it belongs 
—upon the desire which creates 
ability. It may not always be true 
that necessity is the mother of in- 
vention, but it is certain that love 
is the mother of talent. When one 
would rather do a thing badly than 
not do it at all, one has taken the 
first step toward doing it well.

Have butcher bone the leg of 
lamb. In selecting the leg of lamb, 
get the one with the most white fat 
on it. The lamb should be cut into 
two big pieces of equal thickness 
for even cooking. (Have the butcher 
send you the bone he removes. You 
can use it in the Rice Pilaff.) 

Mash garlic in a white enamel 
pan, or any non-metal container 
that will hold the lamb. (Metal 
causes a reaction with soya sauce. ) 
Into your Pyrex measuring pitcher 
pour the honey. then add _ boiling 
water and stir until honey is dis- 
solved. Add soya sauce. I use a Py- 
rex pitcher for it is so much easier 
Wipe lamb with 
clean damp cloth and put in white 


for measuring. 


enamel pan fat side down. Pour 
half the honey and soya sauce mix- 
ture over it and then turn the 
lamb over and pour the rest of the 
sauce over it. Cover with wax paper 
and put in the ice box. This should 
be done 24 hours before cooking it. 
Turn the lamb two or three times 
in its soya sauce bath so that the 
sauce will permeate the lamb. This 
marinating of the meat with the 
brew is known as the marinade. 
About an hour and a half before 
you wish to serve the lamb. get it 
out of the ice box, put it in your 
roasting pan. The lamb should be 
placed in the pan with its fat side 
up. and on a rack. Put half a cup 
of the marinade and a half cup of 
water in the pan and put into the 
oven set at 300° F. The top heat in 
the oven should be very low as the 
honey has a tendency to brown very 
fast. If you like a smokey flavor 
add two dashes of Wright’s BAR- 
B-Q Smoke to the cup of marinade 
and water before pouring it over the 
lamb to go into the oven. 


o 


\° YOUR guests are finishing 
HW their drinks whisk yourself to the 
kitchen. pour off nearly all of the 
juice from the roasting pan into a 
frying pan. This makes it easier to 
skim the fat off with a skimming 
spoon or paper towel. Add and heat 
in frying pan a quarter to half cup 
of white wine. The amount of white 
wine depends upon the amount of 
sauce you have from the lamb. 
Taste it to see if it needs more 
wine. Sometimes I add 14 cup of 
the marinade to extend the sauce. 
and cook for about 5 minutes. 

Remove lamb from oven. place 
on a hot serving platter, and carve 
it in the kitchen, slicing across the 
erain. Arrange these slices on an- 
other hot platter. Pour over them 
the bubbling sauce (the drippings 
and white wine) and serve at once. 
Thus every slice of the lamb will 
be well coated with the sauce which 
helps to enhance the flavor.

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Half-an-hour will be more than 
enough for this first step. even if you 
have never held a needle in your 
hand before. Now you are ready 
for the next step. Lay the diagrams 
aside and spend half-an-hour or so 
practicing the basic stitch you have 
just learned. Make your stitches 
as.big as you can comfortably. and 
don’t worry about being precise. 
The joy of free stitching lies in 
the fact that you don’t have to 
struggle to take tiny stitches, each 
one exactly like the last. The ob- 
ject of your practicing is to acquire 
the rhythm of making the stitch. 
You will discover that the rhythm 
alone will make your stitches as 
regular as they will ever need to be. 

The third step is to learn the 
variations. First. experiment with 
new versions of the basic stitch, 
making them longer or shorter. 
wider or narrower. closer or farther 
apart. and trying them out in vari- 
ous kinds of thread. Then return 
to the diagrams and try the varia- 
tions illustrated. Finally. see if you 
can invent some of your own. Be- 
fore the evening is over you will 
discover that your practice stitches 
are already taking shapes that sug- 
gest decorative designs. 

You will feel freer during your 
practice sessions if you use mate- 


rials that are inexpensive and easy 
to handle. Burlap or some other 
inexpensive fabric with a fairly 
regular weave is good for practice 
because the weave serves as a rough 
guide for your stitches. Ordinary 
cotton string will do very well for 
thread. You will find that it goes 
quite easily into the eye of a blunt 
tapestry needle, size 17. If you pre- 
fer to work with colors ask at a 
needlework department for single- 
strand, soft-twist embroidery cot- 
ton. But be sure to get the dull 
kind without any sheen. 
Assembling the materials for 
your projects can be as creative 
as designing the motifs or execut- 
ing the stitches if you open your 
eyes to the nuances of texture and 
color. Naturally you will want to 
pick a material suitable to the pur- 
pose for which you will use it— 
sturdy, pliable, washable or soil- 
resistant, as the case may be. But 
you don’t have to stick to fabries 
conventionally sold for your pur- 
pose, because you can use your 
stitches to enrich a fabric that 
might otherwise seem too humble 
or give texture to one that would 
otherwise be quite uninteresting, 


So it will pay you to keep an eye) 


out for likely candidates in dress 
goods and “domestics” departments.

The Vandyke Stitch 


The Vandyke stitch will give you a braid effect. It can also 
be made to look like a fishbone depending on how you do it. 
So you can use it either to make an outline or to fill in an 
outline. It is worked from top to bottom of your design. 


Anchor thread and pull through fab- 
ric near the top. This point will mark 
the left hand side of your row of 
stitches. Carry thread to right across 
the fabric in an upward diagonal 
direction. Insert needle, pointing it 
back toward left and take a small 
horizontal stitch. This small stitch 
through the fabric will establish the 
center of your row of Vandyke 
stitches. 


You have already carried your thread 
from A to B over the fabric and from 
B to C under the fabric. Now insert 
your needle at D, on a line with A 
and about the same distance from B 
as A is from C. Bring it through the 
fabric at E, a point directly below A. 
You will now have made a cross 
stitch, wider at the bottom than at 
the top. 


Next insert your needle under both 
threads of the cross stitch, but do 
not take up any of the fabric. 


Insert needle in fabric at a point 
directly below the lower tip of the 
right-hand arm of your cross stitch 
and bring it out at a point directly 
below the lower tip of the left-hand 
arm. You have now completed the 
Vandyke stitch and you will see you 
have the start of a little braid. 


From here on the first part of each 
Vandyke stitch will consist of pass- 


ing the needle under both arms of , 


the cross you have just made. The 
second part will consist of taking 
a wide, slightly diagonal stitch un- 
der fabric from right to left which 
will give you a new cross on which 
to start the following stitch. Your 
braid will lie flatter and look better 
if you don’t pull it too tight. 


The back of the Vandyke stitch 
looks like this.

The Ladder Stitch 


The ladder stitch makes a design all by itself since it looks 
unmistakably like a ladder. It is always worked from top to 
bottom, as you hold your work toward you. 


. 


Starting at the top left of your 
proposed ladder, make two straight 
horizontal stitches of equal length 
and fairly close together. The length 
of these stitches will establish the 
width of your ladder. Then draw your 
thread around to the right in a 
counter-clockwise direction to form 
a loop. Holding the loop down with 
your left thumb, pass your needle 
under your horizontal stitches, with- 
out taking up any fabric, and across 
the loop. 


Carry your thread to the right hand 
side of your two horizontals and 
make a similar loop stitch. 


Next insert your needle on a line 
with the right end of your second 
horizontal but a little below it. Pass 
the needle under the fabric back 
toward the right and bring it out 
just below the start of your first 
loop stitch. 


Insert the needle between the second 
and third rungs of the ladder you 
have started, and pass it under both 
threads of the left-hand loop, with- 
out taking up any fabric. 


Then carry the thread across to the 
right and pass needle under the 
right-hand loop in the same manner. 
When you have completed that step, 
pass the needle under the fabric and 
back toward the left as before. When 
you have made several stitches, the 
sides of your ladder will look like 
little braids. If you want to keep 
them straight, it will help to pull 
your thread slightly to the left after 
making each left-hand loop, but 
leave it a little loose when you make 
the right-hand loops. 


There is no law that says the sides 
of your ladder have to be straight. 
You can produce a number of in- 
teresting effects by expanding the 
width of the ladder as you go, or by 
letting the sides curve gradually in 
one direction.

ave you an incomplete set of 

fine flat silverware which you 
have been unable to fill in because 
your pattern is “inactive,’—a term 
used to denote patterns no longer 
being manufactured, also probably 
no longer to be had at any retail 
stores that you know? If so, take 
heart. For now there is a strong 
probability that.you will be able to 
make your set complete again. 

Many silverware manufacturers 
have announced that they will ac- 
cept orders to replace almost any 
item in patterns which are now on 
the “inactive” list. Even if you 
can’t identify the pattern of the 
manufacturer, there is an encour- 
aging chance that your lost pieces 
can be replaced—not from silver- 
ware now existing, but by means of 
ancient dies from which your sil- 
ver was originally cast. The dies, 
made of fine steel, simply do not 
deteriorate. It is possible that some 
of them have been out of a job for 
two or three generations. Many of 
them are more than a century old, 
but they are being taken out of 
storage, reconditioned and put to 
work again. 

Whether you want to replace a 
long-lost teaspoon from a set that 
Grandmother left you, find four or 
five fill-ins for silver which was lost, 
strayed, stolen, or mutilated, or in- 
crease an eight-place setting to 
twelve, you stand a good chance to 
turn the trick these days. How?

dealer. Show him a few pieces from 


your local silverware 
your incomplete set. If neither of 
you knows the name of the manu- 
facturer or the pattern, he can 
easily find out. Then he can make

One warning: You mustn’t ex- 
pect the manufacturer to dig out 
those dies, cast your pattern, and 
fill your order in a big jiffy.

Magazines should be rolled in a 
paper wrapper which is extended 
over the ends but sealed only along 
the side of the roll. The foreign 
postage rate is 12 cents per pound 
and if you mail only one magazine 
at a time, postage would average, 
to use typical examples: Reader’s 
Digest, 5 cents; Time, 6 cents; Sat- 
urday Evening Post, 12 cents.

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How to 
ABOLISH STAIRS 


Believe it or not, stairs cost more than 
you may want to spend. See how an elevator 


can abolish them for less than you'd think 
By Stanley M. Rowe Jr. 


(2 you afford stairs in your house? Don’t be surprised—you 
may find as we did that you can’t. Once you understand their 
total cost compared with an elevator’s, you may think a long 
time before you commit yourself to trudging a stairway. 

We had to be convinced of this too. As far as we were con- 
cerned, an elevator’s cost was fully justified by its obvious ad- 
vantages—its vast savings in effort, its greater safety and its 
invaluable convenience in time of illness. But our architect, 
Thomas C. Wiggers AIA, proved to us that it would cost com- 
paratively little more to install and operate than a stairway. 

This came out in the remodeling of a century-old farmhouse 
in Cincinnati for my wife, myself, and our two children aged 
3% and 11%. The house was 56 feet long. At each end were 
stairways that climbed the 9 feet 6 inches to the second floor 
with only 11 risers. These stairways were not conveniently placed 
and were obviously too steep. All walls were of brick. 

To alter the walls would have been costly. Architect Wiggers, 
therefore, used the center room on each floor in providing ac- 
cess between the floors. For the proposed elevator installation 
he chose a standard Homelift cab by the Shepard Elevator Com- 
pany. This vertical residence elevator has dimensions of 36 by 36 
inches and requires a plan space of 42 by 48 inches. Trip time 
of 14 seconds would be about the same as stair-climbing. 





Installation of a conventional stairway in the Rowe house would 
have taken 58.5 square feet on each floor and left both rooms 
cramped for space. Also, heat loss up the stairway would be great. 
All walls were of brick, could not be altered except at great cost. 
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When Wiggers’ two plans were completed, we began to see 
why he had talked so confidently about cost comparison. The 
floor area occupied by the elevator was 14 square feet, or 28 
square feet for the two floors. The stairway had outside dimen- 
sions of 6.5 by 9 feet, an area of 58.5 square feet. Total space 
occupied by the stairway was thus 117 square feet. At a con- 
servative figure of $10 per square foot, it would cost far more 
to provide space for the stairway than for the elevator. In terms 
‘of space usage, the comparison was even more striking. Space 
is a luxury in the houses of our time. The drawings show how 
much more efficiently the elevator uses that luxury. 

Wiggers now detailed the costs of installation as follows: 


Installation: Stairway 


Stairway space $1,170.00 
Materials made to order by mill 900.00 
Installation 60.00 
Paint 45.00 
_ Carpeting 100.00 
| Total $2,275.00 
Elevator 
Elevator space $ 280.00 
Equipment, installed 2,244.00 
Total $2,524.00 


The elevator thus cost $249 more than the stairway for the 
installation. 

At this point you are probably asking, as we did, what about 
the operating costs? An elevator needs power and service, but 
a stairway just sits there. However, there is some cost to “oper- 
ating” a stairway, and the comparison between the two is not 
as wide as you'd think. But aside from any comparisons, out-of- 
pocket operating costs for an elevator are less than a nickel 
a day. Wiggers itemized operating costs as shown on page 236.

The elevator thus costs $119.72 more per year to operate. 
So far, we have been measuring everything in terms of dol-_ 
lars. But you can’t price all of an elevator’s advantages. How | 
much does your energy cost? You’d be amazed at how much | 
you spend. We did some calculating which showed that a 125- 
pound housewife who climbed our stairs 15 times daily would | 





expend enough energy to lift nearly nine tons of coal one foot. 
Neither is there a price on the elevator’s safety. The Homelift | 
has four safety features. If the hoist chain should ever break, 
a safety device automatically clamps on the guide rails and 
holds the cab at that point. If the cab is ever loaded beyond 
its 350-pound capacity, a thermal relay device, which operates 
like a circuit breaker, will cut off the power. Should there be 
a person or an object under the descending cab. a bellows 
arrangement under the cab would collapse on contact, cutting 
off the power and halting the elevator. Finally, there is an 
interlocking device which prevents the door to the elevator 
enclosure on the upper floor from being opened. unless the 
cab is at that floor. We kept one stairway for emergencies. 
Stairway safety features, such as they are, make a poor con- 
trast. Injuries occur there with dismaying frequency. and no 
one can measure their cost. Nor can you put a price tag on the 
convenience of an elevator when somebody in the family is con- 
fined to a wheelchair. The Homelift cab takes a chair with 
20-inch wheels. The handle is removed from the chair’s back. 
Another benefit is the heat-saving an elevator can achieve. 
With most stairways, downstairs heat goes up, and upstairs cold 
comes down. There is none of this uncomfortable exchange 
through an elevator shaft, nor any upward drift of cooking odors.

The eleva- 
tor’s operating buttons are 42 inches from the floor, within 
reach of our older child. Our younger one now can reach them, 
too, by bringing a chair or box into the cab. Neither has ever 
caused a failure, nor have any of their young friends who some- 
times operate it. In the first week of operation, there was some 
inconvenience from the children’s failure to close the upstairs 
enclosure so the cab could be called. But now they close it as 
a matter of habit. We use the elevator an average of 40 times 
daily and had no failures of any kind this first year. 

There is one disadvantage. Voice communication between 
floors is difficult. Adding to the difficulty in our case is the acous- 
tical plaster on downstairs ceilings and fiberglas insulation in 
the upstairs enclosure for sound-deadening. But the children’s 
rooms are near the rear stairway and thus in earshot. 

That’s what an elevator has meant for us. The costs we quote 
should find close parallels in other remodeling projects. In 
some types of new home construction, where size warrants both 
a stairway and eleyator, the cost comparison might be even more 
favorable. For there a space saving would count most. 

We feel that if you can justify a vacuum cleaner, despite the 
low cost of a broom, or a dishwasher, which costs far more than 
a dishpan, then an elevator is even more justifiable. But you are 
the one to decide. Can you afford not to have an elevator?

bricks, spread half an inch of mor- 
tar along the base where they are 
to be laid. Don’t be stingy for no 
mortar ever goes to waste on a 
brick job. If you happen to spread 
it, or “butter” it, over too large 
an area, it is no trick at all to 
scoop it up with your trowel after 
each brick is set in place. Lay each 
brick on the mortar as nearly level 
as your eye indicates but test it 
by placing the hand-level upon it 
in both directions. If it is not ex- 
actly level, tap the high points with 
the wooden handle of your trowel. 
When a full row of bricks has 
been put in place, lay the hand- 
level across it just to be sure. A 
quick way to properly get in your 
first course of bricks is to set one 
at each of the corners of the work 
perfectly level and as guides. Then, 
level with each other. Next, place 
the hand-level, or, if too short, a 
straight board, on top of these 





corner-stones and make each and 
every brick laid between them pre- 
cisely touch the under side of the 
hand-level or board. If placed even 
with the edges of the corner-stones, 
this board will also keep the bricks 
in a straight line. As I have al- 
ready stated, most brick-work is 
at least two bricks, or, about eight

These dwarf trees duplicate normal-size trees in trunk struc- 


ture, foliage, fruit—in everything but size. They are only 
one to three feet high. Secret of this dwarfing process is 
regulated starvation and root pruning. The trees are a hardy 
lot and actually require only a minimum of care, so you can 
raise them at a window or on the terrace. You start with tiny 


plants, and in three to five years have one of these works of art.

/the rows were divided and changes 
made in the dimensions before 
replanting. Full use of the soil and 
garden space was assured. 


The biggest labor- and time-saver 


was mulching. The garden was 
never artifically watered even 


though May and July were record 
breakers and heat. 
Water was used when transplanting 


for dryness 
eggplant or tomato plants. Other 
than that, the garden flourished on 
the 4.08 inches of rain in April, 
conserved by a mulch of ground 
corn cobs. Peat or any of the other 
mulches would have done as well. 
Miss Harris used what was at hand. 

Under the mulch, the ground 
stayed moist and workable all sum- 
mer. Weeds had difficulty germinat- 
ing under the covering, so were 
no problem. Cultivation time was 
reduced to a minimum since the 
soil under the mulch did not pack 
down or dry out. The mulch made 
possible an extra crop of lettuce in 
‘the heat of August. It kept mud 
from splattering on letuce and beet 
leaves, cutting kitchen preparation 
time. To top it all off, mulch can 
be worked into the soil at the end 
of the season, improving soil struc- 
ture as it decomposes. 

Insects were no real problem, 
thanks to three dustings of Roten- 
one on leaf vegetables during the 
summer. The bumper crop made 
any loss from insects seem insignif- 
icant compared with the general 
high quality of the vegetables, and 
the size of the harvest.

Books for Gardeners 


A critical survey of recently published plant literature 


By Carol H. Woodward 


History and Adventure 


The Coming of the Flowers, by A. 
W. Anderson. Farrar, Straus and 
Young, New York, 1951. 267 pages. 


When strange new lands in the 
far Pacific were being opened in 
the middle Eighteenth Century, no 
explorer would have dreamed of 
setting sail without a naturalist, re- 
marks author Anderson. The many 
exotic plants that are now in culti- 
vation are in large part the results 


of these naturalists’ journeyings. 


For a century or more the search 
for horticultural and occasionally 
economic material was an impor- 
tant part if not the sole object of 
expeditions by land and sea in 
every part of the world. Mr. Ander- 
son has combed the continents in 
his own for of the 
origins of several hundred garden 


search tales 
plants. Besides the familiar stories 
of the tulip, the dahlia, Captain 
Bligh’s adventure with the bread- 
fruit, and of Bartram and his lost 
Franklinia, he ferreted out 
unusual bits of horticultural his- 
tory interspersed with anecdotes 
from seldom located sources. 
Having a background of botani- 
cal work in New Zealand, he has 
made himself especially familiar 
with the oriental plants in western 
cultivation. He tells the story of 
Dampier’s original discovery of 
breadfruit and the castor-oil plant, 
also of the naming of Clianthus 
Dampieri after its pirate-discoverer. 
He writes of the honors once 
bestowed upon William Forsyth, 
best remembered today in spring 
when the Forsythia blooms. Forsyth 


has 


developed a way of arresting decay 
in the trees which were destined to 


make masts for the King’s navy. 
He explains how the identical use 
of the branches of two different 
shrubs for pipestems caused con- 
fusion in the names of Syringa (for 
lilac) and Philadelphus (for 
“syringa’” or mockorange). He 
writes of the several kinds of mar- 
guerites and their origins, of or- 
chids, violas, and posies; and of 
the plants in the garden of the 
Empress Josephine. The first tiger- 
lily bulbs, he relates, were sent to 
England from Japan in 1804 by 
William Kerr, later 
honored in the spring-flowering 
shrub, Kerria japonica. 

Brief character sketches are 
given of the two unpopular For- 
sters, father and son, who brought 


who was 


into indoor cultivation the ubiquit- 
ous palm, (or Kentia) 
Forsteriana; of Commerson, whose 
botanical assistant turned out to 
be a woman in disguise—the first 
apparently to circumnavigate the 
globe; of Sir Joseph Banks, who 
gave impetus to much exp!oration 
in the Eighteenth Century; of 
Francis Masson, who was responsi- 
ble for the introduction of the 
gay bedding geraniums from South 
Africa; and of George Forrest, 
whose Asiatic explorations from 
the Edinburgh Botanic Garden, be- 
gun in 1905, have us 
rhododendrons and _ primulas. 
Anderson says that Argentina’s 
Rio de la Plata (“River of Silver”) 
was named for 
fields of Zephyranthes growing on 
its banks. Did the country get its 
name from the same source?

This is the sort of exact infor- 
mation given in the Birdseye book. 
The preferences in soil are tabu- 
lated for some 250 native plants. 

The book gives minute directions 
for the making of synthetic “woods 
soil” out of compost and the neces- 
sary chemicals to give it the proper 
degree of acidity or alkalinity. 
This elusive factor, technically des- 
ignated as pH, is accorded a brief 
but effective explanation as “merely 
a convenient unit of measurement 
like pounds or inches.” Since it 
is an arbitrary symbol. even as 
pounds and inches are, a longer 
explanation would tell little more, 
and isn’t really necessary. 

Straightforward directions are 
given for every step in the plan- 
ning. constructing, planting, and 
care of a woods garden. It is re- 
erettable that a ladyslipper was 
illustrated with the instructions for 
digging a plant in full bloom from 
the woods. Too many people are 
already moving these orchids from 
their native habitats to certain 
death in a garden where the Birds- 
eyes’ rules are not being metic- 
ulously followed. 

Two-thirds of the book provide 
descriptions and_ illustrations 
culture in a woods garden. The 
drawings by Walter Graham are 
clean-cut, but their labels fail to 
give their relative proportions. The 
little flat partridge-berry, for ex- 
ample. is shown larger than the 
flowering portion of a six-foot blue- 
bell.

and beyond that, it is bewilderment 
which closes their eyes. They 
haven’t heard that Chopin Sonata 
in Bb often enough (except perhaps 
the second movement, the Funeral 
March) to find their way around. 

More frequent concert-going will 
not solve this difficulty, as the 
programs are beyond their control 
and it is not likely that they will 
encounter the same composition 
soon enough from one concert to 
the next to remember it and really 
to have a chance to familiarize 
themselves with it. 

Here quite obviously the record 
is useful. This is its greatest use— 
not as a substitute for live per- 
formances of music, but as a means 
of your becoming intimately ac- 
quainted with a limited repertoire 
chosen by yourself, selected by 
your own capacity and taste. If 
you don’t play an instrument your- 
self, then the ideal combination for 
the acquisition of a love of music 
is a combination of record-playing 
and concert-going — both concen- 
trated on a few pieces of music. 


T DOESN’T matter greatly what 

music—it really doesn’t, though 
obviously some music is more 
worthy of your love than other 
music. There is also “easy” music 
and “difficult” music. Later on we 
shall have something to say of this 
aspect of music. For the moment, 
let’s not worry over grades or over 
gold-content. Right now let’s be 
practical and choose whatever 
music happens to be within reach, 
which means whichever of the 
major works is about to be played 
by the symphony orchestra in your 
city or the pianist for whose recital 
you have bought tickets. 

Before you attend the concert, 
get a recording of this composition. 
Then play this often 
enough to feel that you are on 
terms of reasonable friendship with 
the music. I can promise you that 
your concert-going experience will 
mean much more to you and that 
most of the difficulties of under- 
standing the music will melt away. 
In the course of a year you might 
develop a good acquaintance with 
only two or three of the master- 
pieces. But what of that? Isn’t that 
better than a formless half-recol- 
lection of a lot of music, the shadow 
of which lies in the back of your 
mind, only half recallable? 

It is this process which will un- 
cover the thrills of music, the high

Many 

an economy-minded householder has jeopardized

is not always the cheapest thing. An investment 
in one fine object or material can give a room 
such decorative potency that less fine 
furnishings either go unnoticed or look far more important 
than they really are. But you must be bold in your 
splurging.

Top is a 


liding door cabinet, outfitted with shelves; about $50. e 

















Be willing to be different. Unconventional 


solutions are often the best, especially if you 


haven’t all the money you want. It’s a shame 

that the poor are so often the most conventional, 
because following a stereotyped formula of 
furnishing or building always costs more. So 

free your mind and try to solve your problem 
differently from the way you've ever seen it done before. 
Above, see the characterful results in a small room 
when a dining table is placed at right 

angles to a wall—and when the wall is actually 
covered with a textured fiber rug to match 

the one on the floor. This, incidentally, is an 
excellent imaginative dodge to borrow, 

if you want to cover a hopelessly cracked- 

up wall that spurns both paint and paper. Rug, 
“Scots-Wai” by Waite Carpet Co., costs less 


than a plasterer. In 9’ x 12’ size, about $25. 


Have a general plan and stick to it. 

Be strict with yourself about making every purchase— 
even the first—a unit in the bigger plan you 

have in your mind’s eye from the beginning. Keep 

to the plan, even if it takes ten years to execute 

it. If you don’t you will spend your money on 
random, spur-of-the-moment inspirations that won’t 
go together under one roof. Don’t let chance 


finds sway you. Be stern. You can’t afford one mistake.

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Choose only what's right for you. 

You must buy only those things that are exactly 
right for your needs and the spot they will be seen 

in, and the surrounding things they will be 

seen with. This means taking more time to think out 
the solution, to find it (or make it) when you know 


what it is. Avoid the makeshift and badly contrived. 


Glorify everyday objects. Old or new, 
many common objects—spoons, buttons, skillets, trivets, 
and countless other things—may have interesting 
design. Singly, they may seem insignificant, 

but a collection of them, mounted 

on a carpenter-made board, cork, wallboard, 

felt. or whatever backing your 

imagination dreams up, can be the makings of a 
stylishly impressive wall decoration, an orig- 

inal substitute for art you can’t afford. Below a col- 


lection of old butter molds.

Invest in honest materials, unpretentiously used. This is the best rule 

to follow all the time, but it’s particularly important to watch when you think you're getting a bargain 

in low-price or moderate-price furniture. If you stop to think, you will realize that fancy 

carvings and elaborate imitations of costly fabrics and woods cannot be cheaply made. You are 

probably paying for this surface flash at the expense of the basic quality of the furniture itself. 

Edmond J. Spence designed the straightforward maple “Match-Makers” above for Warren Mfg. Co. 
Construction is springless—foam rubber cushions on webbed strapping. Cotton slipcovers are zippered.

Aim high, but keep your head. 

Do not aspire to grades and qualities of merchan- 
dise that are really beyond your means to 

use properly. A cotton or felt floor 

covering, completely covering your floor, is 
better than a too-small wool carpet of luxurious 
grade. If you can’t be generous, skip carpeting. 


Paint the floor, spatter, be proud of it. 





Don't worry about being "correct." 
Clear your mind of preconceptions about what is 
“correct.” Trying to follow some formula you 
have seen or admired will only cost you 

money. It makes for stereotyped decorating and 
prevents you from expressing your own per- 
sonality and taste. Expressing your own 
taste—rather than conforming to 

some rubber-stamp formula (which is obsolete, if 
it has become a formula) —is the bes? taste 


for you. It keeps you from solving your 


problems, on your budget, for your way of life. 
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Get big effects from inexpensive fabric. 
It is far better to use lots of a low-cost fabric 

than a little of an expensive one. Nothing at 

all doesn’t look half so poverty-stricken as skimpiness. 
You can afford to be generous with stuff like 

gingham. Currently a real bargain is 72’’-wide 


percale. Make curtains and draperies at least 1007 full. 
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Discipline yourself to the well designed. You must restrict your- 
self sternly to buying only what is well designed, no matter what its price. 

Beware of bargains and sales. You may be lured to buy mark-downs—things that are 
not exactly right—because they're cheap, but this is no economy if it ruins your over- 
all effect. Good table designs: Crawford’s cherry “Frontenac Provincial,” 


above, about $130, and Jamestown Table Co.’s solid maple dropleaf, about $65. 
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Shop at the art museums. 

It is wise to go very, very slowly in 

your collection of bibelots if 

you are not sure what you really want to 

own. But if it is cost that is stop- 

ping you from owning a piece of good 

sculpture, you might do well to settle 

for a fine reproducticn of a museum piece, 

such as the Greek horse in the 

Metropolitan Museum of Art, about $50.

Don't accumulate "things." 
Don’t surround yourself with things—either 
gifts or purchases—that are not useful. 
Filling up empty spaces with idle bric-a- 
brac solves no problems, only makes clut- 
ter and gives you something extra to take 


care of. For the same reason, put up only 


those pictures you really like and which mean 


something to you. The picture you don’t 
like, but are using just because it fills a 
space, will be a false note and 

give you away. Being true to yourself and 
expressing yourself in the things you 

live with are more valuable assets than 
having money. Whenever you compromise 
with your own taste, you lessen your 


chances for having a home with character. 


Learn how to use color. 
Color is the cheapest ingredient in the 


whole bag of tricks for gaining 

big effects. But never think of one color 
at a time, or you will be led into 

strange errors. You must think of any giv- 
en color in relation to the 

other colors it will be seen with. You 

see on the opposite page how effectively a 
sharp turquoise and muted beiges set 
each other off. In a less carefully 
contrived color scheme, turquoise might 
have looked too harsh. Much nonsense is 
talked about such and such a color 

being “ a good color.” No color can be 
called “good” or “bad” until it 

is known what it is to be seen with. Paint,

Don’t worry about the little details. 

It’s the whole that counts. This is hard for 
many people to visualize. But seeing 

nothing but the parts is fatal to your ability 

to produce a good total effect. If you 

can’t picture in your mind’s eye 

the decorating of a whole room—in loose, gen- 
eral terms—you can achieve it by prac- 

tice. The best way to practice is to 

accumulate samples of colors, 

fabrics, wallpapers, and rugs, and to play with 
them, trying them in different combinations. 
Pin wallpaper samples on the wall, 

put fabrics where you think you might like to 
use them. Look at them in all kinds of 

light. You have to think and plan 

a long time, and you need to be with actual 
colors and textures. A scale drawing of the 
room for furniture placement is fine 

to have to remind you of space 


limitations, but it probably won't help you to 
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visualize. But if it takes you a while to 

call up a picture of the whole room, 

don’t worry. Keep trying. You eventually can 
do it. A study of the room opposite, or any 
room you see anywhere—in magazines, 

the movies, on your travels—may not help you 
directly with your problems, but is never- 
theless good practice, accustoming 

your eye to take in general effects. The moral 
of the low-cost room across the page is really a 
repetition of what we’ve been saying 

about the status of money in your life.

architecture, art, even in your own clothing. You 
will see that simplicity has a much longer life 

than fussiness, which seems always to show 

its period or age and is limited in 

its ability to go with other things. Study this laminated 
and beech frame chair from Herman Miller. See 
what is meant by subtle line. Note how gracefully its 
arms flow out of its frame. This calls for 


greater design skill than frou-frou. About $70.

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If in doubt, choose the classic. 

This doesn’t mean that period furniture is the an- 
swer to every problem. It means rather that 

the furniture designs which have lasted the longest 
no matter what their original period was, 

are pretty good bets and probably have a long 


life still ahead of them. They are most likely to be 





simple, sparsely ornamented, like this two-piece 
maple desk from Consider H. Willett, which harks 
back to Early America, yet is perfectly compatible 
with modern furnishings. Its upper cabinet provides

This will not make you the salesman’s favorite shopper, but you'll 
undoubtedly end up with your money’s worth whenever you buy. In order 
to do this, though, you must know what you should be looking 

for. Study furniture wherever you see it, on just-looking shopping trips, 

in your friend’s homes, on your travels. 

You should try to learn about its construction, and to keep your eyes open to 
observe the fine points as they actually show up. You would . 

do well to read price tags and advertisements, so that you know the going 
market rates. This will sharpen your recognition of a bargain as 

opposed to a come-on.

Display your personal interests. Nothing 

gives a room such individuality so easily. Objects of personal 
interest create character—the thing which everyone hopes 

to achieve in a home. Too many people scrupulously put out of 
sight the very things that distinguish them from other 
people—the things that would do more than anything 

else to endow their homes with their personality. Bring your 
interests, your hobbies out into the open and feature 

them. On page 130, read about one talented family that paints, 
plays records, sculpts, writes manuscripts, builds model 
planes, and makes no apology whatever for the interesting 
litter their paraphernalia creates. The suggestion of 

glorifying everyday objects by making them important deco 
ration might remind you that your collections of anything can 
be similarly displayed. They make individualized high spots 


and conversation pieces and cost you little or nothing,

Whole house rests on single concrete slab which is both floor and 


envelope for heating ducts. 


Forced warm air perimeter heating system is economical to 


install, efficient to operate. 
A single chimney serves two fireplaces and the furnace. 


An utterly simple, unbroken roof requires no expensive flashing. 


No gutters or downspouts. Roof slopes toward center of house and 


drainage is piped down through interior walls. 





Ornamental masonry and tile work held to minimum. 
Bulk storage provided for in unheated, uninsulated garage. 
A compact room arrangement keeps hallways to a minimum. 


tnexpensive trellises, roof overhangs and covered walks make 


house seem larger and more luxurious than it really is. 
Exterior siding is stained for long life, low maintenance. 


Landscaping, designed as part of house, extends living areas 
both visually and functionally. Exterior flagstone paving is 

laid in sand and combined with white gravel to extend mud-free 
areas and merge house with woodland. Despite amount of 


construction involved, total cost was only $1,700.

House and garden are planned as a single unit 
to give the owners the kind of life they wanted 
at a price they could afford. The rectangular 
plan places living areas along the south and west, 
with lots of glass looking directly into the woods. 
Combination study-guest room has south window, 
fireplace, and separate bath. Gravel, evergreen 
cover, and flagstone paving replace lawns, give 


year round pattern and dry, mud-free footing. 


A s you saw from architect Elroy Webber’s list, on 
page 113, no one big economy accounted for the 
low cost of this house. On the contrary, it took a 
lot of little economies—here, there, and every- 
where—to win the final cost of only $12.50 per sq. 
ft. of enclosed space. This is always the case. If 
you want to save money in house building, don’t 
plan on a few big cuts doing the trick. It doesn’t 
work out that way. To get an inexpensive house, 
everything has to be pared down. 

To do such a job of paring, you need a good 
architect. But you also need to be a good client 
yourself. You have to know not only what you want 
but what you want most. For it takes both imagina- 
tion and self-discipline to decide on what to keep 
and what to give up when the bids run too high. 

If you went over this house with a fine-tooth 
comb, you'd find places where corners were cut or 
refinements omitted. But the point is that you’d 
have to look hard to find them. Inside and out, the 
house has real elegance. The rooms, for example, 
are fair-sized. But their real distinction comes from 
the big glass areas, polished black plastic floors, 
and calm white plaster walls. There are few com- 
plicated architectural details. Furniture is simple— 
some of it antique. Carpeting is minimal and, thanks 
to overhangs, trellises, and carefully preserved 
shade trees, glass curtains suflice at the big win- 
dows. Yet the total effect of these interiors is one 
of comfort, even luxury. 

The landscaping pays careful attention to the 
requirements of the clients and the demands of the 
site. The owners like wild flowers and dislike the 
appearance (and the maintenance) of lawns, 
hedges, flower borders. That’s why they bought 
this large, heavily wooded tract to begin with. And 
that’s why the architect has set the house in a clear- 
ing. It’s a fairly sophisticated clearing, as you can 
see, but it preserves the sense of the forest coming 
right up to the house. Only toward the west, where 
the land dropped away to a distant view, were the 
woods opened up. Here a broad allee was cut. To 
see how adroitly resulting sun-control problems

Don't skimp on Climate Control 


When Architect Webber opened up a view through 
the woods to the west, he simultaneously exposed his 
west windows to late afternoon sun. Since this was 
a hazard to summer comfort, though an asset in cold 
weather, some sort of flexible sun control was 
essential. His solution was a set of louvered wood 
sunshades. Set at the outer edge of the west ter- 
race, these slide horizontally on barn door 
hardware. When needed, they screen the entire 
glass wall of dining room; otherwise, they are 
parked at either side. Since prevailing summer 
breezes also come from west, one-half of dining 
room glass also slides to one side. Thus owners 


have any combination of sun, breeze, view desired. 


For summer ventilation, one-half of dining room

In addition to the spacious living room, the house has three 
bedrooms, a completely equipped kitchen, lots of storage | 
space and a double carport. But it’s the way these rooms are

room is placed across the rear, which is ideal for a north- 





front lot. This gives it an outlook which the owner can con- 
trol, makes it private and traffic-free—assets usually found 
only in houses costing two or three times as much as this.

As you can see from the terrace pictures on the facing page, 
placing the living room across the rear of the house gives it a 
real reason for a glass wall. Unlike many “picture windows” 
which frame no picture, this one can have any view the owner 
desires. With intelligent landscaping, he can develop his “back 
yard” so that it is good to look at and good to live in. Few 
small subdivision houses permit this sort of thing. 

Practical features abound in this little house. The double 
carport (above) has a straight double-width driveway to the 
street. To the right of it, there’s a big storage room—essential 
in a house that has neither cellar nor attic. Service entrance is 
around to the right, and it is tidily screened by a fenced service 
yard, so that clothes-tree and garbage cans are hidden from 
street and neighbors.

A. an observer of the traits and talents of acknowledged 
gourmets, I’d say that it is practically impossible for the 
same cook who serves forth a distinguished mixed green 
salad to come up with an otherwise indifferent meal. A 
good salad seems to demand the exercise of all those subtle 
perceptions of seasoning, texture, and proportion that mark 
the fine cook—and which, I hasten to add, anyone can 
learn. And so | should certainly say that once you have 
mastered the mixed green salad you are well on your way 
to the upper echelons of gastronomy. 

Many people don’t seem to understand this about salad- 
making, hence the left-handedly tossed-off (and I do mean 
tossed off) too drippy, too tart, too oily, or too dry salads 
that frequently come your way, to say nothing of the over- 
garlicked or utterly tasteless varieties concocted, respec- 
tively, by too daring or too timid salad-makers. 

But don’t let the word “gourmet” throw you. Gourmet 
cooking, like genius, is an infinite capacity for taking 
pains, All it really requires is a little more attention to 
detail, a willingness to become aware of a few flavors 
which may be new to you, using them with care and 
pushing back a few horizons in food preparations. 

It is not an expensive process, nor is it a complicated

Oe your garden dollars can result in a most re- 
warding garden. True, you'll have to skip over glamorous, 
hothouse exotics and their dollar-consuming habits and 
look for “orchids at petunia prices.” You'll discover that 
there are many handsome, troublefree plants that sell for 
budget prices and don’t require expensive soil preparation 
or constant pampering. 

Iris head the list. No garden flower can stretch your 
flower dollar further. Thrifty big plants sell for as little 
as 50 cents each. Few cost as much as $2. Only rare col- 
lectors’ items go beyond this. Within three years each iris 
will have increased three- to five-fold—all without effort 
or expense to you. 

Any soil is fine for iris, so you avoid all the costly soil 
preparation and top-soil buying demanded by many other 
plants. Deep, rich soil results in iris at their flower-show 
best. But even poor, sandy soil yields abundant bloom. 
You will want to feed the latter plants more often, but 
this involves no complicated feeding schedule. Simply apply 
your regular plant food in early spring, and again just about 
the time the flowers open. 

Failure with iris is just about unknown, regardless of 
the weather. Iris definitely do not need to be pampered. 
Full exposure to hot sun doesn’t faze them except in the 
Deep South or Southern California. Beating rains some- 
times may bend giant flower heads down, but they seldom 
break the rugged stems. The helping support of a stake 
easily corrects the trouble. Midsummer heat reflected from 
a near-by white wall may keep your iris plants a little 
smaller than those in cooler spots, but you will still have a 


big floral display year after year. (Continued on page 207)

The story of five lively spirits for whom creative curiosity is a rule of living

I eo ees any of Richard Whorf’s three sons is asked 
what his father does for a living, he comes up with a 
stock answer: “I can tell you what Dad’s doing today, 
but he probably won't be doing it tomorrow.” 

At 45, Richard Whorf is one of those incredibly ver- 
satile men who can and has supported his family by any 
of his six talents—acting, writing, painting, designing, 
directing, and producing. 

Currently employed as the director of a CBS tele- 
vision program, My Friend Irma, Whorf, who has more 
credits to his career than practically any other contem- 
porary figure in the American theater, believes firmly 
that to achieve the good life a man must widen the 
scope of his interests, heighten his awareness of the 
arts, constantly develop new hobbies and talents. 

“T am always trying,” he says, “to open up new 
worlds for myself and my family.

Oddly enough, Dad doesn’t know very much 
about music, but all of us boys can listen to records by 
the hour. I started taking piano lessons, but I gave it up 
because I liked painting better.” 

Mrs. Whorf who is a_non-profes- 
sional, points out that none of her sons 
was ever compelled to take an interest 
in any of the arts. “We've always be- 
lieved,” she says, “in making them 
aware of the wonderful things that 
exist in life and then letting them fol- 
low their natural bent. Take David, 
for example. He can paint but not very 
well. Music turns out to be his spe- 
cialty. He’s crazy about the guitar, so we 
let him concentrate on that. He’s also 
determined to become an actor, so 
Dick encourages him to work in sum- 
mer stock. You don’t need lots of 
money to interest your children in the 
so-called better things of life. You 
simply have to be interested in those 
things yourself. Children are natural 
mimics.” 

Mrs. Whorf points out that parents 
who seldom attend the theater have no 
right to expect their children to be- 
come actors or playwrights. “Similarly,” she says, 
“parents who don’t read very much shouldn’t expect to 
have any novelists in the family.” 

There is never any assurance that children will inherit 
parental talents, but on the other hand, there is no doubt 
but that environment is the greatest conditioning factor 
in our lives, and that cultured persons usually emanate 
from cultured homes. The human equation being what 
it is, there are exceptions, of course, but the self-made 
success who wants “my son to be all the things I am not” 
is usually doomed to failure. 

The Whorf children are versatile and cultured because 


their father is a restless, alert, inquiring, intelligent, tal- 











ented parent, and their mother has taken pains to see 


that some of his versatility has rubbed off on her sons. 

Whorf himself is the son of Henry Church Whorf, a 
painter, and Sarah Whorf, a lecturer and writer. His 
brother John is one of the foremost water-colorists in 
America, and another brother, Ben, was a language pro- 
fessor at Yale and also a well-known chemist. 

Mrs. Whorf’s father, on the other hand, was one of the 
leading butchers in Boston, “which proves,” Dick says 
facetiously, “that there’s a lot of meat on her side of the 
family. Seriously, however,” he adds, “money has very 


little to do with good living. (Continued on page 172)

A COMFORT TOOL 


When you plan a porch ask yourself: 


What do I want the 
porch to do? 


Keep out sun? 
Keep out rain? 
Keep out wind? 
Trap the sun? 
Keep out insects? 
Trap the breeze? 


What do I want to do 

on the porch? 

Lounge? Entertain? Children’s 
play? Eat? Cook? Sleep?

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If your house is a hot-box, a small investment in a good 
porch could pay you big dividends in summer comfort. 
When you build anew porch or remodel an old one, be 
sure you think of a porch as a climate-control tool, as 
the best place in which to play or eat or sleep in 


comfort during certain periods of the year 





It makes a lot of difference how your porch is oriented. In many parts 


of the variable U.S.A., the southeast corner of your house will be the 
best all-round bet for taking advantage of the prevailing summer winds 
and for avoiding exposure to the afternoon sun when it’s doing its best 
to make you uncomfortable. Your present room layout or existing out- 
side conditions may force a less favorable orientation. If so, be sure 
the porch is designed so that it will cope with it.

Place your porch on the corner for best results 


What you need for hot weather comfort is a porch with a big roof 
and a minimum of wall to let the air flow in any direction. Located on 
a southeast corner of the house, it will trap the most breeze, get the 
least sun, interfere least with the rooms behind it. Use 4” by 4” stand- 
. ard posts for vertical supports and space them 3 feet or 6 feet apart. 


Then you can use stock screen doors or stock storm doors, which come 


3 feet wide by 6 feet 8 inches high, wherever you want them. 





Design your porch to meet your specific problems 


Here are three ways to handle problems of too much sun or wind. If 
there is just too much sun at a given time of day. you can’t beat a 
roll-up wood slat blind (above). In some climate areas strong, steady 
wind from a constant quarter may dictate one whole wall of glass 
(right center). In other locations. you may want to cut out both sun 
and wind with a solid wall (right below). Be sure that your porch is 
designed to meet such conditions for they determine its livability.

A two-story porch serves the whole family 





Maybe you have the kind of house or 
family that calls for a two-story porch. 
Here’s one that provides second-story 
space on which to loaf, entertain. or 
sleep.

One nice feature of raised porches is 
that they are cooler and breezier. as a 
rule, than ground level ones. In this

questions: how to take advantage of a 
view which can’t be seen from the 
house, how to catch a breeze but avoid 
noise, and how to get good entertain- 
ment space for children of all ages at 


all hours. Uprights can be light wood 





or metal; roof, metal or awning. 
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A porch can be the best investment you ever made. 
Its cost per cubic foot will probably not be over one- 
third the solid core of the house. Yet during half the 
year in most of the U. S. an open porch can be used 
by some member of the family for at least a part of 
each day. During a quarter of the year it is usable 
24 hours a day. 

Before you remodel an old house or build a new 
one, be sure you have definite objectives for summer 
comfort and know exactly what you expect from an 
open porch. Think of it as the natural link between 
the kind of living you do in the house, and the open- 
air living you do in your garden. 

Take into account your private climate—the actual 
conditions which prevail on your particular site. This 
may be different from your neighbor only a quarter- 
mile away. Study the temperature, humidity and air 
movement (breezes) at various times of the day or 
night, so that your porch takes advantage of them for 
your comfort. Your private climate may be such that 
you may want all the breeze you can get. Maybe not. 
Before you make final plans and contracts, be sure the 


wind is signed up as your friend, not your enemy. 





To ventilate your porch roof 


Many “lean-to” porches need venti- 


lated roofs. These sketches show one 
way to do it. Cool air, entering at the 
ground level, is forcing the hotter air 
out through louvered exits at the ceil- 
ing. Louvers prevent the “trapping” 
of warm air. This trick will be most 
appreciated on nights when there is 
not much natural air movement. —

For the life of me, I can’t figure out why these 
hundreds and hundreds of men patronize such a place 
day after day, and eat such lousy food. Can it be that 
they have so many cocktails they don’t know what 
they’re eating? Is it possible that their wives aren't 
doing any better by them at home, or is it just too much 


trouble to seek out some place where the food is pala- 
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roam from menu manipulation in restaurants to how to appreciate the little woman’s cooking 


table, regardless of the atmospheric surroundings? 

The average fellow seems to think that food is a 
woman’s department and just goes on poking anything 
and everything into his gullet. But food is what keeps 
him going, gives him energy and stamina, keeps him 
young-looking, fit and happy and, by golly, he ought 
to know something about it.

Its catalog (price, 15 cents) 
contains a selection of almost 150 
reproductions ranging from $3 to 
$50. All are plaster casts but the 
plaster is colored to resemble the 
bronze, stone, wood, or ivory of the 
original. And the subjects and cul- 
tures represented are exceptionally 
varied. There are masks, fetish fig- 
ures and statuettes from all parts 
of primitive Africa, masks and fig- 
urines from New Zealand, the Pa- 
cific islands, Mexico, and South 
America, as well as a few vases, 
bowls. and boxes from some of 
these same lands. The ancient dy- 
nasties of Egypt are recalled by a 
number of statuettes and tablets. 
Figurines from India, Thibet and 
China are also included, and some 
Hellenistic heads. 

A few of the art works have been 
adapted for useful objects. A cig- 
arette box, for instance, bears 
around its sides an impression from 
an early Babylonian cylinder seal. 
On the cover is the figure of a Cap- 
padocian bull of about the Seventh 
Century, B.C. A Persian bronze 
horse-bit was taken as the model 
for a high relief sculpture of a wild 
mountain sheep on the sides of a 
pair of book ends. 

NOTHER source for reproduc- 
eee in number but 
covering a range in tastes—is the 
Walters Art Gallery in Baltimore

A PRIMER 
OF 
PRIMERS 


By Stephen L. Wolf 


Don pick up that paint-brush yet! Take a good look first 
at the surface you plan to paint. Does it need priming? And 
if so, what type of primer? 

If you want a smooth, beautiful, and lasting finish on the 
kitchen chair, basement floor, or living-room walls, you must 
know when to prime and what to prime with. This is the 


foundation of quality workmanship. 


A primer serves three purposes: 


1. It seals the under-surface. 
2. It provides a hiding-coat of paint. 


3. It gives an even finish with proper “tooth” for 
the top-coat. 


It is usually not necessary to prime previously painted or 
varnished surfaces which are still in good condition. Priming, 
however, is a wise measure in these cases: on all unpainted sur- 
faces, such as bare plaster, bare metal, and raw wood; on all 
painted surfaces which are old and worn; and under deep-color 
flat paints or when making radical changes in color. 

There are a great many prepared primers on the market as 
well as a number of home prescriptions. Just let your friends 
know you intend to paint and you will be deluged with more 
well-meaning advice than if you had the common cold. To help 
set the record straight and to assist you in making the right 
selection, the following paragraphs catalogue the surfaces that 


require priming and the appropriate primers to use. 


INTERIOR SURFACES 
1. New Plaster: 


When plaster is mixed, lime is added to retard the 
drying. This lime remains in a free state in the plaster 
and for a while is sufficiently active to attack a paint 
film applied over it. The usual procedure is to wait at 
least a month before priming so that the wall will be 
thoroughly dry and the lime will have expended itself. 
The priming is done with any standard oil-base primer- 
sealer. This is a pigmented paint which both seals the 
porosity of the plaster and puts on a hiding-coat. 


If time is important, however, there are wet-wall

Another time-saver is to do a lot 
of cooking at once, ahead of time.

the actual floor space is little more 
than that of thousands of rooms 
in thousands of small houses all 
over the country. But there your 
eye is carried upward to the high 
barn-like roof, and again outward 
through the big double doors and 
the cluster of corner windows that 
go all the way to the floor. 

Your second impression is one of 
gay, bright color. But where is the 
color? Only in the small things of 
little expense—the place mats, the 
sofa cushions, the collection of 
Staffordshire on the shelves above 
the dining table. Because they are 
set off by large expanses of white 
background, and there is no con- 
fusion of in-between shades to 
diminish the impact, they create a 
color effect far greater than the 
size of the objects themselves. But 
it is an effect that might later be 
changed at comparatively little ex- 
pense to green, for instance, or 
blue or yellow. Meanwhile the up- 


- 


holstered furniture covered in trim 
beige-and-white striped ticking can 
survive many changes in the color 
effect of the whole room since it 
is part of the background rather 
than the color scheme. 


HE room appears to be gener- 

ously furnished. But look again! 
Much of this “furnished” effect is 
actually contributed by the archi- 
tecture. The raftered ceiling, the 
pine board walls, the window 
shutters, give texture and pattern 
where plain, flat surfaces would 
have left the room looking barren 
and empty. There are no rugs, no 
draperies, and you don’t even miss 
them. But the dramatic scale of 
the built-in china closet at the din- | 
ing end of the room contributes as 
much to the whole as a costly 
breakfront might in a far more | 
expensive room.

Shake dressing well in a corked bottle and pour onto 


greens. Toss well with wooden fork and spoon so that 


each leaf is well coated. Do not have salad floating 


in dressing. This mixing takes longer than you think.

delicious chives are, how much 
milder and sweeter they are than 
green onions or scallions. You 
should also know, then, about shal- 
lots. There is just as much differ- 
ence, if not more, between shal- 
lots and onions. Shallots, which are 
a delicious item for your bag of 
culinary tricks, seem to enjoy a 
kind of special prestige among the 
sophisticates. The minute you use 
them or talk about them, you’re 
credited with knowing a thing or 
two about food. They are not ex- 
pensive, being in the price class of 
scallions, and they are just as 
easily grown in your own garden 
or herb box. They are No. 1 in my 
own favorite trio of green flavorings. 

In my book, the next flavor sen- 
sation in importance is tarragon. 
If the mention of this herb has baf- 
fled you, get out of your lethargy 
and try some today. It will pay divi- 
dends to your family and friends in 
their enjoyment of your dishes. I 
never seem to have enough of it in 
my garden, for I am always chop- 
ping it up to flavor fish, chicken, 
or some kind of sauce. 

You should also know the im- 
portance of chervil, a delicious and 
delightfully different herb, resem- 
bling parsley in appearance except 
it has a tighter curl. It has it all 
over parsley for flavor, I think. It’s 
a delightful addition to one’s herb 
garden and gives a lift to a salad. 

I don’t know why people think 
there’s something occult or awe- 
some about herbs and seasonings. 
There’s really no reason to get 
stage-fright about using them. Just 
use them and they'll pretty soon 
become second nature to you.

Lettuce cups or Ro- 
maine lettuce are a far better “bed” 
than shredded lettuce. 

Always have your lettuces icy 
cold.

I keep mine in the refrigerator 
several hours before serving time. 
I usually prepare the salad greens 
in the wooden bowl] an hour before 
the guests arrive. I cover the bowl, 
with the salad greens in it with 
wax paper or with aluminum foil 
and put in the refrigerator until 
ready to serve.

If, for instance, you are having a 
sour cream veal or chicken dish. 
do not serve a salad with a sour 
cream dressing. But serve a dress- 
ing that is not quite so rich, rather 
a French dressing that will take 
away the richness of the sauce. But 
the subtler flavors, such as shallots, 
can float through several dishes 
and tie your dinner together, so to 
speak. Red wine vinegar salad 
dressings should be served with 
red meats, lamb, pork, and veal. 
while white wine vinegars should 
be used when you are serving fish 
and chicken. 

One of the most beautiful and 
delicate salads is French endive. 
It is white with delicate yellow 
curled leaves, tapering to a point. 

This endive can be had here in 
California only in the early spring 
of the year, but if you live on the 
East Coast you can probably get it 
for a longer period as it is imported 
from Belgium. This lettuce is so 
delicate that a very mild dressing 
should be used. I separate each 
leaf carefully, arranging each leaf 
with the tip pointed to the outside 
rim of a flat platter or tray that 
has a small edge about an inch 
deep. A  well-chilled, hard-boiled 
egg chopped very fine can be scat- 
tered over this delicacy. Pour a 
plain French dressing and grind 
some pepper over it and_ serve. 
This is specially good with chicken 
and fish dishes, and after rich duck 
or a heavy dinner. 

Here is a collection of dressings 
to start you on your gourmet salad- 
making way: 


Plain French Dressing

A 
good sharp French dressing is too 
sharp a shock to the taste buds at 
the beginning of a meal, and pre- 
vents your building up to a cres- 
cendo later on in the meal. At big 
parties I serve a green salad in lieu 
of green cooked vegetables, for 
good vegetables have to be care- 
fully timed to come off perfectly. 
and big parties can’t be run on an 
exact schedule. 

The salad should always be 
thought of as a foil to a rich menu, 
for it is cold, crisp, and sharp- 
tasting, and can jolt you out of the 
loginess of a rich meal. For in- 
stance, with a dinner of lobster 
soup, chicken in white wine. 
noodles with corn and cream, use 
a mixed green salad dressed with 
chives, parsley, and chervil, 1 table- 
spoon chopped fresh tarragon or 
some chopped burnet.

to give an aroma of garlic to the 
salad. If you like this method. be 
sure to remove it before you dress 
the salad. 

For a dinner with baked ham 
and a tiny white onion casserole, I 
think a Chiffonade salad is a tasty 
complement. ; 

I use canned beets, cut Julienne 
fashion. Drain the beets and mari- 
nate in the salad dressing for an 
hour or two. Boil two or three eggs 
hard, and chop the whites finely, 
sieve the yolks. 

The beets and prepared eggs are 
scattered over the top of your salad

to increase it. It is a hangover 
from the days when houses were 
large and people could afford to 
treat rooms as separate entities. 
Today houses are smaller and to 
increase the space we must treat 
all rooms as one entity. 

Think of your house as one 
room. Think of it as one entire unit. 
Imagine your house with one color 
on the wall throughout, one carpet 
on the floor throughout, the same 
material used at all the windows 
and on all the upholstery. Now im- 
agine all the furniture in the same 
wood and the same finish. Imagine 
your lamps and lamp shades and 
all your ash trays being identical. 

Think how much larger your 
house would look. When a door is 
open, the room you are sitting in 
extends so far as the eye can see. 
In each direction you look as you 
move through the house, it opens 
into a harmonious vista. You have 
created the sort of space that it 
is believed only millionaires have. 

But there is more to this space 
theory than gain in space itself. 

You have simplified your whole 
decorating problem. Instead of 
endless selections of fabrics which 
have to match or be related, you 
need only one fabric and one floor 
covering. Replacement problems 
will also be easier. For such a plan 
you need to be careful about only 
one thing—the one color for your 
walls should be a neutral color; 
the one carpet for your floors 
should be neutral; and the one 
fabric should be neutral.

primers, built on a rubber base, which are lime-proof 
and will also withstand dampness. These primers may 


be applied within 24 hours of the plastering. 


2. New Wallboard: 


More and more interior construction today is being 
done with wallboard. The main problem in painting 
this material is to hide the joints which are normally 
bridged by a joint-mesh tape applied with plaster. 
Ordinary oil-base primer-sealer will raise the nap of the 
board and make the smooth plastered joints only too 
apparent. At one time, this was disguised by applying a 
stipple or sand finish to the walls. Such procedures are 
no longer necessary. Rubber-base primers of the water- 
emulsion type are now available which will lay flat 
the nap of the wallboard and give an even finish to 
the entire wall area. 


3. Painted Walls: 


Priming of painted walls is needed in these instances: 
if the paint film is in poor condition; if you expect 
to apply a radically different color, such as applying 
blue on yellow; or if the old paint was a resin water- 
emulsion type, such as Kem-Tone. The standard oil- 
base primer-sealer is recommended to meet these con- 
ditions. This material, which is white in color, should 
be tinted to the approximate shade of the finish. It 
will adequately seal all but the most porous surfaces 
and will provide as well a hiding-coat of paint where 
a color change is to be made. 

Besides the primer-sealer, there are dry sizes avail- 
able which are less costly and will give reasonably good 
results on ordinary work when only sealing of the sur- 
face is necessary. These sizes come in powder form and 
are mixed with water. Being clear, they have no hiding 
properties. 

In many instances, it is possible to do a satisfactory 
one-coat job on poor walls through the use of a self- 
primer flat paint. This type of paint is made with a 
heavy-bodied oil which will lie on top of the old sur- 
face instead of soaking into it. The new rubberized 
water-emulsion paints also possess these self-priming 
qualities to a remarkable degree. 


4. Deep-Color Flat Paints: 


Where the finish is to be a deep-color flat paint. 
proper sealing of the surface is imperative. This is 
because deep tones accentuate every surface imperfec- 
tion which normally would not be noticed if pastel tints 
were used. A surface of uneven porosity, for instance. 
will result in the paint penetrating more in one area 
than in another and the finish will appear mottled. To 
overcome this, unpigmented oil-base surfacers have been 


developed. These surfacers, which may be colored some- 
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what by the addition of a small amount of the deep tone, 
possess unusual sealing powers, will prove effective on 


extremely porous walls where primer-sealer may fail. 


5. Spot-Priming: 


When repainting an old wall it is usually necessary 
to do some plastering, such as the filling of cracks and 
nail-holes. If the entire wall is not to be primed, at 
least these new plaster spots must be or they will show 
up in the finish. The simplest solution is to put a 
brushful of primer-sealer or of the finish paint over 
these spots and allow it a day to dry. If you do not 
have the time, these spots may be primed with shellac 
which will dry in an hour. The shellac must be mixed 
in equal parts with denatured alcohol so that it will 
be thin enough to be completely absorbed into the pores 
of the plaster. Shellac that is too heavy will surface 
the plaster and may result in shiny areas in the top- 
coat. Incidentally, never use shellac under water-emul- 


sion paints, either of the resin or rubber-base types. 


| 6. Wallpapered Walls: 


Painting over wallpaper is a risky practice at best. 
There’s always the chance that the design of the paper 
may shadow through and that the paper itself, under the 
added weight of the paint film, may pull loose from the 
wall. It is always best to remove the paper. But if you 
must paint directly over it, use either a pigmented 
primer-sealer for the initial coat or attempt a one-coat 


job with the resin or rubber-base, water-emulsion paints. 


7. Unpainted Woodwork: 


Painted Finish: If you want to paint wood, first give 
it a coat of a standard interior wood primer. This primer 
is specially formulated to fill the pores of the wood 
and to give a uniform surface for the top coat. When 
the wood is to be enameled, an intermediate coat of 
enamel underbody, tinted to the final color, will improve 
the depth and tone of the finish. 

Natural Finish: You need use no special primer if the 
finish is to show the natural wood. Two or three coats 
of varnish, thinning the first coat and sanding in be- 
tween, are all that are necessary. On open-grain woods, 
like walnut, an initial application of a paste wood filler, 
brushed on and then rubbed off at right angles to the 
grain, will fill the surface and give a more even result. 
Where the wood is to be stained, a thin coat of shellac 
(half shellac, half denatured alcohol) over the stain 
will serve both to seal in the stain and to close the 


pores of the wood. 


| &y Painted Woodwork: 


Woodwork which has been previously enameled and 
still retains a high gloss need net be primed. But it 
should be washed down with a strong solution of wash- 
ing powder. The glossy surface is somewhat hard

more often than not, result in 
paint failures. Avoid the following: 


1. Ground Glue: 


Ground glue dissolved in water is 
an old formula for sizing. If ap- 
plied very thinly it will do a reason- 
able job of sealing plaster though 
it is not so effective as an oil-base 
primer-sealer. On the other hand, 
if too much is put on, it will become 
brittle and 
checks and 


crack. This causes 
“alligators” in the 
finish coat. 


2. Flat White Paint: 


Flat white paint has no value as 
a primer. While it seals the pores 
of the surface well enough, it in 
turn presents a highly porous sur- 
face which sucks the oil out of the 
top coat. Enamels applied over flat 
paint often lose their luster for 
this reason. Flat over flat will in 
time result in chalking and powder- 
ing which is a time-consuming and 


tedious situation to remedy. 


3. Shellac: 

Shellac has remarkable sealing 
properties. When applied in a thin 
solution it is satisfactory as a spot- 
primer and on furniture. But. in 
priming entire walls there is a 
tendency to brush it on too heavily. 
Since shellac possesses a_ hard, 
glass-like surface, it does not give 
proper “tooth” to the finish. It is 
also likely to “flash through” when 
flat paints are used over it. 


4. Substitute Shellac: 


So-called substitute shellac is 
often used for priming because of 
its low cost. It has all the faults 
of genuine shellac and none of the 
better qualities. It seals inade- 
quately and tends to brittleness. 
Will cause the finish coat to crack.

IRIS—THE POOR MAN’S BEST FRIEND 


t How to plant iris: 


Small vigorous pieces grow best: dis- 
card old central portion (rear in 
sketch). If you buy new plants, grower 
will do this before shipping rhizomes. 


To insure good drainage (iris can’t 
survive wet feet), set rhizome atop 
small ridge, as shown. If leaves are 
still on plants, trim to cut evaporation. 


Pests, too, seldom make any 
headway against iris. Leaves are 
tough, waxy, and nearly vertical 
(no underside for insects to hide 
under out of the weather). 

A few parts of the country are 
plagued by the iris borer, a tough 
customer who enters the leaf in the 
spring and eats his way down into 
the rhizome by July. Borers are 
always accompanied by rhizome 
rot. The smell of the latter is 
usually the first tip-off of trouble. 
Fortunately, DDT kills iris borers. 
Spray or dust 3 or 4 times in April 
and May. Use a wettable DDT plus 
a little soap powder or a detergent 
like Dreft or Swerl to be sure the 
poison sticks to the slippery leaves. 

Nine kinds of iris are commonly

Botanica Co., Waltham, 
pages, 146 plates. $7.50. 

This is a distinguished book and, 
for the many wild-flower lovers to 
whom the orchid family has par- 
ticular allure, it will be an inval- 
uable book. It comes at a most 
fortunate moment, for although 
many books have been written 
about our native orchids, nearly all 
of them are now out of print. I am 
familiar with Bog Trotting for Or- 
chids, 1904, by the intrepid Grace 
Greylock Niles, a delightful book 
though not very scientific, and the 
later Our Wild Orchids, 1929, by 
Morris and Eames, with photo- 
graphic habitat illustrations and 
fascinating descriptions of the 
search for rare species. But this 
new book is much more compre- 





hensive in scope than any of 
predecessors, for it embraces the 
territory of the entire country and 
covers all known species and recog- 
varieties, including recent 
discoveries. 

Each species is described in de- 
tail with mention of all localities 
where found and the character of 
the habitat. It is accompanied by 
a plate illustration of the plant, 
flower, parts.
